posed,  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six,  for  the  court  Tax  of 
payment  of  the  amount  due  on  account  of  expenses  of  the  three  cents, 
late  City  Court,  and  of  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice  in  the  Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore 
city,  as  said  expenses  shall  be  ascertained  and  certified 
under  the  authority  of  said  Criminal  Court.

by  them,  without  its  operating,  however,  to  alter  the  na- 
ture of  contracts  between  landlord  and  tenant.

It  is  niy  happy  privilege  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you,  that 
during  the  past  year,  health,  peace,  and  prosperity,  have  been, 
in  an  eminent  degree,  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  whose  municipal 
government  we  constitute.  God,  reconciled  in  Jesus  Christ, 
His  Son,  has,  in  his  kind  providence,  graciously  preserved  us 
from  the  ravages  of  the  pestilence,  which  has  so  fearfully  deso- 
lated our  sister  cities,  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  and  carried  sor- 
row to  many  bereaved  homes  and  hearts  ; — our  proximity  to  the 
suffering,  so  far  from  involving  us  in  their  affliction,  seemed  ra- 
ther to  afford  us  more  readily  the  opportunity  of  communicating 
to  their  necessities,  and  effectually  extending  the  alleviating 
hand  of  brotherly  sympathy. 

The  remembrance  of  these  circumstances,  together  with  the 
evidences  of  commercial  prosperity,  and  social  felicity,  which 
cannot  but  be  apparent  to  every  observer,  imperatively  demand, 
and  should  inspire,  the  most  sincere  and  devout  thankfulness  to 
Him  who  rules  in  all  the  earth,  and  from  whose  undeserved 
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bounty,  "cometh  every  good,  and  every  perfect  gift."  Let  us 
in  the  deepest  humility  acknowledge  His  sovereignty,  and  our 
obligation  and  dependence. 

It  is  my  cherished  and  earnest  desire,  that  the  utmost  kind- 
ness and  courtesy  should  characterise  our  official  intercourse; 
that  the  necessary  interchange  of  views  and  sentiments,  in  re- 
gard to  the  public  good,  be  free  and  untrammelled,  and  the 
banner  of  harmony  float  calmly  over  all  our  deliberations. 

Our  position  obligates  us  to  legislate  for  the  welfare  of  our 
entire  constituency  ; — we  are  not  to  be  biased  by  sectional  con- 
siderations, or  controlled  by  partizan  predilections,  but  in  the 
unprejudiced  exercise  of  our  best  judgment,  consult  the  interests 
of  each,  and  all  of  our  citizens.  Should  it  happen  (as  is  the 
case  in  nearly  all  deliberative  or  legislative  bodies,)  that  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  propriety,  or  expediency  of 
measures,  should  occur,  a  spirit  of  concession  and  conciliation 
will  assist  greatly  in  producing  agreement. 

For  myself,  I  proclaim  in  advance,  my  fervent  desire  and  fix- 
ed determination  to.  promote,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  my  of- 
ficial obligations  and  duties,  all  wholesome  legislation,  anxious, 
both  to  protect  and  cherish  the  interests  of  the  whole  city  ;  and 
to  give  to  those  of  a  private  character  the  consideration  they  are 
justly  entitled  to. 

The  charter  of  our  city  makes  it  incumbent  on  me  to  lay  be- 
fore your  honorable  body,  l  'during  the  first  five  days  of  the  ses- 
sion, a  report  of  the  general  state  of  the  city,  with  an  accurate 
account  of  the  money  received  and  expended,  &c.  &c."  This 
I  will  now  endeavour  to  do  as  briefly  as  possible. 

The  finances  of  our  city,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  present 
a  more  pleasing  aspect  now,  than  twelve  months  ago.  We  were 
then  heavily  in  debt,  with  not  a  dollar  in  the  treasury — the 
wheels  of  our  government  had  well  nigh  stopped.  It  is  true 
there  is  no  large  sum  of  money  in  the  treasury  at  present,  but 
we  have  met  our  liabilities,  and  paid  all  of  our  old  debts.  There 
are  balances  yet  unpaid  on  this  year's  estimates,  but  small  as 
compared  with  those  of  last  year. 

The  debt  of  the  city  on  the  1st  of  January,  1856,  was  as 
follows  : 
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Stock  or  bonded  debt,  on  which  we  pay  interest,  $6,882,889.17 
Liabilities  in  City  Bonds  and  guarantees,  on  which 

we  do  not  pay  interest, 6,400,000.00 

I  am  not  able  to  give  the  amount  of  Floating  Debt, 

the  Kegister  not  furnishing  me  with  the  usual 

statement, 

Deduct  from  this  the  amount  in  the  sinking  fund,     143,279.11 


The  Register  of  the  city  has,  by  law,  the  immediate  charge 
of  our  finances,  and  to  his  report  I  respectfully  refer  your  hon- 
orable body,  for  all  necessary  details. 

I  cannot,  however,  dismiss  this  subject,  without  reiterating 
the  request  made  in  my  last  annual  communication,  namely  : 
that  your  honorable  body  will  give  the  financial  condition  of 
our  city  treasury,  your  earliest  attention.  An  early  levy  is  the 
surest  means  of  replenishing  our  drained  coffers,  and  to  secure 
success  in  the  collection  of  the  tax,  allow  a  liberal  discount  to 
prompt  payers.  If  the  levy  could  be  made  in  March,  (and  I 
cannot  conceive  any  good  reason  why  it  should  not,)  allow  7 
per  centum  to  those  who  pay  in  April — 6  per  cent,  to  those 
who  pay  in  May — 5  per  cent,  to  those  who  pay  in  June, — and 
so  decreasing,  1  per  cent,  for  each  month's  delay  ;  this  would 
allow  a  discount  on  payments  until  the  1st  of  November, — and 
■  I  would  suggest  that  the  Collector  be  empowered  to  charge  in- 
terest after  the  1st  of  November,  \  per  cent,  per  month  on  all 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  at  that  time. 

Your  honorable  body  will,  no  doubt,  see  the  necessity  of  les- 
sening, by  every  possible  means,  the  expenses  of  the  city.  Our 
taxes  have  been  very  high,  I  may  say  burthensome  ; — I  believe 
they  may  be  materially  reduced  by  making  only  such  appro- 
priations as  are  absolutely  necessary,  and  these  can  be  ascertain- 
ed by  reference  to  the  reports  of  the  various  departments,  and  if 
this  suggestion  be  acted  upon,  the  business  of  the  Councils  will 
not  only  be  greatly  facilitated,  but  the  session  materially 
shortened. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  will  show  the 
transactions  of  that  body.  You  will  perceive  that  they  have  in- 
vested the  amount  to  their  credit,  as  a  sinking  fund,  in  Balti- 
more City  Stock,  as  follows  :

for  which  they  paid  $138,009  57. 

There  is  still  a  small  amount  in  their  hands,  which  will  he 
invested,  according  to  law,  in  due  time.  They  have  in  accord- 
ance with  resolution,  No.  22,  approved  March  3d,  1855,  dis- 
posed of  all  the  dividend  stock  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail 
Road  Company,  held  hy  the  city — realizing  for  the  2983  shares, 
nearly  $166,000,  an  average  of  ahout  $55^  per  share,  being  al- 
most $21,000  more  than  the  amount  anticipated. 

Your  honorable  body  will  observe  that  the  8th  section  of  or- 
dinance No.  6,  revised  ordinances  of  1850,  makes  it  obligatory 
"that  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  ($6,000)  be  annually  ap- 
propriated in  aid  of  the  sinking  fund,  to  be  paid  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  one  half  on  the  1st  of  July,  and  the  other 
half  on  the  1st  of  January  in  each  and  every  year."  I  would 
most  earnestly  recommend  that  this  law  be  faithfully  complied 
with.  The  sinking  fund  is  a  slow  but  sure  mode  of  extinguish- 
ing our  debt,  and  if  carefully  fostered,  will  eventually  accom- 
plish it. 

The  Collector's  report  will  give  you  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  operations  of  his  office  ; — he  has  as  you  will  jjerceive,  taken 
a  large  amount  of  money,  but  not  as  much  as  was  anticipated. 
The  expectation  was  that  seven-tenths  of  the  levy  would  be  col- 
lected in  the  year,  or  by  the  1st  of  January,  1856,  but  this  has 
not  been  done — nor  has  he  power  to  enforce  collection  by  dis- 
traint, until  after  the  1st  of  January.  This  subject  needs  at- 
tention, and  I  would  earnestly  recommend  such  legislation  as 
will  remedy  the  evil.  Many  large  tax  payers  defer  payment 
simply  because  there  is  no  law  to  compel  promptitude.  The 
Tax  Laws  have  been  so  construed  as  to  preclude  both  a  charge 
of  interest  and  distraint,  until  the  year  for  which  the  levy  is 
made,  has  elapsed. 

The  Auditor  has  done  well,  as  his  report  will  show,  although 
a  large  amount  of  the  debts  in  his  hands  is  lost  irretrievably; 
and  it  would  be  well  to  give  him  some  authority  to  close  up  the 
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books  as  fast  as  possible,  by  cancelling  the  charges  which  he 
cannot  collect,  or  selling  the  amount,  if  a  purchaser  can  be 
found,  as  was  done  some  years  ago. 

May  I  suggest  in  this  connection,  the  propriety  of  appointing 
a  City  Comptroller — whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  supervise  the  en- 
tire financial  affairs  of  the  corporation— to  examine  the  returns 
of  the  Collector's  to  the  Register,  also  all  contracts  made  by 
city  officers,  all  orders  drawn  on  the  treasury,  and  bills  present- 
ed against  the  city,  and  if  the  orders  be  properly  drawn,  on  the 
appropriations  made,  and  the  bills  found  correct,  to  endorse  the 
same  ;  said  bills  and  orders  when  so  endorsed,  to  be  paid  with- 
out further  delay, — also  to  see  that  all  contracts  are  faithfully 
complied  with,  and  that  appropriations  are  not  exceeded  in  any 
instance — let  him  issue  all  licenses,  numbers  for  carriages,  wag- 
ons, carts,  drays,  &c,  and  place  the  same  with  the  Register, 
charging  him  with  them  and  keeping  an  accurate  account 
thereof.  Such  an  officer  would  be  invaluable,  both  as  a  respon- 
sible voucher  for  monies  paid,  as  a  check  on  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  as  facilitating  the  business  both  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Register. 

The  Assessors  of  Tax  have  been  very  diligently  attending  to 
the  duties  of  their  office  ;  but  I  have  had  little  opportunity  of 
learning  particularly  of  their  transactions.  I  will  therefore 
refer  you  to  their  report,  which  you  will  find  accompanying 
this  communication. 

The  City  Counsellor's  statement  will  show  you  the  number 
and  character  of  the  causes  under  his  charge,  in  the  various 
Courts  in  which  the  city  is  interested.  Both  diligence  and  per- 
severance have  characterized  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
and  he  expresses  a  determination  to  bring  every  case  speedily 
to  issue,  and  if  possible,  to  final  settlement. 

There  are  some,  however,  of  complex  character,  which  will 
probably  involve  considerable  delay  before  they  are  finally  ad- 
justed.    I  respectfully  refer  you  to  his  report. 

The  City  Commissioner's  Report  is  replete  with  valuable  in- 
formation. Upon  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  found  our 
Streets  and  Alleys,  Bridges,  Sewers,  &c,  &c.  in  a  very  bad  con- 
dition, and  was  compelled  in  many  instances  to  incur  heavy  ex- 
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pense  to  repair  them  thoroughly.  By  and  with  my  advice  and 
consent,  he  has,  wherever  a  repair  was  found  to  he  necessary, 
made  it  complete  and  durable,  without  regard  to  cost,  consider- 
ing this  plan  the  most  economical,  and  our  Streets,  Alleys, 
Bridges,  Sewers,  &c,  were  never  in  better  condition  than  now. 
In  reference  to  the  damage  to  the  streets,  I  must  again  allnde 
to  the  amount  caused  by  omnibusses,  so  great,  as  to  render  it 
imperative,  that  they  either  be  required  to  substitute  broad 
tread  wheels  for  the  narrow  ones  now  used,  or  that  the  license 
charge  be  very  considerably  increased.  The  justness  and  expe- 
diency of  this  measure  are  so  apparent,  as  to  require  no  argu- 
ment. 

The  Bridges  authorised  by  Resolution  No.  135,  approved 
June  2nd,  1855,  to  be  placed  over  Jones'  Falls,  at  Pratt,  Bal- 
timore and  Gay  Streets,  have  been  contracted  for,  and  the  work 
is  now  in  progress — the  one  at  Pratt  Street  is  being  erected  at 
present,  and  the  other  two  will  be  put  up  as  speedily  as  prac- 
ticable. 

The  enclosure  of  Union  Square  is  also  being  pressed  forward 
with  a  vigor  which  promises  a  speedy  completion. 

The  new  Market  Houses  at  Lexington  Market,  are  so  nearly 
completed,  as  to  be  already  occupied. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  which  accompanies  this 
communication,  will  no  doubt  be  read  with  much  interest.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  our  city  will  most  certainly  occupy  your 
attention,  and  I  would  recommend  a  careful  investigation  of  the 
various  suggestions  and  propositions  of  the  Board.  We  must 
attribute  our  freedom  from  disease  or  epidemic  during  the  past 
year,  to  the  untiring  exertions  of  the  City  Physician,  and 
Commissioners  of  Health. 

Our  citizens  are  taking  a  lively  interest  in  this  matter,  and  I 
am  pleased  to  inform  you,  that  the  Board  of  Trade  have  had  the 
subject  under  consideration,  and  have  appointed  a  Committee  of 
Twenty,  composed  of  one  gentleman  from  each  Ward,  who 
have  kindly  agreed  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Health,  be- 
lieving, that  to  prevent  our  city  from  being  visited  by  that 
dreadful  scourge,  (Yellow  Fever)  this  year,  it  is  only  necessary 
to  put  it  in  proper  condition.     There  are  many  localities  in  the 
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lower  portions  of  the  city,  and  about  the  water's  edge,  that 
need  special  attention.  The  Docks  and  Ship  Yards  require 
cleansing.  It  has  been  suggested  to  me,  that  the  Ship  Yards, 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  should  be  graded  and  paved,  and 
I  approve  the  idea ;  it  would  prevent  the  accumulation  of  de- 
composing vegetable  matter,  and  thereby  materially  lessen  the 
probability  of  malignant  diseases. 

In  view  of  a  possibility  of  our  having  Yellow  Fever,  or  any 
■other  epidemic  amongst  us  next  summer,  and  as  it  is  the  im- 
pression of  some,  that  it  is  travelling  Northward,  and  that  we 
shall  be  visited  by  it  during  the  coming  season,  it  becomes  us, 
to  prepare  with  energy  to  meet  it.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  ample  appropriations  be  made  to  the  Health  depart- 
ment, to  enable  them  to  meet  any  contingency  without  delay  or 
•embarrassment. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  respectfully  bring  to  your  notice 
the  condition  of  Jones'  Falls.  It  has  been,  and  still  is,  very 
filthy.  A  remedy  for  this  evil  is  absolutely  necessary,  and 
should  be  speedily  provided.  To  my  mind,  the  best  and  most 
effectual  one  would  be,  to  grade  and  pave  the  bed  of  said  stream, 
wall  up  substantially  the  sides  thereof,  and,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, straighten  the  course  of  it.  I  Avould  suggest  the  following 
as  a  plan,  viz : — build  a  strong  wall  across  the  Falls,  say  at 
Hawk  Street,  the  surface  of  which  should  be  above  high  tide — 
then  from  that  point  up  the  stream,  fill  up  to  a  proper  grade, 
and  pave  the  bed  with  a  substantial  pavement,  with  the  centre 
hollowed  like  an  inverted  arch  ;  thus  the  filth  would  be  carried 
off  easily,  and  the  entire  course  of  the  stream  within  the  city, 
would  be  kept  clean.  That  portion  below  the  wall  might  be 
dug  to  a  sufficient  depth  by  our  mud  machines,  to  enable  us  to 
use  it  as  a  dock.     I  submit  this  for  your  consideration. 

The  Port  Warden's  Report  will  present  to  you  the  condition 
of  the  department  under  his  supervision.  It  is  not  probably  as 
full  or  complete  as  it  would  have  been,  had  not  a  very  unplea- 
sant affair  occurred  with  him.  In.1  consequence  of  a  report 
made  to  your  Honorable  Body,  by  the  ^Committee  on  Harbor, 
showing  him'to  be  a  defaulter  to  a  considerable  amount,  I  found 
myself  under  the  necessity  of  suspending  him  from  office,  and 
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he  was  not  on  duty  for  nearly  two  months.  I  however  requested 
the  Committee  to  appoint  two  competent  clerks,  to  make  a  tho- 
rough investigation  of  the  matter,  which  they  did,  and  the  report 
of  those  gentlemen,  which  I  herewith  lay  before  you,  proves  that 
the  Committee  were  in  error.  I  therefore  conceived  it  to  he  but 
justice  to  an  innocent  man,  to  reinstate  him.  I  do  not  pretend 
to  attach  censure  to  the  Committee.  Examinations  of  this  char- 
acter require  much  more  time  than  gentlemen  who  have  business 
of  their  own  to  look  after,  are  able  to  bestow  upon  them;  but  it 
is  all  important,  that  investigations  of  accounts,  particularly 
where  the  character  of  a  man  is  concerned,  should  be  carefully 
made,  and  duly  considered,  before  a  public  report  is  made. 
His  report,  however,  will  show  you  what  has  been  done  during 
the  past,  and  what,  in  his  judgment,  requires  to  be  done  in  the 
coming  year  ;  and  you  will  take  such  action  upon  the  various 
interests  as  they  seem  to  demand.  I  would  recommend  the  re- 
moval of  the  City  Yard  to  the  south  side  of  the  Basin,  and  the 
sale  of  the  ground  it  at  present  occupies. 

The  cleansing  of  our  harbor  is  a  subject  which  has  caused  me 
much  solicitude,  and  I  have  sought  information  concerning  it 
from  every  available  source.  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion, 
that  the  system  now  in  use  by  us  is  entirely  too  expensive.  Our 
horse  power  machines  do  not  answer  the  present  emergencies. 
It  is  costing  the  city  at  this  time,  from  35  to  50  cents  per  square 
yard,  for  the  work  done  in  our  harbor,  whilst  it  is  costing  the 
Commissioners  for  deepening  the  channel  of  Patajosco  Kiver,  for 
similar  work,  but  about  15  cents  per  yard.  Why  this  differ- 
ence ?  It  can  only  be  explained  by  the  fact,  that  they  are  using 
the  modern  machinery,  whilst  we  adhere  to  the  old — they  em- 
ploy steam  dredges,  and  we  horse  power  machines — they  exca- 
vate a  yard  to  the  minute,  whilst  we  remove  a  yard  in  three  to 
five  minutes.  One  of  their  machines  requires  no  more  men 
than  one  of  ours,  and  the  expense  attending  it  is  no  greater. 
These  are  indisputable  facts,  and  should  have  a  careful  consid- 
eration. I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  purchase  forth- 
with of  a  steam  dredging  machine,  similar  to  those  now  em- 
ployed by  the  commissioners  aforesaid.  The  cost  would  be 
about  ten  thousand  dollars,  (§10,000.)    I  am   convinced  that 
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more  than  that  amount  would  he  saved  to  the  city  in  one  year, 
independent  of  the  vast  saving  of  time  in  executing  the  work. 
With  one  good,  substantial  and  powerful  steam  dredge,  I  be- 
lieve we  would  be  able  to  ensure  in  our  entire  harbor,  at  all 
times,  a  sufficient  depth  of  water  to  accommodate  vessels  of  ev- 
ery class. 

The  commerce  of  our  city  should  claim  your  special  attention, 
and  no  expense  should  be  spared  to  protect  and  accommodate 
our  shipping  interests. 

The  recepts  from  the  harbor,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you,  are 
slowly  but  steadily  increasing.  Our  Harbor  Masters  experi- 
ence some  difficulty  in  collecting  the  revenue,  but  not  more  than 
might  reasonably  be  expected  under  existing  circumstances. 
They  feel  the  want  of  power.  In  many  cases,  the  laws  and  or- 
dinances are  defective,  not  being  specific,  they  are  subject  to 
evasion.  These  defects  should  be  remedied,  and  I  refer  you  to 
to  the  reports  of  those  gentlemen  for  the  information  you  may 
desire. 

The  report  of  the  Water  Commissioners  will  be  read  with  in- 
terest ;  the  business  of  that  department  is  extending,  and  will 
continue  to  increase  as  new  pipes  are  laid.  I  invite  your  special 
consideration  to  the  recommendations  and  suggestions  of  the 
Board.  An  important  fact  connected  with  this  branch  of  city 
service,  which  I  desire  to  bring  to  your  notice,  is  that  a  large 
number  of  our  citizens  are  using  the  hydrant  water  without  pay- 
ing the  legal  rent,  thereby  curtailing  our  revenue  from  this 
source,  and  lessening  the  supply  to  those  who  pay  for  it ;  the 
law  is  probably  sufficient  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  but  when 
parties  agree  to  violate  it,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to  prevent 
them.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  best  and  most  effectual  re- 
medy for  this  evil,  would  be  to  pass  an  ordinance  requiring  all 
houses,  within  the  water  belt,  to  pay  a  specific  rent  for  the  use 
of,  or  protection  from,  or  by  the  water,  whether  they  have  it  on 
'their  premises  or  not.  They  are  protected  by  the  plugs  in  case 
of  fire,  and  for  this  protection  alone  they  should  pay.  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  this  arrangement  would  materially  aug- 
ment the  revenue  of  the  department,  whilst  it  would  reduce  the 
expense  to  consumers  ;  this,  I  feel  assured,  would  meet  the  views 
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of  all.  Let,  for  instance,  the  charge  be  but  ($5)  five  dollars  per 
house,  per  annum,  for  a  single  hydrant ;  this,  if  the  water  belt 
includes  but  18,000  houses,  would  produce  $90,000,  (whereas 
the  entire  revenue  is  now  but  about  §82,500,)  and  this,  apart 
from  baths,  water  closets,  &c,  which  should,  of  course,  be  char- 
ged extra,  and  would  increase  the  revenue  to  about  $116,000. 

We  should  also,  by  this  plan,  be  carrying  out,  in  good  faith. 
the  views  of  the  citizens  when  they  voted  for  a  further  supply  of 
water,  and  realizing  their  expectations  of  having  it  at  reduced 
cost.  These  were  the  inducements  to  purchase  the  Baltimore 
Water  Company's  rights,  &c,  &c.  It  would  place  the  water 
within  the  reach  of  all,  because  of  the  reduced  price,  and  we 
should  be  receiving  from  every  house  on  the  line  of  the  pipes, 
whether  it  was  used  on  the  premises  or  not — the  protection 
afforded  each  by  the  presence  of  the  water  in  the  event  of  fire, 
is  surely  worth  five  dollars  per  year,  even  if  they  decline  using 
it  for  ordinary  purposes. 

It  may  probably  be  expected  that  I  will  say  something  on  the 
subject  of  a  further  supply  of  water  for  our  city,  but  I  can  only 
refer  you  to  the  views  I  have  hitherto  expressed. 

That  we  have  a  sufficiency  for  our  present  and  future  wants, 
(for  many  years  at  least,)  in  Jones'  Falls,  the  source  whence 
our  city  now  draws  h^r  supply,  has  been  so  clearly  demonstra- 
ted, that  further  argument  on  my  part  would  seem  futile. 

We  do  need,  however,  some  improvement  in  our  arrange- 
ments, in  order  that  the  higher  portions  of  the  city  may  be  sup- 
plied. The  eastern  section  of  the  city,  is  now  receiving  its  en- 
tire supply  from  Mount  Royal  Reservoir  by  natural  flow,  and 
that  reservoir  being  situated  so  low,  (only  67  feet  above  tide,) 
a  large  portion  of  it  is  without  water,  not  because  of  an  insuffi- 
cient quantity,  but  wholely  because  the  reservoir  is  too  low  to 
allow  the  water  to  flow  freely  over  the  high  points,  over  which 
the  main  pipe  is  laid.  On  examining  the  chart  of  that  portion 
of  the  city  east  of  the  Falls,  I  find  the  greater  part  not  much, 
if  any,  over  64  feet  above  tide — there  are  a  few  higher  points. 
the  highest  of  which  is  176  feet  above  tide,  and  from  that  down 
to  108  feet  above  tide.  I  here  insert  a  table  of  the  high  points, 
many  of  which  will  be  cut  down  materially  when  the  streets  are 
opened  :  — 
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Highest  point,  intersection  of  Harford  Avenue

The  rest  of  that  portion  of  our  city  is  below  108  feet,  and  very 
little  of  it  above  64  feet  above  tide  ;  so  that  to  effectually  sup- 
ply all  of  that  portion  of  the  city,  it  is  only  necessary  to  provide 
a  reservoir  a  few  feet  higher  than  Mount  Royal,  which  can  be 
done  without  difficulty  at  Stony  Run,  or  on  our  own  ground  in 
the  vicinity  of  Rock  Mill  or  Mount  Royal  Mill.  A  reservoir  can 
be  formed  at  Stony  Run,  150  feet  above  tide,  and  on  our  own 
ground,  at  the  same  height  or  higher,  or  on  Mankin's  Hill, 
which  is  220  feet  above  tide. 

The  western  section  of  the  city  is  situated  very  similarly,  but 
naturally  much  higher,  yet  surrounded  by  the  same  circum- 
stances. It  is  now  supplied  by  the  Chase  reservoirs,  which  are 
135  feet  above  tide,  and  it  is  very  well  known  that  the  greater 
part  of  the  city,  west  of  the  Falls,  is  fully  supplied.  Having 
:also  examined  to  ascertain  the  higher  points  there,  I  give  a 
•table  of  them : — The  highest  point  within  the  city  limits,  is

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And  the  greater  portions  of  the  high  land  in  the  northwest  sec- 
tion of  the  city,  is  less  than  160  feet  above  tide. 

This  portion  of  the  city,  like  the  eastern,  of  which  I  have 
spoken,  is  lacking  a  supply,  and  for  precisely  the  same  reasons. 
To  obviate  this  difficulty,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  a  reser- 
voir of  large  capacity  on  an  elevated  position,  say  on  Kogers' 
Hill,  which  is  285  feet  above  tide.  This  basin  could  be  supplied 
by  pumps  at  Kock  Mill,  or  at  White  Hall,  or  Woodbury — Kock 
Mill  is  84  feet,  White  Hall  137,  and  Woodbury  157  feet  above 
tide  ;  but  on  our  property,  we  could  put  a  basin  of  ten  acres  or 
more,  200  feet  above  tide,  which  could  be  supplied  from  Rock 
Mill  or  Mount  Royal  Mill  by  pumps. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  necessity  for  an  additional  reservoir 
or  two,  for  the  better  supply  of  the  city,  and  it  only  remains  to 
settle  their  locations.  If  we  should  connect  Chase  reservoir  with 
the  main  and  distributing  pipes  of  the  eastern  section  of  the  city, 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  giving  it  an  adequate  supply — 
then  one  additional  to  supply  the  higher  portions  of  the  western 
section,  would  only  be  necessary.  But  as  the  Chase  reservoirs 
are  in  rather  a  precarious  condition,  and  the  grounds  they  oc- 
cupy very  valuable,  I  would  recommend  that  two  new  ones  be 
built,  of  large  capacity,  and  on  sufficiently  elevated  positions 
to  guarantee  a  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  city.  This  could  be 
done  without  subjecting  our  citizens  to  additional  tax.  The  pro- 
perty vacated,  viz.  Chase  reservoir  property,  the  pump  house 
property,  and  other  property  acquired  by  the  city  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Baltimore  Water  Company's  rights,  &c,  would 
sell  for  more  than  sufficient  to  make  our  improvements  ;  and, 
besides  this,  the  improvements  now  proposed,  might  be  so  con- 
structed as  to  be  used  at  some  future  day,  when  it  would  be 
found  necessary  to  look  to  another  source  for  a  further  supply. 

I  will  advance  a  single  argument  to  show  that  the  position  I 
assumed  a  year  ago  is  correct,  and  that  Jones'  Falls  will  afford 
an  ample  supply  for  at  least  twenty  years,  and  probably  fifty 
years  to  come.  By  actual  measurement,  it  has  been  shown  that 
at  present,  we  are  consuming  but  about  3,000,000  of  gallons  of 
water  per  day.  It  is  ascertained,  from  reliable  sources,  that  at 
least  one-half  of  our  citizens  are  using  the  hydrant  water,  and  are 
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fully  supplied  ;  therefore,  if  this  be  true,  (and  I  challenge  refuta- 
tion,) then  to  supply  the  whole  city  with  pure  and  wholesome  wa- 
ter, we  need  provide  but  from  six  to  seven  millions  of  gallons  per 
day  of  twenty-four  hours.  We  have  certainly  eighteen  to  twenty 
millions  of  gallons  in  that  stream;  a  sufficiency  to  supply  three 
times  the  number  of  inhabitants  Ave  have  at  this  time.  Where 
then  is  the  necessity  of  looking  further  ?  Who  will  say  when 
:the  number  of  our  citizens  will  be  trebled,  whether  in  twenty, 
thirty  or  fifty  years  ?  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  the  young- 
est male  child  of  the  present  day,  would  be  an  old  man,  before 
the  city  of  Baltimore  will  number  600,000  souls,  hence  the  utter 
folly  of  incurring  noiv,  for  our  posterity,  such  a  debt  as  recent 
:pr ejects  would  entail. 

The  reports  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Jail,  and  Trustees  of  the 
lAlms  house,  are  interesting  documents,  showing  the  detailed 
.operations,  and  present  condition  of  those  institutions.     During 
4he  year,  they  have  had  a  full  complement  of  inmates,  but  un- 
ider  the  judicious  management  of  the  gentlemen  having  charge 
-of  them,  they  have  kept  the  expenses  within  the  appropria- 
tions made  for  their  maintenance.     Both  of  these  institutions 
are   in   a  very  dilapidated  condition.      The  almshouse  is  ex- 
ceedingly uncomfortable  and  inconvenient.     There  should  be  a 
work-house  attached  to  this  establishment,  that  the  many  able 
bodied  paupers,  who  seek  refuge  there,  might  be  compelled  to 
3arn  their  livelihood  ;  this  would  involve  the  necessity  of  a  se- 
cure  enclosure.     At   present,    if  set  to   work,  they   steal  the 
materials,  and  even  the  implements  of  labor,  and  escape  to  the 
city  to  barter  them  for  rum,  tobacco,  &c.     These  things  should 
ibe  prevented,  and  I  respectfully  commend  the  subject  to  your 
consideration. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  County  be  invited  to  make  a 
[division  of  the  property  at  once,  and  that  our  portion  be  sold, 
land  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  erection  of  a  new  and  more  suit- 
able building  for  an  almshouse,  in  some  other  location.  But, 
:;br  myself,  after  mature  reflection,  I  really  doubt  the  propriety 
)f  such  an  establishment.  I  am  disposed  to  believe,  that  if  we 
:iad  no  such  institution,  we  should  not  feel  the  necessity  for  one. 
&  apprehend  that  almshouses,  as  conducted  at  the  present  day, 
ire  only  schools  of  crime  on  a  magnificent  scale. 
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The  condition  of  the  Jail  is  such  as  to  render  imperatively 
necessary,  some  repairs  and  alterations  immediately.  Indeed, 
I  would  recommend  that  a  new  Jail  he  at  once  "built  on  the 
grounds  now  within  the  Avails  surrounding  this  establishment. 
The  matter  was  before  the  last  Council,  hut  no  action  was  taken 
in  consequence  of  a  disagreement  in  committee,  as  to  the  loca- 
tion. I  at  that  time,  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  to  whom 
the  subject  was  referred,  advocated  the  present  s*ite  as  the  most 
eligible,  and  I  remain  of  the  same  opinion.  The  committee 
unanimously  adopted  a  plan  ;  a  majority  of  them  recommended 
the  present  location,  and  I  now  would  suggest  that  their  report 
as  presented  to  the  last  Council,  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  ac- 
tion at  this  time. 

The  Agents  of  the  McDonogh  Estate  have  forwarded  to  me 
their  report,  with  other  document.  I  have  the  honor  of  laying 
them  before  you. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools,  I  also 
herewith  submit  to  you.  This  report  is  elaborate,  and  contains 
much  useful  statistical  information.  Our  Public  Schools  I  com- 
mend with  all  my  heart  to  your  fostering  care,  and  trust  that 
liberal  appropriations  will  be  made  to  render  them  eminently 
efficient.  The  School  houses  need  various  important  improve- 
ments. They  should  be  put  into  the  best  possible  condition, 
and  furnished  with  the  most  select,  and  approved  appliances 
for  imparting  to  our  youth  a  thorough  education.  The  teach- 
ers, male  and  female,  should  pass  a  rigid  examination,  and  not 
one  be  chosen  who  is  not  unquestionably  qualified,  both  intel- 
lectually and  morally.  The  remuneration  should  be  such  as  to 
secure  genuine  talent,  real  qualifications,  and  the  highest 
moral  excellence  : — no  others  should  be  entrusted  with  the  po- 
sition occupied  by  a  teacher  of  the  young,  to  my  mind,  amongst 
the  most  exalted  and  responsible  in  the  land. 

Education,  firmly  and  broadly  based  upon  the  sacred  Word 
of  God,  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  is  acknow- 
ledged by  all  enlightened  men,  to  be  the  surest  guarantee  and 
safeguard  of  our  great  Republic.  Illumine  the  minds  of  our 
youth — dispel  the  darkness  of  ignorance,  by  admitting  the  light 
of  knowledge — sweep  away  the  mists  of  error,  by  the  pure  sun- 
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shine  of  the  word  of  Truth — instruct  them  fully  as  to  their  rela- 
tions and  obligations  to  their  Maker  and  each  other — imbue  them 
with  the  precepts  and  spirit  of  Christianity,  as  it  flows  in  transpa- 
rent clearness  from  the  Fountain  of  Life — and  then  you  may  rest 
certain  of  the  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions.  For  under- 
standing, as  they  cannot  fail  to  do,  the  rights  and  responsibili- 
ties of  freemen,  they  will  never  gain  their  own  consent  to  wear 
the  fetters  of  servility,  or  to  make  any  attempt  to  impose  them 
upon  others,  nor  will  they  stoop  to  become  the  slaves  of  vice — 
their  necks  will  never  bend  beneath  the  yoke  of  national  im- 
morality. 

Education — not  merely  intellectual,  but  elevated  and  digni- 
fied, by  a  pure  Bible  morality,  is  the  great  conservative  ele- 
ment upon  which  our  country,  in  the  many  shocks  and  trials 
which  the  future  may  develope,  must  rely  for  support  and  pres- 
ervation. This  alone  can  steer  her  safely  in  storm  and  tem- 
pest, and  prevent  shipwreck  in  the  end. 

The  Central  Male  High  School  is  not  eligibly  situated,  nor 
are  its  interior  arrangements  convenient  or  suitable.     Would  it 

J  not  be  well  to  dispose  of  this  property,  and  apply  the  proceeds, 
which  will  prove  amply  sufficient  to  the  erection  of  a  new 
house,  with  every  necessary  accommodation,  in  a  well  selected 
locality  ? 

The  House  of  Kefuge — so  long  a  desideratum — has,  I  am 
pleased  to  say,  been  completed,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  prove  a 
public  benefit.  This  enterprise  was,  as  you  are  aware,  project- 
ed, and  has  been  put  in  successful  operation,  by  the  praisewor- 

j  thy  benevolence  of  noble  minded  men  of  our  own  community, 
aided  by  a  donation  from  the  Corporation.  It  is  emphatically 
a  Baltimore  work,  and  constitutes  another  monument  of  the 
generous  spirit  of  our  citizens.  It  was  expected  that  the  State 
would  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  undertaking,  but  this  expec- 
tation has  not  been  realized. 

This  Institution  will  of  course  require  some  provision,  that  it' 
may  [answer  effectually  the  purposes  designed,  and  its  claims 
will  no  doubt  receive  your  consideration. 

The  High  Constable's  Keport  will  prove  the  efficiency  of  his 
department,  and  no  doubt  receive  that  consideration  which  it 
justly  merits. 
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The  Police  of  our  Corporation  lias  occupied  much  of  my 
thought,  and  led  me  to  investigate  the  systems  of  several  of 
our  principal  cities,  and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  our 
plan  works  as  well  as  that  of  any  other  city.  We  can  make 
great  improvements  in  our  arrangements,  and  should  make 
them  as  early  as  practicable.  It  can  be  done  without  interfe- 
rence with  our  general  plan.  We  need  more  men  for  the  day 
service,  and  I  would  suggest  that  provision  he  made,  whereby 
the  force  could  be  increased  to  one  hundred.  I  would  also  sug- 
gest that  the  whole  department  be  placed  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  Chief  of  Police — the  night  watch  to  be  designated 
night  Police,  and  the  Police  officers  clay  Police.  This  change 
will  not  at  all  conflict  with  the  existing  laws  and  ordinances. 
The  Captains  and  Lieutenants  of  the  Watch,  will  be  Captains 
and  Lieutenants  of  night  Police,  but  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  Chief  of  Police.  To  mature  the  plan  thoroughly,  I 
would  recommend  that  the  city  be  divided  into  five  stations  or 
districts,  four  wards  to  comprise  a  district.  This  could  be  con- 
veniently done,  involving  but  a  trifling  expense.  The  districts 
at  present  are  entirely  too  large — the  Lieutenants  cannot  pro- 
perly attend  to  their  duties.  They  are  required  to  hurry  too 
much,  to  make  the  round  of  the  district  in  half  the  night — 
they  have  no  time  for  inquiries,  or  to  look  after  the  safety  of  the 
citizens.  This  difficulty  can  only  be  obviated  by  circumscri- 
bing the  districts,  and  increasing  their  number.  Our  city  is 
increasing  in  area  so  rapidly,  that  it  has  become  necessary  to 
increase  both  the  day  and  night  Police  force.  To  do  this,  will  of 
course,  increase  expenses  somewhat,  but  I  believe  our  citizens 
are  willing  to  bear  an  extra  tax,  to  secure  protection  both  of 
life  and  property.  Our  tax-payers  will  never  complain  of  rea- 
sonable expenditures,  for  reasonable  purposes. 

I  have  during  the  past  year,  had  many  bills  presented  to 
me,  for  hauling  paupers  and  others  to  and  from  the  differ- 
ent station  houses,  and  also  for  medical  attendance  at  said 
houses.  These  appear  to  be  necessary  expenses,  but  are  not  esti- 
mated in  the  appropriation  bills,  and  consequently  have  to  be 
charged  to  watching  and  lighting,  or  Police  appropriations. 
There  should  be  some  arrangement  made  for  the  payment  of 
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such  bills,  and  I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  these 
purposes.  It  is  frequently  necessary  to  send  for  a  physician, 
to  attend  persons  brought  in  by  the  officers.  The  parties  in- 
jured cannot  pay.  and  as  the  officer  employs,  the  city  is  held 
accountable  for  the  charge,  and  this  is  the  case  in  regard  to  the 
conveyance  of  individuals.  You  will  no  doubt  see  the  proprie- 
ty of  appropriating  a  sum  applicable  to  the  above  named  pur- 
poses. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  a  fund  should  be  set  apart  every  year 
to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor.  There  are  many 
little,  and  some  material  disasters,  occurring  during  the  year, 
which  in  making  up  the  annual  estimates  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments cannot  consider.  Such  as  the  accidental  destruction  of 
a  Bridge,  a  Sewer,  a  Street.  The  Public  Property,  such  as 
Public  Squares,  Watch  Houses,  Police  Station  Houses,  Sec.  &c, 
need  repairs.  There  is  no  appropriation  made  for  work  of  this 
kind,  and  yet  it  is  often  absolutely  necessary  that  it  should  be 
done  without  delay,  procrastination  but  increases  the  cost.  It 
is  probable  that  members  of  your  honorable  body  know  of  in- 
stances of  this  kind  which  have  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
and  will  readily  coincide  with  me  as  to  the  expediency  of  appro- 
priating a  contingent  fund. 

I  herewith  lay  before  your  honorable  body  the  reports  of  the 
Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  Long  and  Dry  Mea- 
sures: which  will  show  you  what  has  been  done  during  the  year 
by  those  officers.  They  have  labored  under  some  difficulty  from 
a  defect  in  the  law  regulating  their  duties.  It  makes  it  obliga- 
tory upon  them  to  condemn  all  weights  and  measures  they  find, 
incorrect,  and  mark  them  as  condemned  with  a  letter  C,  and  to 
fine  those  who  use  the  unlawful  measures  or  weights  ;  but  this 
does  not  remedy  the  evil  as  they  are  not  allowed  to  confiscate 
them.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  a  supplementary  ordi- 
nance be  passed  at  once,  authorising  the  additional  penalty,  of 
confiscation  and  destruction  of  all  weights  and  measures  that 
are  found  contrary  to  the  law  designating  the  standard  thereof. 
Another  cause  of  complaint  is  the  mode  of  measuring  potatoes, 
&c,  at 'our  wharves  ;  it  has  been  the  custom  to  use  a  flour  barrel 
for  this  purpose,  but  great  fraud  is  practiced  by  this  mode  ;  and 
2  B 
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as  the  law  does  not  recognized  any  measure  of  larger  capacity 
than  a  bushel,  I  would  suggest  that  a  measure  of  two  and  a  half 
bushels  dry  measure  be  legalised.  This  would  prevent  imposi- 
tion and  confusion.  Or  make  it  obligatory  that  apples,  potatoes, 
grain,  &c,  should  be  sold  by  weight. 

The  reports  of  the  companies  conrposing  the  Fire  Department 
will  no  doubt  be  read  with  much  concern.  During  the  past 
year  our  city  has  been  to  a  remarkable  degree  exempt  from  con- 
flagration. The  companies  are,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  at 
peace  with  each  other.  Some  months  ago  several  of  them  mani- 
fested an  exceedingly  riotous  disposition,  and  I  was  compelled  to 
adopt  the  most  stringent  measures  to  prevent  the  scenes  of  dis- 
order which  so  frequently  disgraced  our  city.  I  districted  those 
engaged,  to  the  smallest  bounds  allowed  by  law,  since  which 
time  quiet  has  prevailed. 

Much  has  been  said  in  regard  to  our  Fire  Department,  and 
the  necessity,  for  various  reasons,  of  some  change  in  it.  Refer- 
ence has  been  made  to  the  plans  adopted  by  different  cities  of 
the  Union.  There  are  those  who  advocate  the  paid  system, 
which  is,  as  I  understand  it,  simply  this,  viz  :  Each  Company 
is  supplied  with  a  certain  number  of  men  to  work  the  machines, 
who  are  paid,  a  rate,  per  hour,  day,  month  or  year,  or  so 
much  for  each  fire  they  attend.  Others  favor  the  introduction 
of  Steam  Fire  Engines,  with  horses  to  draw  them  to  and  from 
a  fire.  Others  again,  adhere  to  our  volunteer  system,  which, 
perhaps,  with  some  alteration  and  improvement,  is  at  last  the 
best  and  most  efficient.  Is  it  not  probable  that  we  have  too  ma- 
ny companies  for  our  necessities  ?  With  a  less  number  it  is 
likely  that  more  execution  would  be  done  with  much  less  water. 
We  find  at  a  large  fire,  all,  or  nearly  all  of  the  companies  are  pre- 
sent, whilst  but  few  pieces  of  apparatus  can  do  much  execution. 
Ggenerally  those  which  have  favorable  positions  near  the  fire 
have  least  water,  whilst  those  more  remote  have  a  full  supply, 
but  are  unable  to  apply  it  effectually  to  the  flames.  This  is  a 
serious  evil  of  our  present  volunter  organization  ;  but  it  can  be 
remedied — First,  by  limiting  the  number  of  companies  ;  Second, 
by  requiring  each  company  to  have  a  sufficient  length  of  good 
hose,  a  Suction  and  an  Engine,  or  two  Suctions  ;  then  let  those 
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arriving  first  at  the  fire,  take  (as  would  be  fair  and  right)  the 
most  favorable  positions,  secure  for  themselves  as  much  water 
as  possible.  Those  arriving  later,  should  no  be  allowed  to 
crowd  in  to  the  annoyance  of  those  already  stationed,  but  re- 
quired to  occupy  a  rear  position,  and  supply  with  water  those 
who  are  near, — by  this  means  the  whole  force  could  be  kept  at 
work,  steady  streamy  applied  constantly  and  effectually  to  the 
fire,  and  a  vast  amount  of  water  saved. 

It  is  true,  there  would  be  necessity,  under  this  arrangement, 
for  a  Chief  Engineer  to  direct  and  manage  the  apparatus,  and 
the  Fire  Department  could  and  would  appoint  or  elect  the  prop- 
'  er  man  for  that  position. 

There  is  no  man  in  whose  opinion  the  Firemen  of  Baltimore 
have  a  higher  place.  Their  self-sacrificing,  heroic  devotion — 
their  indefatigable,  presevering,  unflinching  spirit — their  all- 
conquering  exertions  against  their  natural  enemy — their  tri- 
i  umph  in  many  a  hard  fought  field,  have  been  oft  times  witness- 
ed by  us  all,  and  demanded  our"  most  enthusiastic  commenda- 
tions ;  but  if  there  is  a  fault  in  their  system  or  organization,  it 
would  be  well  to  eradicate  it,  with  a  view  solely  to  its  perfec- 
tion. Once  perfected,  the  volunteer  system  would  doubtless 
prove  the  most  efficient  in  the  United  States,  or  the  World. — 
Both  the  paid  and  steam  plans  are  liable  to  serious  objections, 
and  particularly  because  of  the  expense,  and  I  would  consider 
the  adoption  of  either  inexpedient. 

The   Superintendents  of  Chimney   Sweeps,   have  presented 
their  reports,  which  I  herewith  lay  before  you.     They  exhibit 
|  the  number  of  houses  in  each  district,  and  their  classification. 
It  is  a  pleasing  fact,  that  the  number  is   steadily  increasing  ; 
some  of  the  districts  have,  during  the  last  few  years,  become  so 
greatly  extended,  that  householders  are  subjected  to  inconveni- 
ence, because  their  chimneys   are  not  regularly  swept.     I  am 
1  convinced  that  to  revise  and  remodel  such,   would  result  satis- 
factorily, and  would  commend  this  subject  to  your  early  atten- 
tion. 

Permit  me  to  suggest  that  application  be  made  to  our  State 
Legislature,  at  its  present  session,  for  the  privilege  of  extend- 
ing the  improvement  in  Long  Dock  to  the  end  thereof  on  the 
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east  side.  When  that  work  was  in  progress  the  State  authori- 
ties interposed,  and  would  not  permit  us  to  go  further  South 
than  the  State's  property.  Therefore  to  make  the  work  com- 
plete, it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  formal  consent  from  the 
State  Government.  You  will  take  such  measures  as  will  most 
speedily  accomplish  the  desired  object. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  work 
recently  done  in  that  Dock.  A  short  time  since  I  directed  the 
Port  Warden  to  dig  out  the  Dock  to  a  sufficient  depth  to  admit 
merchant  vessels  into  it ;  he  commenced  the  work,  but  had  not 
progressed  far  when  he  discovered  that  the  sheet  piling  were  so 
short,  that  the  wharf  gave  way,  and  he  was  compelled  to  desist. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  give  early  consideration  to  the  matter. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  that  some  legislation  be  had  relative 
to  the  landing  of  wood  on  those  wharves,  if  it  is  desirable  that 
this  dock  be  for  merchandise  exclusively. 

The  Powder  House  is  represented  to  be  in  a  dilapidated  condi- 
tion, so  insecure,  and  unsafe  from  damage  by  water,  that  par- 
ties complain.  It  will  be  necesary  to  provide  for  a  thorough 
repair  of  that  building,  or  the  erection  of  a  new  one.  I  com- 
mend this  matter  to  your  attention. 

The  Draw  Bridge  on  Block  street  I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  is 
also  in  an  unsafe  condition-#-a  general  overhauling  or  re-building 
will  be  required  to  make  it  durable.  An  investigation  of  this 
subject  is  peremptorily  demanded. 

In  accordance  with  the  7th  Section  of  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  passed  1796,  Chapter  68,  entitled,  "An 
Act  to  erect  Baltimore  Town,  in  Baltimore  County,  into  a  city, 
and  incorporate  the  inhabitants  thereof,"  it  will  devolve  upon 
your  Honorable  Body  to  fix  or  "settle  the  salary  of  the  May- 
or/' for  the  two  years  succeeding  the  term  now  elapsing  ;  and 
as  I  have  had  some  experience  in  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Magis- 
tracy, it  may  not  be  amiss  that  I  should  say  something  in  ref- 
erence to  this  matter. 

Baltimore  is  no  longer  a  place  of  small  importance,  either  as 
regards  extent  of  area,  wealth  or  population.  She  ranks  third 
amongst  the  cities  of  the  Union .  The  duties  of  the  Mayoralty  are 
extremely  onerous,  and  the  compensation  attached  to  the  office 
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should  be  commensurate  with,  the  dignity  of  the  Corporation, 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  responsibilities  and  labors  of  the  May- 
or, on  the  other.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  he  should  be  en- 
riched in  the  public  service,  but  he  should  be  rendered,  whilst 
thus  employed,  independent  of  the  necessity  of  other  engage- 
ments, free  to  yield  every  energy,  and  his  whole  time,  to  the 
promotion  of  the  interests  of  the  city  and  her  citizens.  The 
salary  should  be  such  as  to  secure  for  the  position,  one  tho- 
roughly qualified,  and  to  fully  compensate  him,  so  far  as  pecu- 
niary emoluments  may,  for  the  sacrifice  he  must  necessarily 
make,  of  private  interests  and  affairs.  The  Mayor  should  be 
relieved  too  of  many  of  the  details  of  office  business,  which  are 
now  laid  upon  him.  Why,  for  instance,  should  he  be  required 
to  countersign  orders,  drawn  by  the  various  departments,  on 
the  Treasury,  or  checks,  drawn  by  the  Treasurer  or  Kegister, 
on  the  Bank  ?  The  heads  of  departments  alone  should  be  re- 
sponsible. The  chief  executive  officer  should  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  finances  of  the  Government,  further  than  a  superviso- 
ry control.  It  is  only  consuming  time,  which  might  be  far  more 
profitably  employed,  in  looking  after  works  in  progress — in  the 
streets,  harbor,  or  elsewhere,  or  in  visiting  police  stations,  and 
the  officers  of  the  different  departments — in  short,  in  a  general 
superintendance  and  supervision  of  the  vast  interests  of  a  large 
city,  such  as  ours  has  grown  to  be.  Office  business  consisting  of 
the  merest  details,  occupies  so  great  a  proportion  of  the  day,  that 
all  other,  no  matter  how  important,  is  of  necessity  confided  to 
others,  and  he  is  precluded  from  opportunity  either  to  consult 
with  them,  or  supervise  their  operations.  This  should  not  be, 
and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  subject,  and  devise  such  alterations  as 
may  prove  beneficial. 

Indeed,  in  view  of  the  enhanced  value  of  all  the  necessaries 
of  life,  I  would  respectfully  ask,  whether  it  would  not  be,  both 
just  and  expedient,  to  increase  the  pay  of  most  if  not  all  the  of- 
ficers in  the  Corporation  service. 

It  will  devolve  upon  your  honorable  body,  at  this  session  to 
elect  eight  Directors  to  represent  and  promote  the  city's  inter- 
ests in  the   "  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company."     This 
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great  work  lias,  during  the  past  year,  prospered  beyond  prece- 
dent, and  our  merchants  have  realized  the  benefit  of  direct  com- 
munication with  the  productive  country  west  of  the  Ohio  river, 
to  a  degree,  I  might  almost  say,  exceeding  expectation. 

The  interest  of  Baltimore,  as  a  corporation,  in  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad,  whilst  in  a  measure  identical  with  that  of 
the  stockholders,  is  still  somewhat  different  and  more  important. 
It  can  never  be  supposed  that  she  looked  to  a  dividend  of  six 
per  centum  as  a  remuneration  for  her  investment ;  more  especi- 
cially  as  she  was  compelled  to  become  a  borrower  at  the  same 
rate.  She  had  higher  aims,  and  promised  herself  a  more  sub- 
stantial benefit  in  the  trade  which  was  to  flow  in  from  the  com- 
pletion of  this  avenue  and  highway,  between  the  energy  and 
products  of  the  West,  and  our  own  market  and  merchants. 

Baltimore  has  an  interest  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road in  value,  compared  with  which  a  dividend  of  six  per  cent, 
dwindles  into  the  merest  insignificance.  It  is  to  her  a  main 
artery  of  commercial  vitality,  and  she  has  contributed  to  build 
it,  in  consideration  of  the  augmentation  to  her  commerce,  trade 
and  general  prosperity,  which  it  promised  to  ensure. 

When  Baltimore  was  induced  to  embark  in  this  enterprise, 
what  were  her  views  ?  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  (Mr.  Seidenstricker  chairman,)  to  whom  the  subject 
was  referred,  and  give  you  some  extracts  from  it.  To  this  re- 
port was  attached  the  u  Resolution"  authorizing  the  (3,000,000) 
Three  Million  Subscription  on  the  part  of  the  city.  See  proceed- 
ings of  1st  and  2nd  Branches  City  Council,  Ex.  Sess.  1835,  and 
Annual  Session,  1836,  pages  243,  &c,  &c,  it  reads  as  follows  : — 
u  That  a  crisis  has  arrived  in  the  affairs  of  our  city,  big  with 
the  most  important  considerations  in  relation  to  her  future  pros- 
pects, and  which  calls  for  the  united  efforts  of  our  men  of  busi- 
ness, property  holders,  capitalists,  and  the  municipal  authorities, 
in  the  adoption  of  measures  for  a  prompt,  vigorous  and  active 
prosecution  of  the  various  works  of  internal  improvement,  &c," 
"is  a  fact  obvious  to  all  eyes,  can  admit  of  no  dispute,  and  needs 
no  argument  to  establish."  li,  If  the  opportunities  which  now 
'present  themselves,  be  permitted  to  pass  by  unimproved,  we 
must   expect  to  see  the   trade  of  the  West  turned  into  other

channels,  to  the  advantage  of  other  cities,  and  our  own  ruin! 
But  if  such  measures  be  now  adopted,  &c,"  u  our  city  will  be- 
come, in  a  great  measure,  the  centre  of  trade  for  the  whole  Union. 
It  is  no  longer  a  question  whether  or  not  the  tirade  of  the  West  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  compensate  for  the  expense  necessary,"  dec. 
cc  The  object  is  a  noble  one,  and  should  excite  in  the  mind  of 
every  Baltimorean,  a  spirit  of  emulation  to  be  foremost  in  its 
attainment.  The  prize  is  one  which  will  justify  the  straining 
of  every  nerve  to  reach." 

u  Under  these  considerations,  it  is  apparent  that  to  secure  as 
large  a  portion  as  possible  of  the  trade  of  the  West,  dec,"  "we  must 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  city  of  Baltimore  should  embark 
'  to  the  utmost  of  her  means,  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  great 
I  work,  &c.     It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  say  that  the  securing 
of  the  Western  Trade  to  the  City  of  Baltimore,  is  of  direct  and 
immediate  importance,  &o.,  &c. "     u  What  further  inducements 
:  can  be  held  out,  even  supposing  it  necessary  to  offer  any,  to 
persuade  the  corporation  of  Baltimore  to  embark  in  this  work. 
We  believe  persuasion  is  unnecessary,  but  that  with  one  voice 
and  mind,  a  cordial  response  will  be  given  to  the  memorials  of 
the  citizens  who  are  willing  to  bear  the  burden  of  taxation,  con- 
fident in  return  to  reap  a  full  and  abundant  harvest,  from  the 
accumulating  business  of  all  branches  of  industry,  and  in  the 
increase  of  the  population  of  the  city." 

Language  more  explicit  and  expressive  than  the  forego- 
ing, could  not  be  used,  and  yet  something  has  been  said  of  a 
policy  which  contemplates  carrying  over  this  road,  both  from 
West  to  East,  and  from  East  to  West,  produce  and  merchandize, 
by  what  is  called  through  arrangements,  which  provide  that  mer- 
chandise, if  started  from  points  East  of  Baltimore,  and  produce 
if  destined  to  such  points,  shall  pass  over  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Eailroad,  at  less  rates  than  if  the  point  of  destiny  and  departures 
be  Baltimore,  thereby  discriminating  against  this  market  and 
our  ownjnerchants,  and  in  favor  of  those  situated  more  east- 
war  dly. 

An  interest  or  dividend  upon  our  large  investment  in  this 
vast  enterprise,  is  surely  a  desideratum,  but  if  it  is  to  be  accom- 
plished at  the  expense  of  the  trade  of  our  Corporation,  and  by 
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the  adoption  of  a  policy  which  will  make  the  Kailroad  built  by 
our  enterprise  and  capital,  a  mere  link  in  a  chain  of  improve- 
ments, which  has  one  terminus  in  the  West,  and  the  other  in 
New  York,  or  any  other  Eastern  city,  we  should  set  our  faces 
sternly  against  it.  We  can  have  no  objection  to  low  rates  of 
transportation,  if  it  be  proper  to  adopt  them,  so  as  to  allow  of 
competition  with  other  routes,  but  let  Baltimore  be  placed  on  an 
equal  footing  with  any  and  all  other  points.  This  is  just,  and 
nothing  else  should  be  submitted  to.  Offer  the  inducement  of 
cheap  transportation  both  Eastwardly  and  Westwardly,  but  give 
to  Baltimore  the  fullest  advantage.  It  is  emphatically  her  own 
work,  and  she  has  a  right  to  demand  the  most  favorable  position 
as  a  terminus. 

For  this  most  responsible  post  you  will,  of  course,  select  gen- 
tlemen who  are  distinguished  for  moral  worth,  sterling  integri- 
ty, undoubted  ability,  and  an  uncompromising  attachment  to 
the  interests  of  our  city  and  business  community. 

I  beg  leave  to  lay  before  you  the  Annual  Keport  of  the  Com- 
missioners for  Deepening  the  Channel  of  Patapsco  Kiver.  You 
will  find  it  a  valuable  document,  showing  the  amount  of  work 
done,  and  the  average  cost  thereof,  from  the  commencement  of 
their  labors  to  the  present  time.  To  the  recommendations  and 
suggestions  therein  contained,  I  respectfully  invite  that  consid- 
eration which  they  certainly  demand. 

This  being  a  work  of  National,  as  well  as  Local  character, 
the  General  Government  should,  and  I  have  no  doubt  will  lend 
a  helping  hand  to  the  completion  of  it.  The  interest  is  so 
closely  identified  with  the  Government.  The  free  and  uninter- 
rupted navigation  of  the  Patapsco  Kiver  and  Chesapeake  Bay  is 
so  completely  National,  that  the  General  Government  cannot 
feel  indifferent  on  the  subject.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  the  City  of  Baltimore  can  alone  com- 
plete a  work  so  vast,  so  important,  and  so  general  in  its  char- 
acter. You  will,  therefore,  take  such  action  as  in  your  judge- 
ment will  most  speedily  secure  the  assistance  of  a  liberal  appro- 
priation from  the  XL  S.  Government.

REGISTER'S    STATEMENT 


City  Register's  Office, 

January  30th,  1856. 

Gentlemen, 

of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 

of  the  City  Council: 

In  compliance  with  his  duty,  the  City  Register  herewith  pre- 
sents his  annual  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  treasury  at 
the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  with  estimates  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  current  year. 

By  his  "summary"  transmitted  to  the  Council  at  the  com- 
mencement of  its  session,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  receipt s  during 
the  past  year  were  three  millions ,  four  hundred  and  two  thousand 
;  and  eight  dollars  and  ten  cents,  (§3,402,008.10,)  and  including 
!a  balance  against  the  treasury  on  the  31st  December,  1854,  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand,  -one  hundred,  and  sixty  five  dol- 
lars and  sixty  nine  cents,  ($120,165.69,)  the  disbursements  were 
three  millions,  three  hundred  and  sixty  seven  thousand,  six  hun- 
dred and  seventy  four  dollars,  and  twenty  nine  cents,  ($3,367,674. 
29,)  thus -leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  on  31st  of  December, 
1855,  of  thirty  four  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty  three  dol- 
lars and  eighty-one  cents,  (§34,333.81.) 

Although  the  treasury,  from  this  exhibit,  shows  an  im- 
proved condition  over  that  at  the  same  date  of  the  preceding 
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year,  yet  there  was  in  fact  a  heavy  deficiency  of  means  to  meet

Thus  showing  an  actual  deficit  of  this  last  amount  with  which 
to  commence  the  administration  of  the  current  financial  year. 
There  were  also,  other  liabilities  falling  due  on  the  same  clay  to 
be  added  to  this  deficiency,  the  principal  one  being  for  the  quar- 
terly salaries  of  the  teachers,  &c.  of  the  Public  Schools,  say, 
nineteen  thousand  dollars,  ($19,000.) 

By  an  examination  of  the  accompanying  detailed  statement, 
it  will  be  perceived  at  once  where  the  cause  of  this  deficiency 
rests.  The  receipts  from  the  Water  department,  and  from  the 
tax  for  internal  improvements,  the  Criminal  Court,  certain  ex- 
penses, City  Poor,  Patapsco  River  improvement  and  for  repairs 
of  Highways  and  Bridges,  were  all  in  advance  of  jtheir  several  ( 
expenditures,  thus  making  direct  tax  a  debit  account  to  some- 
thing over  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars.  To  any 
one  familiar  with  the  City  finances,  there  will  be  seen  nothing 
strange  in  this  result.  If  reference  be  made  to  the  Register's 
tabular  statement  of  the  required  levy  for  1855,  his  figures  will 
show,  that  to  meet  the  estimated  expenses  as  required  by  exis- 
ting ordinances  and  the  requisitions  ©f  the  several  departments, 
a  levy  for  direct  tax  would  require  from  sixty-two  to  seventy-two 
and  one  half  cents,  per  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  basis  as  re- 
turned by  the  Assessors.  This  again  was  based  on  the  antici- 
pated collections,  the  amount  of  these  collections  being  assumed 
on  the  collectable  ratios  of  six-tenths  and  seven-tenths  respectively. 
But  besides  the  larger  ratio  having  been  adopted  contrary  to 
the  experience  of  all  past  years,  the  rate  of  levy  itself  was  cut 
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down  from  his  estimate  to  forty  cents.  Without  seeking  any 
farther,  here  will  be  found  cause  sufficient  for  the  deficiency. 
But  another  item  in  producing  the  effect,  will  be  found  in  the 
Collector's  estimated  amount  of  collectable  arrears  for  former 
years  falling  short  some  forty  thousand  dollars. 

In  placing  before  the  Council  the  condition  of  the  city's 
finances,  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Register  to  state,  that  besides 
the  time  engagements  already  named  as  becoming  positively 
due  on  the  first  day  of  January,  there  is  also  a  large  amount  of 
floating  debt,  much  of  it  postponed,  the  remainder  incurred  as 
payable  under  contract  in  1856.  From  data  provided  by  the 
several  departments,  this  would  seem  to  amount  to  two  hundred 
and  ninety-tioo  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  six  dollars,  but  it 
may  safely  be  set  down  in  round  numbers  at  three  hundred  thous- 
and dollars.  To  meet  this,  the  Collector's  and  Auditor's  esti- 
mates of  collectable  arrears,  if  verified  by  the  actual  receipts,  will 
be  more  than  sufficient.  These  estimates,  as  will  be  seen  by  the 
reports  of  these  officers,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and  eight  dollars.  t 

These  calculations  being  established,  the  required  taxes  for 
the  current  year  will  be  an  amount  equal  to  the  deficiency  al- 
ready existing  on  the  fixed  debt  as  first  named,  as  well  as  that 
-recurring  at  stated  terms,  being  the  interest  on  the  stock  debt, 
.and  finally,  the  current  expenses  for  the  general  municipal  ad- 
ministration as  detailed  in  the  accompanying  statement. 

By  ordinance,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  were  placed  under 
-positive  instructions  to  invest  to  account  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
the  monies  accumulated  to  the  credit  of  their  account  from  vari- 
ous sources.  By  complying  with  this  order,  the  city  finances 
proper  were  deprived  of  the  use  of  a  resource  which  had  served 
heretofore  to  relieve  the  Register  in  meeting  necessary  disburse- 
ments. The  investment  beimr  made,  the  citv's  over  draft  at  the 
bank,  in  November,  amounted  to  seventy-two  thousand  dollars, 
for  which,  it  is  true,  according  to  long  existing  arrangement, 
interest  was  paid  ;  but  on  the  eighth  of  that  month,  the  Mayor 
and  Register  were  notified  that  the  bank  could  not  make  any 
further  advances.  Hence  arose  the  necessity  of  postponing  the 
payment  of  current  indebtedness,  and  hence  again  originated 
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the  cause  of  much  of  the  floating  debt,  which  is  thrown  upon 
the  current  year,  although  in  saying  this,  it  is  not  intended  in 
the  slightest  degree  to  weaken  the  charge  of  the  deficiency  and 
the  stringent  difficulties  of  the  administration  of  the  finances 
upon  the  insufficiency  of  means  supplied  by  taxes,  to  meet  le- 
gitimate claims  upon  the  treasury. 

Owing  to  the  combination  of  circumstances  here  recited, 
Kegister  felt  it  to  be  his  duty,  indeed  was  compelled  to  provide 
means  to  meet  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  City's  Stock 
Debt,  due  on  the  1st  of  January.  For  this  purpose  he  applied  to 
the  Banks  for  a  loan  to  preserve  the  public  credit.  The  Farmers' 
and  Planters'  Bank  with  which  the  City  transacts  its  business, 
agreed  to  advance  thirty  thousand  dollars  as  wanted,  and  with 
the  exception  of  three  or  four,  every  other  Bank  contributed  its 
quota,  making  in  the  aggregate,  ninety-five  thousand  dollars, 
exclusive  of  the  first  sum  named.  This  loan  being  for  four 
months,  makes  the  necessity  for  an  early  levy,  and  not  only  to 
provide  for  this  payment,  but  also,  for  the  interest  accruing  on 
the  first  day  of  April. 

In  the  communication  of  the  Register  made  to  the  Council  at 
the  opening  of  its  Annual  Session  in  1855,  among  other  things 
recommended,  was  the  charge  of  interest  or  rather  penalty  upon 
delinquent  tax  payers,  as  early  as  November  or  December. 
The  attention  of  the  Council  is  again  respectfully  invited  to 
the  consideration  of  the  suggestion.  Had  that  measure  been! 
adopted  last  year,  much  of  the  financial  difficulty  which  thel 
Register  has  been  forced  to  encounter  would  have  been  avoided. 
Its  adoption  can  work  injustice  to  no  one.  A  tax  becomes  due 
as  soon  as  levied,  and  the  City  should  ever  provide  itself  with 
means  to  pay  its  debts  as  soon  as  incurred.  But  this  cannot  be 
done,  if  by  lax  indulgence  the  prompt  collection  of  the  taxes 
is  postponed  or  neglected. 

In  compliance  with  Res.  No.  22,  of  1855,  the  Register  ef-! 
fected  the  sale  of  the  Rail  Road  dividend  Stock  held  by  the  City,1 
amounting  to  twenty-nine  hundred  and  eigthy-two  shares,  at) 
prices  averaging  a  fraction  over  fifty-five  dollars  per  share. 

By  ordinance  No.  *H,  of  1853,  the  Register  was  authorised  to 
issue  to  the  Pittsburg  and  Connellsville  Rail  Road  Co.  certain 
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bonds  endorsed  by  the  City  and  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate, 
^one  million  of  dollars.  The  conditions  having  been  complied 
» with,  this  was  accordingly  done.  Under  the  same  authority  the 
Register  duly  appointed  Robert  Clinton  Wright,  Esq.,  and 
Charles  M.  Keyser,  Esq.,  as  trustees  on  the  part  of  the  City. 

In  closing,  the  Register  would  beg  leave  to  state,  that  the 
.postponement  of  this  statement  until  this  late  moment  has  been 
owing  to  the  want  of  the  necessary  data  upon  which  to  make 
his  estimates  ;  part  of  the  reports  being  received  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session  of  the  Council  or  a  day  or  two  previous 
thereto.  The  law  obliges  him  to  make  return  of  this  statement 
within  the  first  week  of  the  session,  but  if  three  weeks  bc^re- 
quired  to  make  the  return  of  a  single  department,  it  is  utterly 
impossible  for  him  to  make  his  report  with  the  necessary  esti- 
mates in  less  than  one  week.  To  analyse  the  returns  of  all  the 
departments,  to  arrange  them,  and  make  the  necessary  calcula- 
tions in  a  reliable  manner  is  not  the  work  of  a  day.  To  remedy 
this  difficulty  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  these  several 
Ireports  be  required  under  ordinance  to  be  made  to  the  Register, 
^it  the  farthest  within  the  first  ten  days  o'f  the  month,  and 
ohen  his  "statement"  could  be  laid  before  the  members  in  a 
orinted  form  immediately  on  the  commencement  of  the  session, 
tmd  thus  materially  facilitate  the  making  of  an  early  levy.

2d.  Estimated  amount  collectable  in  all  the  year  1856? 

The  amount  of  arrearages  of  city  taxes  appearing  to  be  due  by  the 
books  of  this  office  and  unpaid  on  the  1st  of  January,  1856,  is  $393,- 
016  10,  of  which  I  estimate  as  collectable  in  the  year  1856,  $104,- 
542  58.  The  balance,  or  nearly  all  of  it  I  consider  to  be  worthless, 
as  it  is  on  personal  property,  some  of  which  stands  open  on  the 
Ledgers  from  1847  to  1852,  the  parties  being  insolvent,  dead,  or  re- 
moved from  the  city. 

3d.  The  amount  of  difference  on  several  years  of  arrearages  com- 
pared with  estimated  collectable  amounts  as  made  by  the  late  collec- 
tor? 

The  answer  to  this  question  you  will  find  in  the  accompanvinff 
table,  B.  " 

4th.  What  amount  of  well  and  pump  taxes  in  arrear,  and  also 
commissions  on  paving  tax? 

The  amount  open  on  wells  and  pumps  on  the  1st  January,  of  the 
pumps  and  wells  in  my  department,  is  $5,477  53.  As  to  the  amount 
of  commissions  on  paving  tax  due,  I  can  form  no  correct  estimate  as 
the  paving  book  has  been  kept  in  such  a  manner  as  no  certainty  as 
to  correctness  can  be  arrived  at.

I  respectfully  reply  to  the  several  enquiries  made  by  you,  under 
date  of  the  1st  instant. 

1st.  The  amount  of  arrearages  for  the  year  1855; 

2d.  The  estimated  per  centage  collectable  in  1856  of  said  arrear- 
ages. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  arrearages  for  1S55  appearing  by  the 
books  of  this  office  as  due  and  unpaid  on  the  1st  of  January,  1856, 
is  $582,875  00,  of  which  I  estimate  collectable  in  the  year,  §437,155 
00,  or  three-fourths  of  the  gross  amount.  This  estimate  is  based 
upon  the  collections  of  the  year  1855,  upon  the  arrearages  of  the 
previous  year,  and  it  is  believed  will  be  fully  realized. 

3d.  The  estimated  deductions  for  prompt  payment  of  taxes  of  the 
levy  of  1856.  This  must  depend  somewhat  upon  the  date  the  levy 
is  made;  it  being  customary  to  allow  I  per  cent,  discount  per  month 
until  1st  November.  I  estimate,  however,  the  deductions  for  prompt 
payment  about  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

The  interest  on  arrearages,  provided  the  levy  is  not  made  earlier 
than  last  year,  may  reach  seven  hundred  and  fifty,  to  one  thousand 
dollars. 

4th.  The  amount  of  pump  taxes  and  commissions  for  paving 
taxes. 

kThe  amount  of  pump  taxes  now  due  in  this  office  is  $2,547  68. 
estimate  $2,000  00  of  the  above  may  be  collected  in  1856. 

The  amount  of  paving  commissions  now  due  in  this  office  by  the 
contractors  for  paving  and  grading  streets,  amounts  to  $11,933  19. 
Until  some  provision  is  made  to  settle  the  bills  due  by  the  city  to  the 
contractors,  I  do  not  consider  it  safe  to  estimate  any  thing  collectable 
from  that  source. 

For  further  particulars,  see  statement  accompanying  this  report, 
giving  the  amount  of  collections  for  the  years  1847  to  1855,  inclu- 
sive, for  the  time  they  remained  in  this  office.

To  the  Honorable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  ope- 
rations of  this  office  for  the  year  1855,  ending  on  Monday,  31st 
of  December. 

The  total  amount  of  collections  received  for  city  purposes  du- 
ring the  year,  amounts  to  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thou- 
sand, two  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents, 
from  the  following  sources,  of  which  amount  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand,  four  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  ten 
cents,  were  collected  under  my  administration:

I  avail '  myself  of  the  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  body  to  ordinance  No.  43,  approved  June  2,  1855, 
supplementary  to  ordinance  No.  11,  revised  ordinances,  setting 
forth  the  conditions  upon  which  property  shall  he  sold  for  taxes 
due  the  city;  the  property  embraced  in  these  sales  is  often  un- 
improved, and  consequently  unproductive,  which  makes  it  but 
little  object  for  the  owner  to  pay  the  assessments,  especially  as 
he  has  the  privilege  of  redeeming  it  at  the  expiration  of  two 
years,  with  legal  interest.  I  have  failed  on  several  occasions 
to  obtain  a  bidder.  No  one  being  willing  to  invest  at  6  per 
cent.,  the  terms  of  the  ordinance,  with  almost  a  certainty  of 
its  redenrption  within  the  time  stipulated,  I  respectfully  ask 
that  the  ordinance  be  amended,  and  some  penalty  be  attached. 

I  would  also  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  this  office  for  the 
past  year.  That  amount  was  taken  from  the  annual  appropria- 
tion for  this  office,  for  the  use  of  the  Auditor.  I  beg  leave  to 
state  that  the  creation  of  that  office  has  not  in  any  respect,  di- 
minished the  expenses  of  this.  The  same  amount  of  books, 
stationery  and  printing  are  required.  There  are  several  bills 
now  due  by  this  office  which  cannot  be  paid,  the  appropriation 
having  been  exhausted.  This  office  certainly  cannot  do  with 
less  than  $600,  the  original  appropriation. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  annual  increase  of  business  devolving 
upon  this  office,  I  would  say,  that  notwithstanding  all  the  books 
due  and  in  arrears  for  one  year  or  more  have  been  by  ordinance 
transferred  to  the  office  of  the  Auditor,  the  amount  collected  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1855,  exceeds  by  thirty  thou- 
sand, that  of  any  j^revious  year. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  clothing  the  Kegister  and  Collector  with  authority  to 
settle  the  accounts  of  the  various  contractors  for  paving  and 
grading  streets.  These  accounts  have  been  open  for  years,  and 
it  is  certainly  the  interest  of  all  parties  to  have  them  closed. 

Before  the  ordinance  was  passed  restricting  this  office  to  the 
collection  of  the  assessments  and  costs  only,  for  opening  and 
closing  streets,  there  was  received  and  paid  over  to  the  Regis- 
ter a  surplus  from  that  source,  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
dollars  and  three  cents.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ordinances  relating  to 
he  duties  of  the  office  which  I  represent,  I  respectfully  submit  the 
ollowing  report,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1855,  with  ac- 
ompanying  statements  of  my  operations  for  the  same  period. 

The  tabular  statement  marked  (A.)  exhibits  the  disbursements. 

The  statement  marked  (B.)  the  number  of  Pumps  erected,  the 
lumber  accepted  as  public  Pumps,  and  the  whole  number  of  Pumps 
.t  present  in  the  city  requiring  the  attention  of  this  department. 

The  statement  marked  (C.)  exhibits  the  names  of  the  several 
>arties  with  whom  contracts  have  been  entered  into  for  the  paving 
md  repaving  of  the  several  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys,  therein  referred 


o. 


In    compliance   with  sundry  resolutions,   Fire  Plugs  have  been 
:rected  at  the  following  places  : 
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Fremont  and  McHenry  streets. 

Canal  street  and  Berger  alley. 

Bolton  street  and  Campbell  alley. 

Wilk  street,  near  West  Falls  avenue. 

Poppleton  street  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad. 

Paca  street  and  Lexington  Market. 
Some  few  others  needed  have  not  been  erected,  in  consequence  o;.  t 
the  distance  from  the  pipes  of  the  Water  Company. 

There  has  been  eighty-one  gas  Lamps  erected  during  the  year  in  j 
various  streets  in  the  city — others  have  not  been  erected  in  conse 
quence  of  there  being  no  gas  pipes  in  the  neighborhood  where  they 
were  needed.  A  number  of  parties  who  applied  for  Lamps  were 
refused,  because,  in  many  cases,  I  conceived  they  were  asked  fo| 
more  for  private  accommodation  than  public  interest  or  convenience. 
A  number  of  Artesian  Wells  have  been  bored  during  the  year  if 
various  parts  of  the  city,  the  greatest  number  in  the  eastern  section, 
or  on  the  Point.  In  a  majority  of  cases  the  cost  has  not  exceeded 
that  of  the  ordinary  Pump  and  Well,  and,  generally,  a  sufficient) 
quantity  of  pure  water  has  been  obtained  ;  in  some  one  or  two  cases, 
water  has  not  been  procured ;  when  this  occurs,  it  falls  heavily  on 
the  applicants,  as  they  are  compelled  to  pay  whatever  expense  is  in-j 
curred,  whether  water  is  obtained  or  not. 

If  such  action  could  be  taken  by  your  Honorable  Body  as  would 
give  an  assurance,  or  an  idea,  of  the  amount  for  which  the  applicants 
for  Artesian  Wells  should  be  responsible,  the  city  assuming  all  ex- 
pense over  and  above  a  designated  amount,  the  number  bored  would 
be  much  greater  than  heretofore,  and  the  city,  without  much,  if  any 
additional  outlay  or  expenditure,  supplied  with  pure  fresh  water,  and 
an  abundance  of  it,  in  the  various  sections  of  the  city  where  pure 
water  is  very  much  needed,  as  in  many  parts  of  the  city  the  supply 
of  water  is  not  equal  to  the  absolute  wants  of  the  residents.  The 
scarcity  of  good  or  drinkable  water  in  the  ordinary  wells,  and  the 
number  of  complaints  which  are  continually  being  received  at  this 
office  in  consequence  thereof,  and  a  desire  to  see  some  arrangement! 
effected  that  will  remedy  the  evil  or  cause  of  complaint,  and  have  a 
tendency  to  introduce  so  great  a  blessing  as  pure  water,  where  it 
cannot  now  be  obtained,  is  my  excuse  for  introducing  the  above 
suggestion. 
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i  When  I   entered   upon  the  discharge  of  my  duties,   I  deemed  it 

I  port  ant,  not  only  for  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the  citizens, 

I I  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  many  of  the  most  public  tho- 
i  lghfares,  then  far  gone,  from  going  entirely,  and  becoming  im- 
Issable,  to  put  them  at  least  in  such  order,  as  not  to  jeopardize 
J3  lives  of  our  citizens,  who  are  compelled  to  ride  or  drive  over 
I  im,  frequently  injuring  their  horses,  and  breaking  or  damaging 
I  sir  carriages,  wagons,  &c.  &c.  I  found,  however,  that  there  had 
I  en  no  provision  made  by  the  Council  that  would  enable  me  to 
i  rrect  the  evil,  as  there  had  been  no  appropriation  whatever  for  the 
\  pairing  of  the  same,  but  an  indebtedness  of  upwards  of  sixty 
pusand  dollars,  on  account  of  repairs  of  paved  streets,  and  the 
paving    and    paving    of    cross    streets,    alone — a    considerable 

Ttion  of  this  debt  yet  remains  unpaid,  orders  being  now  in 
e  hands  of  the  contractors  for  a  considerable  portion  of  it,  and  is 
;ain  reported  by  me,  as  a  debt  yet  in  existence,  which,  as  a  matter 
I  course,  swells  the  present  indebtedness  of  this  office  beyond  what 
otherwise  would  be. 

In  relation  to  the  present  indebtedness  for  cross  streets,  not  a  sin- 
e  dollar  being  appropriated  by  the  last  Council, — all  the  work 
i»ne  during  the  year  1S55,  as  well  as  a  considerable  portion  done 
evious  to  that  time,  in  addition  to  that  which  is  now  being  done, 
id  under  contract,  remains  unprovided  for.  You  will  doubtless  see 
e  necessity  of  taking  such  action  as  will  enable  these  liabilities  to 
fc  overcome. 

EIn  view  of  the  fact  of  there  being  no  provision  made  for  the  re- 
iring  of  streets,  I  felt  unwilling  to  proceed  to  repair,  except  so 
•jr  as  was  absolutely  necessary,  but  yet  felt  the  necessity  and  im- 
brtance,  (after  consulting  with  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  a  nura- 
*r  of  members  of  the  Council,)  of  applying  for  an  appropriation 
hich   was   readily  granted.     Conceiving  that  a  more  economical 

stem  could  be  adopted  than  had  been  pursued,  I  undertook  to  intro- 
ice  such  a  system  as  I  thought,  and  had  reason  to  believe,  would 
>erate  advantageously.

Finding  it  impossible,  however,  for  me,  or  my  assistant  to  a 
to  the  measuring,  (we  attempted   it,)   I   made  an  arrangement  by 
which  it  was  understood  that  the  work  should  be  measured  by  Mr. 
N.  T.  Dushane,  his  charge  for  so  doing,  to  be  borne   by   the  party 
doing  the  work. 

Th.  :f  our  ci  :  this  time,  in  a  better  condition  than 

they  have  been  during  my  knowledge  of  it.  I  am  sustained  in  this 
opinion,  not  only  by  the  contractors,  but  (I  believe)  by  the  citizens 
generally,  and  if  sustained,  as  I  hope  to  be,  by  your  honorable  body, 
for  a  short  time,  or  until  I  can  get  the  balance  of  the  streets  in  gooc 
repair,  the  amount  necessary  to  keep  them  so,  will  be  trifling  as 
compared  with  the   amount  heretofore  expended  ;  for  once  put  ir. 
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roper  repair,  (not  patched,)  an  annual   appropriation   of  hundreds 
-ill  be   sufficient,  where  thousands   have   been  necessary.     Out  of 
le  money  voted  me  tor  repairs  of  streets,  and  which  I  conceived  was 
>r  my  purposes  alone,  and  not  for  the  payment  of  debts  by  me  not 
bntracted,  I  drew  orders  on  the  Register  to  that  amount,  or  nearly 
) — I  did  not  exceed  it.     Many  of  the  orders  given  by  my  predeces- 
nr  were  paid  with  this  money,  in  consequence  of  which  there  yet 
imains,   in  the  hands  of  the  contractors,  orders  to  a  considerable 
mount,  which  I  presumed  would  have  been  paid,  instead   of  com- 
pelling me  to  report  them  as  an  existing  debt. 

In  a  number  of  instances  the  streets  experienced  considerable  un- 
xpected  damage  produced  by  the  heavy  rains  and  freshets  that 
ccurred  during  the  year,  rendering  necessary  an  outlay  of  a  large 
mount  of  money.  I  have  nevertheless  endeavored  to  observe  all 
le  economy  possible,  and  in  almost  every  case,  before  undertaking 
n  improvement  or  repair  of  an  expensive  character,  consulted  with 
members  of  the  Council,  and  assured  myself  of  the  approval  of  the 
layor.  I  only  now  solicit  your  approval,  as  I  have  endeavored, 
rith  my  humble  ability,  to  secure  it. 

The  Tunnels,  Sewers,  Water  Courses,  &c,  also  experienced  con- 
iderable  damage  by  the  rains  and  freshets  referred  to.  I  repaired 
lem  as  soon  as  possible,  and  with  as  little  outlay, 
j  The  Tunnel  over  Harford  Run,  between  Bank  street  and  Canton 
avenue,  (directly  over  which  the  Rail  Road  track  was,  and  is  now 
lonstructed,)  commenced,  during  the  summer,  to  give  way  and  fall 
ii.  The  Council  not  then  being  in  session,  I  invited  the  gentlemen 
omposing  the  Committee  on  Highways  and  Bridges,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  to  examine  the  condition  of  the  same. 
I'.'he  necessity  of  an  immediate  repair  between  the  points  designated 
;eing  at  once  as  apparent  to  them  as  it  was  to  myself,  I  was  author- 
ed to  proceed  to  its  completion,  and  in  a  short  time  had  it  strongly 
!:,nd  substantially  rebuilt, — the  Council  at  the  session  following, 
'Oted  me  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  incurred.  I 
ow  consider  that  portion  of  the  Tunnel  strong  and  secure,  but  ap- 
rehend  some  future  trouble  with  other  parts  of  it,  as  there  exists 
vidences  of  weakness  in  many  places. 
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In  consequence  of  the  inadequacy  of  Liberty  street  to  carry  off  the 
large  quantity  of  water  thrown  into  it  by  every  heavy  rain,  deemed  j 
an  improvement  necessary  and  desirable,  and  accordingly  made  such 
an  alteration  as  will  prove  beneficial.  The  street  was  often  flooded, 
the  water  extending  not  only  from  curb  to  curb,  but  frequently  from 
the  building  line  on  one  side  to  that  on  the  other,  to  the  detriment 
and  damage  of  property  on  each  side,  filling,  in  many  cases,  cellars 
and  the  first  floors  of  many  of  the  buildings,  and  creating,  it  may  with 
propriety  be  said,  a  bridgeless  river  between  the  two  sections  of  the 
city,  binding  on  the  east  and  west  side.  For  the  purpose  of  correct- 
ing this  evil,  and  abating,  if  possible,  this  nuisance,  I  have  made 
such  alterations  as  will  render  the  street  capable  of  venting  all  the 
water  which  may  be  thrown  into  it,  with  safety.  Some  few  com- 
plaints have  been  rendered  in  relation  to  the  ice  which  has  accumu- 
lated in  said  street ;  this  could  not  be  prevented,  owing  to  the  situa- 
tion of  the  same,  being  lower  than  all  the  streets  north  and  west  of 
it,  many  of  them  emptying  all  water  received  by  them  into  it,  thereby 
making  it  a  drain  to  carry  this  great  quantity  of  water  to  Spring- 
Gardens.  The  present  winter  being,  so  far,  a  very  severe  one,  and 
a  considerable  quantity  of  ice  made,  the  great  quantity  of  water 
which  necessarily  finds  its  way  to  Liberty  street,  has  been  arrested 
by  the  severity  of  the  weather,  and  a  large  quantity  of  ice  accu- 
mulated therein.  I  have  made  it  capable  of  venting,  without  detri- 
ment and  injury  to  property,  all  the  water  that  may  be  thrown  into 
it,  as  its  present  capacity  is,  by  actual  measurement,  two-thirds 
greater  than  heretofore,  thereby  making  it  passable  at  all  times. 
This  was  all  I  expected  to  do  or  hoped  to  achieve,  and  I  have  ac- 
complished it. 

The  enclosing  of  Union  Square  with  a  suitable  wrought  iron  rail- 
ing, as  provided  for  by  Ordinance  No.  8,  approved  Jan.  15, 1855,  is 
being  executed  w7ith  all  the  dispatch  possible. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Lexington  Market  House,  as  provided 
for  by  Ordinance  No.  55,  approved  June  16,  1855,  has  been  pushed 
with  an  earnest  desire  to  prepare  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  butchers 
and  others,  who  have  been  put  to  considerable  inconvenience  during 
the  erection  of  the  same.     It  is  now,  however,  nearly  complete,  and 
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will  in  a  few  days  be  entirely  finished,  and  is  a  good,  strong,  well 
built  and  substantial  building,  reflecting  the  highest  credit  on  those 
concerned  in  its  erection.  Some  alteration  and  improvement  has 
been  made  on  the  plan  originally  contemplated,  it  being  apparent  to 
the  Mayor  and  several  members  of  the  Council,  with  whom  I  con- 
sulted, and  also  beneficial  to  the  butchers  and  others,  that  an  im- 
provement could  be  made  that  would  be  of  advantage  to  all  parties 
and  interest  to  the  city,  as  an  additional  number  of  stalls  have  been 
thereby  obtained,  the  revenue  of  which  will  more  than  pay  whatever 
extra  expense  has  been  incurred. 

The  Iron  Bridges  over  Jones'  Falls,  at  Pratt,  Baltimore  and  Gay 
streets,  as  provided  for  by  Resolution  No.  135,  are  in  a  *  state  of 
forwardness.  The  one  at  Pratt  street  is  rapidly  approaching  comple- 
tion, and  the  others  will  be  shortly  commenced.  The  plan  selected 
is  free  from  all  street  obstructions,  and  I  have  no  hesitancy  in 
saying  that,  when  finished,  they  will  be  not  only  strong  and  durable, 
but  ornamental. 

Resolution  No.  225,  relating  to  McElderry's  Dock,  has  only  in 
•part  been  complied  with.  Immediately  after  the  adoption  and  ap- 
proval of  the  same,  I  undertook  to  carry  out  its  provisions,  namely, 
"the  removing  of  the  mud  and  short  piles."  I  expended  some  six 
or  seven  hundred  dollars  out  of  the  $2000  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
poses referred  to,  when  I  discovered  that  the  work  done  in  1854 — 
''Widening  the  same" — commenced  to  give  way,  caused  by  the 
piling  being  too  short,  and  the  work  not  being  properly  done. 
I  accordingly  suspended  operation,  deeming  it  unadvisable  to  pro- 
gress further,  until  some  definite  action  could  be  taken  by  your 
Honorable  Body,  that  will  enable  me  to  know  the  most  desirable 
step  which  in  your  judgment  you  may  deem  it  prudent  to  take. 

A  number  of  the  Bridges  over  "Jones'  Falls"  have  been  re- 
paired during  the  year.  I  found  it  necessary  to  refloor  several  of 
them,  and  consequently  had  the  same  done,  and  have  asked  for  an 
appropriation  to  meet  the  expense  incurred.

he  various  resolutions  relating  to  Flag  and  Stepping  Stones,  at 
the  various  places  designated,  have  been  complied  with.     Some  few 
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esolutions  have  not  been  complied  with,  in  cases  where  it  was  im- 
ossible  or  impracticable  to  do  so. 

Resolution  No.  228,  enquiring  into  the  propriety  and  expediency 
f  diverting  the  water  from  Harford  Run,  at  Belair  Av enue,  into 
line  Bank  Lane,  or  Harris'  Creek,  and  ordering  a  survey,  is  now  be- 
ig  complied  with,  and  the  surveys,  estimate  of  cost,  &c,  with  oth- 
r  information  relating  thereto,  will  be  laid  before  your  Honorable 
lody  at  an  early  day. 

Before  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  suggest  the  importance 
f  enabling  the  wrork  performed  by  this  office,  on  city  account,  to 
e  paid  for  when  finished — not  only  of  appropriating  a  sum  suffic- 
ient to  meet  the  indebtedness  that  at  present  exists,  but  of  mak- 
lg  such  provision  as  will  enable  the  Commissioner  to  contract  for 
frork  to  be  paid  for  when  completed,  and  the  benefit  the  city  and 
ix  payers  would  derive  from  such  a  system  would  be  apparent. 

Remove  this  Department  once  from  beneath  the^  dark  cloud  of 
Id  and  long  standing  debt,  and  furnish  it  with  the  means  to  adopt 
le  cash  system,  as  far  as  possible,  and,  my  word  for  it,  the  bene- 
t  of  such  a  system  would  be  sensibly  felt  by  every  tax  payer.  As 
\  has  heretofore  been,  all  persons  doing  work  for  this  office,  under 
le  impression  that  they  must  wait  for  t^eir  money,  as  they  have 
jeen  and  are  necessarily  compelled  to  do,  until  the  convenience  of 
!ie  city  pleases  to  pay  them,  make,  and  have  made,  their  charges 
ccordingly.  Their  reply  to  our  question,  "  For  what  amount  of 
loney  will  you  do  this  or  the  other  piece  of  work,  and  receive  the 

«oney  when  said  work  is  finished  ?"  would  be  different  from  what 
now  is,  and  that  difference  would  be  to  the  interest  of  our  citizens, 
[>r  I  firmly  believe,  and  ha*e  reason  to  do  so,  that  on  all  work  order- 
ed, the  city  would  save,  at  least  ten,  or  even  fifteen  per  cent.,  as  in 
!ill  cases  where  I  have  been  able  to  assure  parties  of  the  money,  I  have 
'iiscovered  that  difference. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  remark,  that  all  matters  relating  to  this 
department  have  received  my  earnest  attention,  and  the  objects  con- 
emplated  by  the  various  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  have  been  ac- 
omplished  with  a  fervent  desire  to  give  satisfaction  to  all  parties 
oncerned. 
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I  have  in  all  cases  sought  the  advice  and  counsel  of  his  Hon 
the  Mayor,  and,  as  often  as  possible,  during  the  recess  of  the  CoiJ 
cil,  consulted  with  the  Members  thereof,  soliciting  their  views  a 
opinions  tn  relation  to  all  movements  of  importance  requiring  my  i 
tention.  This  I  shall  always  continue  to  do,  as  I  desire  to  merit  I 
approval  of  those  to  whom  the  interest  of  the  city  has  been  confide 
as  being  the  surest  way  to  promote  her  welfare  and  the  interest 
her  tax  payers.

DEEPENING  THE  CHANNEL 

OF 

PATAPSCO    RIVER. 


Baltimore,  January  lUhy  1856. 

To  the  Members  of  the 

First  and  Second  Branches  of  City  Council: 

In  accordance  with  Ordinance  No.  59,  of  the  Mayor  and  City 

Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  June  18,   1852,   entitled   "An 

Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  obstructions  from  the 

channel  of  the  Patapsco  River,"  the  Commissioners  appointed 

j  under  said  Ordinance,  herewith  submit  their  Annual  Report  and 

Account  for  the  year  1855,  of  the  labor  performed  in  each  month, 

of  disbursements  and  other  details,  in  view  also,  of  the  provision 

|  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  chapter  266, 

j  passed  January  Session,  1853,  which  requires  that  "an  account 

j  be  reported  to  the  Comptroller  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 

!  ruary  in  each  and  every  year,  of  the  disbursements  by  the 

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  relative  to  the  deepening 

i  of  the  channel  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  Patapsco  River." 

With  the  view  of  guarding  ships  from  the  drift  ice  of  the 
Susquehanna,  the  dredges  have  been  employed,  during  the  last 
season,  in  removing  all  the  knolls  and  shoal-spots  below  North 
Point,  and  have  so  far  succeeded,  that  ships,  instead  of  anchor- 
ing off  Swan  Point  as  formerly,  can  now  advance  near  to  North 
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Point,  where  they  are  comparatively  safe.  The  Commissioners 
conceive  this  to  be  an  advantage  worth  all  the  outlay  so  far.  In 
another  season,  with  the  necessary  funds,  they  hope  to  be  able 
to  deepen  the  entire  length  of  the  channel  of  sufficient  depth  for 
our  mercantile  marine. 

With  the  remains  of  former  appropriations  by  the  General 
Government,  one  dredge  has  been  kept  employed  under  the  di- 
rection of  Captain  Brewerton,  United  States  Engineer,  who  at 
all  times  has  readily  extended  to  us  the  benefit  of  his  enlight- 
ened and  practical  mind.  The  Steamer  employed  by  the  Com- 
missioners has  performed  the  towing  for  this  dredge  also,  up  to 
a  late  period,  which  has  considerably  increased  the  expense  of 
the  Commission. 

The  deepening  of  our  harbor,  in  a  national  point  of  view,  has 
been  fully  recognized  by  the  General  Government,  and  strenu- 
ous efforts  were  made  last  session  of  Congress  to  procure  an  ap- 
propriation, and  no  doubt  would  have  succeeded  but  for  circum- 
stances beyond  the  control  of  our  representatives.  The  authori- 
ties at  Washington  are  now  fully  aware  of  the  necessity  of  a 
free  passage  of  the  National  Steamships  for  a  certain  supply  of 
fuel — indeed  the  great  danger  is,  it  may  be  postponed  too  long. 

In  conclusion,  we  respectfully  recommend  that  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  City  anthorities  of  Baltimore,  urge  on  Congress, 
in  the  strongest  way,  the  absolute  necessity  of  an  appropriation 
to  carry  out  an  improvement  so  important  to  the  general  de- 
fence of  the  country.

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The  Steamer  lias  been  at  work  from  1st  October,  1853,  to  31st 
December,  1855,  or  27  months — her  expenses  are  $14,768  25, 
or  about  $550  per  month. 

The  Dredge  No.  1  has  been  at  work  the  same  length  of  time, 
and  her  expenses  are  $13,922  78,  or  about  $515  per  month. 

The  Dredge  No.  2  commenced  work  on  the  1st  July,  1854,  and 
was  employed  to  31st  December,  1855,  or  18  months — her  ex- 
penses are  $6,026  04,  or  about  $385  per  month. 


An  abstract  of  the  Superintendent's  account  shows  that  the 
Dredge  No.  1,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Steamer  Patapsco,  ex- 
cavated 50,689  cubic  yards,  at  a  cost  of  $11,169  33,  or  22.03^ 
cents  per  cubic  yard,  while  the  two  dredges,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Steamer  Patapsco  excavated  as  follows  :

OF   THE 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Health  Office, 

Baltimore,  31st  December,  1855. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore: 

The  Health  Department  very  respectfully  presents  this  docu- 
ment as  a  report  of  the  operations  of  this  branch  of  the  Muni- 
cipal government  for  the  ten  months,  during  which  the  under- 
signed have  had  charge  of  its  duties. 

The  expression  of  gratitude  in  the  midst  of  enjoyed  blessings 
is  no  less  incumbent  upon  communities  and  governments,  than 
upon  individuals.  The  evidences  of  successful  industry;  the 
rich  returns  from  an  active  commerce;  the  increasing  extent 
and  effectual  application  of  science  in  the  production  of  the 
works  of  art,  and  the  appearance  of  general  well  being  which 
have  characterized  our  community  in  the  past  year,  are,  cer- 
tainly, so  many  incentives  to  heartfelt  emotions  of  thankfulness. 

It  is  especially  incumbent  upon  this  department  to  call  for 
expressions  of  gratitude  in  view  of  the  unexampled  health,  with 
which  our  community  has  been  blessed.  With  a  constantly  in- 
creasing population,  we  have  enjoyed  a  remarkable  exemption 
from  disease  and  death.

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Although  we  have  been  thus  remarkably  spared,  we  cannot 
"forbear  to  recall  the  recollection  of  that  intense  emotion  which 
pervaded  our  entire  people  and  stirred  their  sympathies  towards 
our  neighbors  among  whom  pestilence  was,  in  truth,  walking 
in  darkness  and  destruction  was  Avasting  at  noon  day.  There 
the  Angel  of  Death  seemed  to  linger  over  the  devoted  cities, 
and  little  was  felt,  but  thoughts  of 

"The  knell,  the  shroud,  the  mattock  and  the  grave; 
The  deep  damp  vault,  the  darkness  and  the  worm." 

It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  recount  the  many  acts  of  liberality 
and  philanthropy  by  which  our  citizens  poured  into  those  deso- 
lated and  stricken  places  the  consolations  and  the  comforts 
which  humanity,  in  its  deepest  woes,  must  needs  receive  from 
others ;  to  speak  of  those  wdio  left  the  pleasures  and  society  of 
their  own  homes  to  go  among  the  strangers  and  share  their 
peril,  so  that  they  might  minister  to  the  comforts  of  the  sick 
and  make  less  painful  the  last  agonies  of  expiring  life.  What 
shall  we  say  of  that  Profession,  which  ever,  in  the  darkest  hour 
of  man's  necessities,  when  even  the  good  may  well  turn  pale, 
has  proved  its  high  and  blessed  mission  upon  earth  second  to 
none  save  the  mission  of  the  Gospel ;  of  that  gallant  band,  her 
sons,  who,  from  distances  far  and  near  and  from  our  own  city, 
obeying  her  behests  went  forth,  their  lives  in  hand,  to  dwell 
amid  and  live  upon  the  air  of  pestilence,  that  they  might  inter- 
pose for  the  alleviation  of  disease  and  for  the  staying  of  the 
triumphs  of  death.  They  went  to  save  men  to  their  communi- 
ties, to  their  State  and  their  nation,  and  to  rescue  loved  ones 
for  families  which  seemed  devoted  for  the  destroyer ;  to  them, 
thrice  noble  men,  what  meed  of  praise,  what  monument  of  gra- 
titude could  be  too  great ! 

It  may  be  proper  in  this  place  to  speak  of  the  action  of  our 
Board  and  the  principles  which  guided  them  in  the  adoption  of 
measures  especially  connected  with  the  intercourse  between  our 
City  and  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  during  the  period  of  their 
awful  visitation. 

"When  we  became  satisfied  that  the  fever  at  G-osport  was  ma- 
lignant in  its  nature  and  would,  most  likely  become  diffused, 
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we  felt  the  necessity  for  prompt  action  in  the  case.     The  physi- 
cian to  the  Marine  Hospital  was  deputed  to  visit  the  infected 
locality  and  to  examine  into  the  nature  of  the  disease.     The 
number  of  cases  still  increasing  daily  and  losing  none  of  their 
I    malignancy,  the  President   of  the  Board,  the  Commissioner  of 
,    Health  and  the  Physician  to  the  Marine  Hospital,  on  the  28th 
of  July  left  our  city  to  visit  and  examine  the  towns  of  Gosport, 
Portsmouth  and  Norfolk.     They  availed  themselves  of  the  op- 
•  portunity  to  study  cases  in  the  various  stages  of  the  disease,  to 
inspect  and  to  interrogate  those  who  were  at  different  periods  of 
convalescence,  and  thus  to  satisfy  themselves  as  to  the  origin  of 
.   the  fever  and  as  to  its  absolute  identity.     During  the  progress 
of  the  disease,  the  Assistant  Health  Commissioner  also  visited 
<   the  scene  of  desolation  and  gathered  information  corroborating 
,   the  impressions  of  the  Board.     A  modification  of  ordinary  qua- 
j  rantine,  which  was  at  the  time  explained  by  the  Board  and  need 
j  not  be  detailed  again,  was  instituted  and  adhered  to  during  the 
J  continuance   of  the  epidemic.       The   measures    then    adopted 
were  presumed  by  us  to  be  scientifically  justifiable,  and  the  his- 
j  tory  of  the  eventful  period  demonstrates  the  soundness  of  our 
j  views.     The'nature  of  the  disease,  as  we  saw  it,  forbade  the  idea 
i  of  contagion  and  enabled  us  to  ada|3t  our  measures  to  the  accom- 
j  plishment  of  two    grand  purposes,  viz :  the  security  of  our  own 
j  population  and  the  supply  of  the  afflicted  cities  with  the  neces- 
s  saries  of  life. 

J  We  do  not  desire  to  animadvert  upon  the  action  of  other 
i  cities  and  communities,  but  we  deem  it  just  to  the  City  of  Balti- 
!  more,  that  the  fact  should  be  held  in  lasting  remembrance  to 
.  her  honor,  that  while  the  neighbors  and  friends  of  the  distressed 
and  nearly  or  quite  all  the  cities  holding  commercial  relations 
a  with  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  were  moved  to  the  adoption  of  a 

I  quarantine  so  rigid  as  to  be,  virtually,  an  act  of  non-intercourse, 

I I  Baltimore  stood  alone,  with  her  Bay  Line  Steamers  making 
:<  their  daily  trips  and  affording  a  means  of  escape  to  those  who 

fled  from  the  pestilence,  and  of  supply  to  those  whom  necessity 
or  duty  compelled  to  remain. 

Great  scientific  facts  were  involved  in  the  history  of  that  epi-

demic,  and  we  feel  great  pleasure  in  believing,  that  the  princi- 
ples which  determined  the  action  of  our  ft  oar  d,  when  duly  in- 
vestigated and  the  consequent  facts  examined  without  bias,  will 
have  no  little  effect  in  aiding  to  establish  the  just  preponderance 
of  those  principles  in  the  disputed  questions  pertaining  to  Yel- 
low Fever.  The  temptation  is  great  to  dwell  more  upon  this  sub- 
ject, butthe  proper  limits  of  a  report  forbid.  We  cannot  speak  with 
sufficient  commendation  of  the  President  and  others  owning  the 
Bay  Line  of  steamers,  nor  of  the  constant  kindness  and  polite- 
ness of  the   Commanders  and  their  assistants  in  charge  of  the 
boats,  and  of  the  courteous  assistance  which  they  were  always 
ready  to  render  to  the  Board,  in  its  official  intercourse  with 
those  cities.     We  must  suffer  this  duty  to  devolve  upon  others. 
For  several  years,  the  portion  of  our  city  contiguous  to  the 
back  Basin  has  been  visited  in  the  latter  part  of  summer  with  a 
malignant  fever,  which  in  1853  and  1854  threatened  to  become 
epidemic  in  that  locality.     Will,  Block  and  Philpot  Streets, 
with  Canton  Avenue,  appeared  then  to  be  "the  infected  dis- 
trict."    Prompt  measures,  by  the  Board  then  in  service,  arrest- 
ed its  progress  in  due  time.     The  present  Board  ^vere  moved, 
by  the  recurrence  of  the  fever  for  the  two  or  three  years  suc- 
cessively preceding,  to  examine  the  entire  locality  early  in  last 
spring,  and  to  adopt  such  precautionary  measures  as  would  pre- 
vent the  presence  or  at  least  the  accumulation  of  such  substan- 
ces as  are  known  to  favour  the  peculiar  miasm  which  gives  such 
malignancy  to  the  diseases  incident  to  that  season.     Lots  which 
were  the  receptacles  for  water  and  filth  were  cleaned  and  drained 
and  in  some  instances  filled  up.     It  also  became  necessary  to  in- 
terfere with  the  manner  of  constructing  the  new  wharves  in  the 
back  basin  as  ordered  by  the  Council,  and  in  progress  under  the 
direction  of  the  Port  Warden.      The  measures  then  adopted 
proved  effectual;  for  during  the  year  1855,  neither  this  nor  any 
section  of  our  city  has  experienced  the  least  menace  of  an  epi- 
demic. 

It  was  discovered  that  the  mud  had  accumulated  in  the  heads 
of  several  of  the  docks  to  such  an  amount,  as  to  be  in  some  ca- 
ses exposed  to  the  sun  at  ordinary  ebb  tide.     All  such  heads  of 
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docks  were  excavated  to  sufficient  depth  to  remedy  this  evil. 

In  attempting  to  clean  McClure's  dock,  the  contents  were 
found  to  be  so  offensive  that  the  Port  Warden  reported  to  the 
President,  the  impracticability  of  cleaning  it  during  business 
hours.  A  visit  to  the  dock  confirmed  the  report.  Suggestions 
were  given  to  and  executed  under  the  direction  of  the  Port 
Warden,  to  have  the  dock  cleaned  at  night. , 

The  cleaning  of  the  docks  is  a  subject  requiring  the  careful 
and  liberal  consideration  of  the  Council.  The  deposit  in  the  docks 
and  basin,  by  the  overground  and  sewer  drainage  of  the  city, 
must  amount  annually  to  a  large  number  of  cubic  yards  and 
cause  obstructions  to  the  navigation  and  wharfmg,  and  at  ebb 
tide  leave  an  insufficiency  of  water  to  prevent  exhalations  of 
noxious  effluvia  from  the  strata  beneath.  This  difficulty  be- 
came very  apjmrent  in  the  course  of  the  year  just  past  and  re- 
quired prompt  and  effectual  remedy. 

In  this  place  it  becomes  us  to  speak  of  the  opportune  and  ac- 
ceptable offer  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  co-operate  with  the 
Health  Department  in  effecting  the  execution  of  sanitary  regu- 
lations generally,  and  the  deepening  of  the  docks  and  basin  to 
an  extent  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  health  and  also  to 
subserve  the  purposes  of  commerce.  Several  interviews  were 
held  with  the  Board  of  Health  by  J.  C.  Brune,  Esq.,  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  a  formal  meeting  between  the  Sani- 
I  tary  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  the  Board  of  Health 
occurred  on  the  11th  of  December. 

It  appears  to  our  Board  that  additional  power  must  be  given 
to  some  of  the  sub-authorities  of  the  Corporation,  in  order  to 
have  sufficient  control  over  the  deepening  of  docks,  as  a  sanita- 
ry measure.  By  section  22,  page  57,Bevised  Ordinances  of  1850, 
it  is  ordaiaed  that  uwhen  the  navigation  at  any  of  the  wharves 
or  docks,  from  not  heinrj  sufficiently  cleaned  and  deepened,  is  in 
isuch  a  condition  that  a  nuisance  may  be  created  thereby,"  a  no- 
tice is  to  be  served  upon  the  proper  parties,  to  have  them  clean- 
ed," &c.  Section  5,  page  69,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Port  War- 
den to  assist  the  Board  of  Health  in  cleaning  docks,  &c,  but 
says  c  c  the  times  when  the  said  mud  machines  are  so  employed 
in  private  docks,  to  be  such  as  the  Warden  may,  with  the  ap- 
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probation  of  the  Mayor,  think  right  and  proper.''  Section  14. 
page  71,  says, . "  not  less  than  eight  feet  water  at  the  lowest  com- 
mon ebb  tide  be  obtained  previous  to  the  first  day  of  June  in 
each  and  every  year,  at  the  docks  and  wharves  of  the  city  above 
Jones'  Falls,  and  that  the  same  depth  be  preserved  until  the 
first  day  of  October,  whenever  deemed  necessary  by  the  Port 
Warden,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor. ' '  Upon  comparing 
these  parts  of  ordinances,  the  uncertain  power  of  the  Board  of 
Health  is  exhibited.  Let  us  presume  a  case.  The  Health  .Offi- 
cer deems  a  dock  so  shallow  as  to  create  a  nuisance  and  to  de- 
mand immediate  correction.  The  Port  Warden  is  notified,  but 
he,  with  the  Mayor,  is  empowered  to  determine  the  time  of  em- 
ployment of  the  mud  machines  in  these  docks,  and  whatever 
may  be  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Officer,  the  Warden,  with  the 
Mayor,  has  a  right  to  determine  the  proper  depth.  With  this 
division  of  rights  and  duties,  the  Health  Officer  may  become 
powerless.  We  have  had  no  such  difficulty  of  which  to  com- 
plain, but  take  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  promptness 
and  energy  which  the  Warden  has  manifested  in  co-operating 
with  the  Board.  We  forbear  to  dilate,  but  ask  your  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  a  nuisance  only  is  contemplated  in  the  health 
ordinance.  There  might  be  times  when  the  escape  of  great 
quantities  of  gas  from  the  bottom  of  the  docks  would  require 
for  its  correction  a  greater  excavation  than  is  contemplated  in 
the  other  ordinances. 

This  subject  (the  cleaning  and  deepening  of  docks)  has  an 
important  connection  with  the  measures  which  the  Board  con- 
template for  the  security  of  the  city  against  disease  in  the  ensu- 
ing summer. 

We  would  call  especial  attention  to  McClure's  dock.  It  is  so 
situated  as  to  be,  almost  of  necessity,  a  nuisance.  It  is  naviga- 
ted only  by  boats  of  light  draught,  and  its  water  is  unaffected 
except  by  the  slight  agitation  occasioned  by  these  boats,  by  the 
ebb  and  flow  of  the  tide,  and  by  the  discharge  of  a  sewer's  con- 
tents. There  arc  a  number  of  privies,  which  have  been,  for  a 
long  time,  built  over  this  water  and  add  greatly  to  its  offensive- 
ness.     We  think  this  dock  requires  action  by  the  Council,  suffi 
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ciently  specific  to  secure  a  remedy  for  the  evil. 

The  sewer  in  Canal  Street,  forming  the  channel  for  Harford 
Run,  must  prove  a  source  of  expense  to  the  city,  as  well  as  a 
great  nuisance  to  various  points  along  its  route.  We  would  re- 
spectfully suggest  the  turning  of  Harford  Run  into  Harris' 
Creek,  and  overground  drainage  for  the  other  portions  of  the 
city  which  now  discharge  into  this  sewer. 

The  condition  of  Jones'  Falls  has  long  proved  a  grevious  nui- 
sance and  in  some  seasons  has  heen  a  source  of  disease.  The 
Mayor  having  kindly  communicated  to  the  Board  of  Health  his 
views  upon  the  subject,  we  take  great  pleasure  in  urging  his  re- 
commendations upon  this  point,  for  your  most  careful  considera- 
tion. 

We  would  invite  your  attention  also  to  the  street  and  garbage 
departments.  The  additional  miles  of  new  streets  which  are  an" 
nually  opened  and  inhabited  cause  a  constant  increase  of  labour 
and  expense  in  the  service  of  this  department.  The  places  for 
the  deposit  of  materials  collected  in  this  service  must  every  year 
become  more  remote  and  increased  expense  incurred.  If  the 
Council  could  devise  some  plan  for  the  consumption  of  garbage 
and  the  conversion  of  the  gathered  materials  into  Poudrette,  a 
remunerative  operation  might  be  secured. 

The  garbage  collectors  experience  great  difficulty  in  executing 
their  duties  on  account  of  the  large  size  of  vessels  in  which 
some  families  expose  their  garbage.  Flour  barrels  are  very  fre- 
quently used.  A  moment's  reflection  will  convince  any  one 
that  a  man,  unaided,  will  scarcely  be  able  to  lift  a  barrel  filled 
with  coal  ashes  and  other  heavy  matters,  and  to  empty  it  into 
his  cart.  It  would  be  well  for  the  Council  to  ordain  that  any 
vessel  used  for  this  purpose  shall  not  exceed  in  measurement  the 
capacity  of  (say)  one  bushel. 

Enquiry  was  made  during  the  session  of  the  late  Council,  why 
section  8,  ordinance  26,  approved  April  2d,  1853,  had  not  been 
strictly  complied  with.  "That  ordinance  requires  that  ' -water 
tight  and  covered  carts"  shall  be  used  for  the  collection  and 
transportation  of  garbage.  This  subject  may  require  the  atten* 
tion  of  the  present  Council.     Our  experience  is,  that  the  ordi- 
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nance  cannot  be  complied  with,  under  existing  regulations,  for 
the  following  reasons,  viz  :  The  time  for  which  the  ivliole  num- 
ber are  engaged  is  always  uncertain,  depending  upon  the  amount 
of  labour  that  may  at  the  time  be  pressing,  and  this  contingen- 
cy deters  all  from  incurring  the  expense  necessary  to  procure 
such  carts.  Perhaps  it  cannot  be  accomplished  unless  the  city 
will  furnish  such  carts. 

The  Board  would  most  urgently  press  upon  the  consideration 
of  the  Council  the  present  inadequate  compensation  which  is  al- 
lowed to  the  employees  in  the  Health  and  Street  departments. 
One  dollar  per  day  for  a  street  hand  and  two  dollars  per  day  for 
horse,  cart  and  driver,  surely  cannot  be  considered  at  this  time 
to  be  sufficient. 

We  would  ask  attention  to  another  subject  closely  connected 
with  the  comfort  as  well  as  health  of  the  people.  We  have  had 
great  difficulty  in  accomplishing  our  purposes,  where  it  has 
been  necessary  to  direct  the  paving  of  alleys  or  streets,  so  situa- 
ted as  to  render  it  impossible  to  keep  them  in  proper  condition 
without  being  paved.  The  holders  of  the  property  on  such  al- 
leys or  streets  frequently  object  to  sign  the  application  for  paving, 
and  such  localities  must  of  course  remain,  at  certain  seasons,  in 
a  state  more  or  less  offensive  to  the  senses  and  detrimental  to 
good  health.  A  few  such  localities  in  our  city  have  given  great 
anxiety  and  trouble  during  the  past  summer. 

The  subject  of  paving  all  yards,  where  large  accumulations 
of  chips  or  timber  may  occur,  is  deserving  the  consideration  of 
the  Council.  Reference  is  had  more  directly  to  ship  yards  and 
similar  places.  It  is  a  fact  beyond  question  that  masses  of  such 
material  in  a  damp  locality,  will,  in  the  process  of  decomposi- 
tion, evolve  miasm  exceedingly  prejudicial  to  health.  If  all 
such  places  were  required  to  be  paved  and  to  be  cleaned,  at  sta- 
ted intervals,  of  chips,  &c,  it  would  prove  to  be  a  very  impor- 
tant sanitarv  regulation. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  the  exhibit  of 
work  done  in  the  street  and  garbage  departments,  and  ask  your 
notice  of  the  increased  amount  of  labour  done  at  a  less  average 
of  cost  than  formerly.     This  exhibits  the  industry  and  vigilance 
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of  the  Superintendents  as  well  as  the  steady  perseverance  of  the 
men  in  their  employ.  The  circumstances  connected  with  their 
duties,  would,  in  our  judgment,  warrant  an  increase  of  pay  to 
such  useful  officers. 

We  would  ask  attention  to  the  manner  in  which  multitudes  of 
cows  are  rendered  unhealthy  in  stables  within  the  city,  and  by 
this  are  made  unfit  to  yield  wholesome  milk.  It  is  not  possible 
that  cows  constantly  confined  in  stables  without  exercise  and 
fed  upon  innutritious  slops,  can  be  in  a  healthy  condition  and 
afford  milk  of  wholesome  properties.  Multitudes  of  children 
are  reared  upon  this  milk,  and  the  fact  appears  demonstrable, 
that  the  mortality  among  the  young  is  thereby  greatly  increased 
in  summer. 

We  regard  it  a  blot  upon  the  fair  character  of  our  city,  that 
she  has  not  provided  any  place  for  the  reception  of  dead  bodies, 
where  they  may  be  kept,  during  a  proper  time,  for  recognition, 
for  inquest,  &c.  We  may  be*  pardoned  for  urging  the  speedy 
establishment  of  a  Dead  House. 

The  exceedingly  inconvenient  mode-of  conveying  the  sick  to 
the  Marine  Hospital  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  passage  of  an  ordinance  making  it  penal  to  allow  a  child 
to  attain  an  age  specified  without  being  vaccinated,  might  aid 

suppressing  Small  Pox.  The  ordinance  requires  the  Vaccine 
Physicians  to  report  the  names  of  those  who  refuse  to  be  vacci- 
nated, but  as  no  form  of  procedure  against  the  parties  nor  any 
penalty  for  such  refusal  is  any  where  enacted,  the  whole  matter 
(becomes  a  dead  letter.  We  present  for  your  consideration  a  ta- 
jble  (at  the  close  of  this  Report)  which  has  been  prepared  from 
:he  returns  of  ward  vaccinations,  showing  the  number  of  unvac- 
oinated  persons  of  different  ages,  who  have  been  encountered  and 
raccinated  by  the  physicians  in  their  visits.  A  great  number 
)f  these  refusals  is  from  the  lower  class  of  free  blacks,  and  from 
;he  ignorant  among  the  whites.  In  many  cases  the  refusal  is 
iccompanied  by  insult  to  tile  physician  who  calls  to  proffer  this 
ervice  in  the  name  of  the  City.  Many  of  these  children  are 
eft  unvaccinated  and  become  the  subjects  of  Small  Pox. 

We  invite  attention  to  the  Report  of  Interments  for  the  year. 
*Vith  a  population  constantly  increasing,  it  is  a  cause  of  much 
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thankfulness,  that  the  mortality  has  been  so  much  less  than 
heretofore.  We  will  merely  remark  that  if  the  deaths,  in  ou* 
city,  of  the  refugees  from  the  pestilence  at  Norfolk  and  Ports-! 
mouth,  be  deducted  from  the  reported  amount,  it  would  effect 
still  greater  reduction. 

We  submit  our  Report.  The  history  of  the  year,  and  espe- 
cially of  the  summer  season  when  the  dreadful  pestilence  ra- 
vaged our  neighbours,  required  calm  and  judicious  action  on  our 
part.  The  complete  immunity  of  our  people  furnishes  th( 
strongest  evidence  of  the  propriety  of  our  measures  and,  (we 
must  be  pardoned  for  adding)  affords  us  unspeakable  gratifica- 
tion in  contemplating  our  connection  with  them.

The  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen  : 

In  compliance  with,  the  Ordinance  organizing  this  Dejmrt- 
ment,  the  Commissioners,  in  making  this,  their  First  Annual 
Keport,  which  embraces  the  period  from  the  1st  of  November, 
1854,  to  the  first  of  January,  1856,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing statements,  which  they  trust  will  fully  explain  the  posi- 
tion and  operations  of  the  department  to  the  1st  instant. 

Marked  A,  is  a  balance-sheet,  taken  from  their  general  ledger, 
after  closing  the  different  accounts  properly  belonging  to  income 
account. 

In  it  "  Conduit,"  which  includes  all  the  main  pipe,  stop  cocks, 
&c,  has  been  charged,  with  the  sum  estimated  by  the  Commis- 
sioners appointed  to  report  on  a  supply  of  water,  &c3  in  their 
report,  page  39,  to  which  was  afterwards  added  $100,000,  before 
the  purchase  from  the  Baltimore  Water  Company,  making 
$689,969. 

" Ileal  Estate,"  which  includes  mills,  pump  houses,  reser- 
voirs, &c,  is  estimated  in  the  same  report  at  $660,031,  making, 
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with  "  Conduit/''  $1,350,000,  being  the  amount  for  which  city- 
six  per  cent,  water  stock  was  issued,  to  which  has  been  added 
$100,  for  premium  of  insurance  ;  and  from  this  amount,  $3,955 
65,  the  insurance,  and  proceeds  of  sale  at  the  Lanvale  cotton 
factory,  being  deducted,  leaves  $656,175  35,  the  amount  stated 
in  the  balance-sheet. 

The  statement  marked  B,  shows  the  receipts  of  the  depart- 
ment from  1st  November,  1854,  to  the  1st  of  January,  1856, 
which  amount  to  $103,680  61. 

The  statement  marked  C,  shows  the  sums  disbursed  under 
their  different  heads,  amounting  to  $104,524  99,  and  the 
amount  of  debts  payable  by  the  department  to  be  $9,046  29. 

The  statement  marked  1),  exhibits  the  amount  due  to  the  de- 
partment, the  amount  due  by  the  department,  and  the  balance 
in  its  favor,  after  deducting  all  its  liabilities,  to  be  $9,485  16. 
It  is  proper,  however,  to  state,  that  from  the  item  "Water 
Eent  Outstanding,''  contained  in  this  statement,  there  will, 
upon  settlement,  be  a  considerable  abatement  claimed  for  stop- 
pages, &c,  &c.  ;  but  it  is  suggested  that  the  cost,  per  Balance 
Sheet  A,  of  the  new  Fire  Plugs,  $413  01,  and  the  repairs  of  Fire 
Plugs,  $849  81  should  be  added  to  this  balance,  as  they  are 
considered  items  not  properly  chargeable  to  "Income." 

The  statement  marked  E,  shows  the  localities  and  the  num- 
ber of  feet  of  the  various  sized  pipe  laid  in  making  the  different 
extensions,  and  their  cost,  viz:  875  feet  of  6  inch  pipe  9,239 
feet  of  4  inch,  3,082  feet  of  3  inch,  and  1,014  feet  of  2  inch,  in 
all,  14,210  feet  of  pipe,  at  a  cost  of  $8,012  19. 

The  paper  marked  F  is  a  statement  by  the  Book-keeper,  show- 
ing in  detail  the  number  of  new  supplies  put  in  up  to  the  1st 
instant,  which  is  766,  the  annual  rent  of  which  will  be  $7,154 
50.  And  the  paper  marked  Gr  is  a  statement  in  detail,  also 
furnished  by  the  Book-keeper,  showing  the  whole  number  of 
supplies  on  the  books  on  the  1st  instant,  to  be  10,442,  and  the 
Water  rent  $102,051  ;  which  with  the  Baths,  Water  Closets, 
&c.  &c,  added,  make  the  whole  rent  $110,519. 

Since  the  rebuilding  of  the  division  Avail  at  the  Chase  Beser- 
Aroir,  it  became  twice  necessary  to  let  off  the  Avater  on  account 
of  large  leaks;  on  the  first  occasion,  September  the  2d,  there  was 
an  opening  discovered  in  the  bottom,  caused  by  the  breaking 
through  of  a  covering  stone  of  an  old  drain,  about  five  feet  below 
the  surface,  that  led  from  an  ice  house  that  formerly  stood  with- 
in the  area  of  the  Reservoir, — another  stone  Avas  substituted  for 
the  one  broken,  the  ground  Avell  puddled,  and  the  water  let  in 
on  the  next  day.  On  the  23th  of  November,  the  second  leak 
made  its  appearance,  Avhich  occurred  at  the  North-west  corner, 
at  the  foot  of  the  slope,  about  forty-five  feet  from  the  former  leak,

t  which  led  into  the  same  drain  at  this  point,  the  whole  of 
this  drain  running  from  five  to  ten  feet  under  the  bottom  of  the 
Reservoir,  was  then  dug  out,  and  many  of  the  covering  stones 
were  found  broken  in ;  the  ditch  and  the  embankment  were 
then  filled  up  and  well  puddled,  the  brickwork  replaced,  and 
the  water  let  in  again  on  the  1st  of  December.  Since  then, 
.  there  has  been  a  small  leak,  which  is  supposed  to  be  a  surface 
leak,  and  the  same  one  that  has  existed  for  ten  or  twelve  years. 

The  slide  of  the  embankment  of  the  Mount  Royal  Reservoir, 
which  occurred  during  the  heavy  rain  in  September,  has  been 
repaired.  It  was  at  the  same  time  found  necessary  to  repair 
the  brick  lining  around  the  edges  of  the  water,  and  also  the 
schute,  and  to  remove  the  bushes  and  weeds  that  had  accumu- 
lated about  the  grounds. 

It  was  also  found  necessary  to  make  some  repairs  on  the  Dam 
of  Rock  Mill,  to  prevent  a  great  loss  of  water  ;  to  put  in  new 
Head  Gates  in  place  of  the  old  ones  destroyed  by  the  freshet  in 
.  September,  and  to  make  some  repairs  on  the  machinery,  &c. — 
the  expenses  of  all  which  are  included  in  the  amount  shown  due 
by  the  Department  in  the  statement  marked  C,  for  which  amount 
the  Commissioners  have  promised  those  to  whom  it  is  due,  ear- 
nestly to  beg  for  permission  to  draw  at  as  early  a  date  as  prac- 
ticable. 

The  Commissioners  have  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  with 
the  exception  of  the  accidents  mentioned  above,  every  thing 
connected  with  the  Department  has  proceeded  satisfactorily. 
For  all  within  the  limit  of  the  present  elevation  of  the  water, 
there  has  been,  during  the  entire  season,  an  abundant  supply  ; 
but  to  the  wants  of  those  located  above  that  point,  they  would 
again  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body,  and  state 
that  they  might  for  the  present  be  provided  for  by  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Reservoir  at  a  suitable  height,  and  pumping  from  ei- 
ther the  Mount  Royal  or  Rock  Mills  ;  but  as  the  want  of  larger 
storage  is  now  experienced  during  the  continued  heavy  rains, 
not  being  able  to  shut  off  the  stream  long  enough  for  the  water 
to  become  perfectly  clear,  and  as  that  could  be  only  a  temporary 
arrangement,  it  would,  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  be  more 
advisable  to  adopt  at  once,  such  a  plan  as  will  meet  all  the 
wants  of  the  city,  and  that  will  require  no  alterations  for  many 
years  to  come.  The  cheapest  mode  of  accomplishing  this,  they 
believe,  would  be  to  obtain  the  water  rights  as  far  up  Jones' 
Falls  as  the  Woodbury  or  Rural  Dams,  and  run  the  water  by 
natural  flow  into  a  Reservoir,  to  be  constructed  at  Stony  Run, 
and  erecting  another  on  Rogers'  Hill,  supplying  it  by  pumps 
at  the  White  Hall  Factory  ;  this  would  answer  for  the  highest 
grounds.     The  Mount  Royal  Reservoir,  which  may,  at  a  small 
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cost,  be  raised  ten  or  fifteen  feet  higher,  as  soon  as  St.  Paul's 
street  and  the  other  streets  around  it  are  opened  and  filled  up, 
to  be  retained  for  the  supply  of  the  depressed  portions  of  the 
town  ;  the  Chase  Keservoirs  and  present  pumps  to  beBdispensed 
with.  For  a  larger  storage  hereafter,  a  lake  or  reservoir  may 
be  made  near  the  Woodbury  or  Kural  Dams,  and  supplied  from 
them  ; — and  a  future  further  supply,  it  is  believed,  may  be  pro- 
cured at  no  very  great  cost,  by  turning  the  waters  of  the  West- 
ern Eun  into  Jones'  Falls, — both  streams  are  alike  in  soon  be- 
coming clear  after  heavy  rains,  and  the  quality  of  their  waters 
being  similar — neither  injurious  to  Iron  or  Leaden  Pipes — are 
great  considerations,  both  as  regards  health  and  economy.  It 
might  indeed,  not  be  considered  a  bad  speculation  to  purchase 
all  the  water  rights  on  Jones'  Falls,  and  then  introduce  the 
water  of  the  Western  Kun  into  their  bed,  and  thus  double 
or  treble  its  water  power  for  the  factories  and  Mills  now  erect- 
ed, and  make  room  for  many  others  on  the  stream,  which  if  ac- 
complished, would  prove  highly  beneficial  to  this  community. 

The  two  plats  of  a  part  of  the  property  purchased  from  the 
Baltimore  Water  Company,  directed  to  be  made  by  the  last 
Council,  have  been  finished,  and  are  now  in  this  office.

PORT  WARDEN. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
Gentlemen  : 

The  Port  Warden,  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  approved  March  the  8th,  1850,  to  preserve 
the  navigation  of  the  harbor  and  prescribing  his  duties,  respect- 
fully submits  the  following  report  of  his  proceedings  for  the  past 
year,  in  connection  with  the  harbor.  On  the  first  of  March, 
when  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  found  nearly  all 
the  machines  out  of  order,  and  no  materials  on  hand  for  their 
;  repair  ;  I  therefore,  had  to  purchase  materials  necessary  for 
their  repair.  This  was  done  in  time  to  put  some  of  them  in 
operation  on  the  20th  of  March,  and  were  employed  in  deepen- 
ing and  improving  Jones'  Falls  and  the  Back  Basin,  until  about 
the  middle  of  July,  when  I  sent  out  two  of  the  digging  machines, 
one  to  Bowly's  wharf  and  the  other  to  private  wharves,  by  and 
with  the  approbation  of  his  honor  the  Mayor,  and  kept  them 
there  till  the  depth  of  water  was  full  fourteen  feet.  It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  the  depth 
of  water  in  the  Back  Basin  and  Jones'  Falls  has  been  increased., 
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particularly  on  the  south  side  of  the  Back  Basin,  where  there  is 
now  more  water  than  has  been  for  years  past.  The  wharf  in  the 
Back  Basin  was  tilled  up  in  less  than  five  months,  and  had  it 
not  have  given  way,  which  would  not  have  been  the  case  if  it 
had  been  properly  built,  would  have  been  of  great  use  to  the 
city  during  the  fall  and  winter.  On  the  21st  of  August,  I 
brought  in  all  the  machines  and  discharged  all  the  hands,  ex- 
cept the  watchman  and  stable  keeper.  On  the  1st  of  September, 
I  commenced  work  agnin  with  some  of  the  hands,  repairing  and 
putting  the  machines  in  order,  knowing  that  the  Council  would 
meet  in  a  few  days,  and  on  the  2d  of  November  I  received  orders 
from  the  City  Commissioner  to  take  my  force  and  remove  the 
piles  out  of  McElderry's  dock,  which  I  commenced  forthwith, 
and  continued  there  until  the  12th  of  December,  when  I  ordered 
all  the  machines  in  for  the  winter,  While  in  the  dock,  I  hauled 
up  two  hundred,  and  twenty  piles  and  cross  ties,  and  had  two  of 
the  digging  machines  following  the  pile  driver,  removing  sedi- 
ment, till  ordered  in. 

I  have  raised  and  discharged  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ninety-five  scow  loads  of  sediment — equal  to  fifty-three  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  ten  cubic  yards — out  of  the  harbor  and  Back 
Basin  and  Jones'  Falls,  below  Canton  avenue  bridge,  and  twelve 
hundred  and  fifty-three  small  scow  loads  above  Pratt  street 
bridge.  The  number  of  scows  hauled  up  and  repaired  during 
the  year  is  sixteen,  and  one  rebuilt.  One  of  the  horses  belong- 
ing to  the  city  died  during  the  year,,  and  I  bought  one.  I  have 
sold  eight,  and  have  six  left  in  the  yard.  I  built  six  small  scows 
to  work  above  Pratt  street  bridge,  which  I  used  for  that  pur- 
pose. I  have  in  the  yard  about  one  thousand  dollars  worth  of 
yellow  pine  plank,  suitable  for  building  and  repairing  machines 
and  scows.  The  amount  for  hire  of  mud  machines  and  scows 
during  the  year  is  sixteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars. 
The  steamer  Dredger  will  require  for  her  repairs  fifteen  hundred 
dollars.  The  tow  boat  Mayor  will  require  for  repairs  iive  hun- 
dred dollars.  I  expended  on  the  steamer  Dredger  eight  hundred 
dollars  last  summer.  I  had  to  haul  the  tow  boat  Mayor  up,  in 
consequence  of  her  leaking,  and  spent  fifty  dollars  on  her.  I 
would  here  state  respectfully  to  your  honorable  body,  that  the 
tow  boat  Mayor  is  not  sufficient  to  do  the  city  towing,  for  want 
<of  more  power,  therefore  I  would  recommend  a  boat  of  larger 
■capacity  and  power  to  supply  her  place.  Should  you  think  it 
prudent  to  use  scows  similar  to  those  worked  by  the  Commis- 
sioners for  deepening  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  river,  it  will 
be  of  the  greatest  importance  to  have  a  tow  boat  of  more  power 
than  the  one  in  use  at  present.  The  steam  dredges  now  used  by 
the  Commissioners  for  deepening  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco 
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river  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  best  machines  in  use  any  where, 
and  would  respectfully  recommend  them  to  your  favorable  con- 
sideration for  city  use.  Resolution  No.  17,  approved  February 
27th,  has  been  complied  with.  Resolution  No.  35,  approved 
March  30th,  has  been  complied  with.  Resolution  No.  64,  ap- 
proved April  21st,  directing  the  Port  Warden  to  have  the  bed 
of  Jones'  Falls,  north  of  Pratt  street  bridge,  cleansed,  has  been 
complied  with,  in  part,  as  far  as  possible.  Resolution  No.  88, 
approved  March  5th,  has  been  accomplished,  as  far  as  removing 
the  piles  :  the  slij)  of  wharf  at  the  lower  end  of  Ann  street,  on 
the  east  side,  has  not  been  removed.  Resolution  No.  94,  ap- 
proved May  7th,  has  been  complied  with.  Resolution  No.  165, 
approved  June  16th,  has  been  complied  with.  Particular  atten- 
tion is  desired  as  to  procuring  a  place  for  the  deposit  of  sediment 
during  the  next  season,  as  at  present  there  is  no  place  on  which 
to  deposit  it  above  Fort  McHenry.  If  the  sediment  now  on  the 
fish  house  wharf  Avas  hauled  back  and  leveled,  it  would  make 
room  for  deposits  for  six  months  to  come.

We  do  hereby  certify  that  the 
confused  state  of  the  books  led  them  at  that  time  to  said  con- 
i  elusions  as  to  the  affairs  of  the  Port  Warden's  Department. 
We  now  most  cheerfully  acknowledge  that  we  are  thoroughly 
satisfied  that  the  above  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Port 
:  Warden,  as  presented  by  Messrs.  Blanchard  and  Fuller,  who 
have  minutely  investigated  the  same,  is  correct,  and  that  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Culley  being  deficient,  is  a  great  wrong  done 
him,  emanating  altogether  from  the  disordered  condition  of  his 
books.  We  are  also  free  to  say,  that  the  small  balance  of  $45 
pi,  which  appears  against  him  in  the  above  account,  no  doubt 
has  been  absorbed  in  incidentals  pertaining  to  his  office.

The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  the  adjustment  of  the  j 
accounts  of  Langley  B.  Culley,  Esq.,  Port  Warden,  by  your 
honor  and  the  Harbor  Committee,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  re- 
port that  they  have  given  the  accounts  of  the  Port  Warden's 
Department  a  thorough  and  careful  Examination^  and  send  here- 
with the  result  of  their  investigations,  all  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted.  They  would  also  state  that  they  found  the 
accounts  of  the  department  had  been  kept  in  a  very  loose  and 
irregular  manner,  and  to  this  cause  we  attribute  the  errors  in 
the  former  report  of  the  Harbor  Committee.

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I  find  it  very  difficult  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  tax  on 
mortgages,  judgments  and  bank  stocks,  there  being  little  iii 
any  law  by  which  the  payment  can  be  enforced. 

I  would  most  respectfully  urge  upon  your  attention  the  ordi- 
nance passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Councils,  in  relation  tc 
the  sale  of  vacant  lots  for  taxes.  I  have  forborne  to  advertise, 
for  fear  that  I  would  be  unable  to  effect  a  sale,  as  I  would  not 
like  to  render  myself  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  advertising, 
in  case  a  sale  should  not  be  effected. 

I  would  also  ask  authority  to  close  the  accounts  on  the  tax 
ledgers,  which  are  worthless.  This  can'  be  done  by  the  pas- 
sage of  an  ordinance  by  your  Honorable  Body,  empowering  me 
to  abate  such  accounts.

Gentlemen  : 

The  undersigned  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  Report, 
together  with  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Receipts  and  Ex- 
penditures for  the  year  1855. 

The  amount  of  interest  on  the  City  Stock  Debt,  including  the 
Court  House  Stock,  has  been  regularly  received  from  the  City 
Register,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  ($314,344  76)  Three  Hun- 
dred and  fourteen  'Thousand  Three  Hundred  and  fourty-four 
76-100  Dollars.  And  also  the  amount  of  ($162,118  06)  One 
Hundred  and  sixty-two  Thousand  One  Hundred  and  eighteen 
06-100  Dollars  for  interest  on  so  much  of  the  Five  Million  Loan 
to  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  as  has  been  is- 
sued, viz:  ($3,400,000)  Three  Million  Four  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars,  has  been  received  from  him. 

The  balance  in  Bank  to  the  credit  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
per  annexed  Statement,  is  ($34,044  17)  Thirty-four  Thousand 
and  Forty-four  17-100  Dollars;  of  which  ($23,044  17)  Twenty- 
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three  Thousand  and  Forty-four  17-100  Dollars  is  due  for  un- 
claimed interest,  which  being  deducted  leaves  ($11,000)  Eleven 
Thousand  Dollars  applicable  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  47,  ap- 
proved June  2nd,  1855,  the  Commissioners  have  invested  nearly 
the  whole  amount  to  their  credit  in  Baltimore  City  Stock ;  the 
balance  which  is  named  above  will  be  invested  in  due  time,  as 
also  any  monies  coming  into  their  hands  belonging  to  this  fund. 
We  herewith  lay  before  you  a  Statement  of  the  purchases  of 
Stock  made,  the  prices  paid,  and  the  date  of  the  purchase. 

In  compliance  with  Ordinances  No.  7,  approved  January  8th, 
1855,  and  No.  41,  approved  May  30th,  1855^  we  offered  the 
Charles  Street  City  Spring  and  the  Old  Tobacco  Warehouse  lots 
for  sale,  but  not  receiving  a  satisfactory  bid  for  either  property, 
we  concluded  not  to  sell  at  present.  We  shall  offer  them  again, 
should  not  a  private  disposition  be  made  of  them. 

Ordinance  No.  6,  approved  February  6th,  1855,  relative  to 
the  sale  of  the  Lot  and  House  of  Primary  School  No.  11  has 
been  complied  with. 

The  provisions  of  Eesolution  No.  22,  approved  March  3d, 
1855,  have  been  fully  carried  out,  by  the  sale  of  the  whole  of 
the  Dividend  Stock  (held  by  the  City)  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Kailroad  Company ;  the  City  Eegister  will  furnish  you  | 
with  the  sales  thereof,  the  dates  in  which  the  sales  were  made, 
and  the  prices  obtained. 

Eesolution  No.  181,  approved  September  27th,  1855,  the 
Commissioners  have  not  been  able  to  carry  into  effect.  The 
provisions  of  this  Eesolution  are  deemed  at  variance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State,  and  consequently  cannot  be  complied  with 
without  subjecting  the  City  to  annoyance  and  probably  expense. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture before  it  can  be  made  effective.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  oj 
Neic  Orleans,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
Gentlemen  : — 

The  undersigned  Commissioners  and  Agents  of  the  Genera 
Estate  of  John  McDonogh,  appointed  to  administer  it  under  the 
Will  of  the  deceased,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  Report : 

We,  herewith,  enclose  four  documents,  viz : 
Document  No.  1 — A  Memorandum  of  the  McDonogh  Estate,  as 

at  present  in  our  hands. 
Document  No.   2 — Receipts  and   Expenditures  of  the  General 

Estate,  from  the  27th  of  March,  1855,  to  the  31st  of  Decem- 
ber, 1855. 
Document  No.   3 — Rent  Roll  of  the  General  Estate,  from    1st 

November,  1855,  to  31st  October,  1856. 
Document  No.  4 — Memorandum   of   Rent-notes,   Leases,  &c. 

&c,  on  hand  ;  of  Property  leased  for  a  period  longer  than  < 

year,  and  falling  due  in  1857,  1858,  1859,  1860. 

The  first  of  these  papers  shows  the  appraised  and  estimated 
values  of  the  entire  estate,  inland,  slaves,  money,  &c,  amount- 
ing in  all,  to  the  sum  of  two  millions,  two  hundred  and  seventy -| 
two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  five  cents.  Sinci 
the  commencement  of  our  administration  we  have  received  returns 
from  two  parishes  which  were  not  included  in  the  returns  of  ap- 
praisement made  to  us  by  the  Executors ;  namely,  of  three  hund- 
red and  three  thousand  dollars  of  real  estate  in  the  Parish  of  St. 
James,  and  of  five  thousand  dollars  of  real  estate  in  the  Parish 
of  La  Kourche  Interior, — thus  adding  $308,000  to  the  gross 
value  of  the  Estate.  Returns  have  not  yet  been  received  from 
property  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Charles,  which  was  also  not  inclu- 
ded by  the  Executors.  The  Recorder  of  that  Parish  has  been 
several  times  called  on  to  make  his  return,  and  we  hope  to  pre- 
sent it  in  our  next  report.  This  will  complete  the  valuation  of! 
the  entire  real  estate,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  ascertain  it  from 
the  Inventory  and  title  papers  in  our  possession. 

The  "  slave  account,"  which  forms  one  of  the  items  of  Docu- 
ment No.  1,  has  been  set  down  on  the  books  of  the  Commission- 
ers and  Agents  at  the  sum  of  $30,000,  which  is  an  estimated 
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valuation  of  the  remaining  time  of  the  slaves,  since  the  com- 
mencement of  our  administration.  In  the  report  sent  last  May 
to  Baltimore,  hy  the  Agents  of  that  city,  this  item  was  entered 
at  §20,000  ;  hut,  on  a  reconsideration  of  the  matter,  it  was 
thought  hest  to  insert  the  sum  of  $30,000,  and,  accordingly, 
it  has  heen  entered  on  the  Ledger  of  the  Estate  at  that  amount. 
It  will  he  remembered  that,  according  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Mc- 
tDonogh,  the  slaves  are  directed  to  be  liberated  and  sent  to  Africa 
after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  years  from  the  period  of  his  death. 

The  value  of  the  "  theatrical  properties,*'  stated  at  §16,762 
in  this  memorandum,  is,  of  course,  subject  to  annual  diminu- 
tion, as  they  are  necessarily  leased  with  the  Theatre,  and  are 
impaired  by  time  and  use. 

Of  thebalanceof  "bills  receivable  and  book  debts,"  received  by 
the  undersigned  from  the  executors,  itis  believed  that  not  less  than 
two  hundred  and  sixteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  sixty-three 
dollars,  seventy-two  cents,  arc  utterly  worthless.  Without  aban- 
doning the  ivlwle  amount,  we  have,  therefore,  considered  that  the 
sum  of  sixty-six  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars, 
eighty-three  cents,  was  the  proper  one  to  enter  on  the  books  of  the 
Estate  as  collectable  ; — and  inasmuch  as  §8,380  have  been  paid 
on  that  account  since  our  administration  began,  we  now  return 
from  our  ledger  §37,168  of  sperate  "  old  bills  receivable.' '  and 
$21,403  S3  of  sperate  "  old  book  debts." 

The  "cash  in  bank,  <vc. ,' '  has  all  been  deposited  in  the  Branch 
of  the  Louisiana  State  Bank,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  3J 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

It  is  proper,  also,  to  state  that  among  the  assets  of  this 
Estate,  but  not  yet  entered  on  our  books,  are  two  judgments  of 
Court  against  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  amounting  to  §47,200. 
independent  of  interest.  The  first  of  these  judgments,  for  the 
sum  of  §40,000  and  interest,  was  rendered  for  an  expropriation 
of  property  belonging  to  the  Estate,  for  a  Public  Park  ;  and  the 
second  §7,200,  for  expropriations  in  opening  Philip  and  other 
streets  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans.  The  property  taken  for 
these  purposes  was,  of  course,  valued  in  the  general  return  of 
the  Inventory  ;  but  we  have  not  yet  accurately  determined  the 
quantity  of  unexpropriated  portions  of  the  real  estate  from  which 
the  land  was  taken,  so  that  we  are  unable  to  state  the  true  bal- 
ance of  that  account. 

Document  No.  2  exhibits  the  Cash  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  this  Board,  from  the  27th  March  to  31st  December,  1855  : — 
and,  with  Document  No.  3,  presents  a  complete  view  of  our 
administration  of  the  property  since  it  passed  from  the  Execu- 
tors into  our  hands.  All  the  expenditures  have  been  either 
indispensable  for  the  benefit  of  the  Estate,  or,  were  made  in 
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pursuance  of  the  will,  of  existing  laws,  or  of  judgments  ;  anc 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  them  to  the  lowest  standard 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  paid  for  insurance  ant 
taxation  is  large,  though  no  tax  has  yet  been  paid  to  the  City  o 
New  Orleans,  and  none  to  the  State  in  any  of  the  parishes  excep 
Jefferson,  East  Baton  Rouge  and  Orleans.  Under  the  opinior 
of  counsel  furnished  to  this  Board,  it  appears  certain  that  tin 
claim  for,  at  least,  one-half  of  the  tax  assessed  for  the  city  o 
New  Orleans  "is  extinguished  by  confusion."  This  arises 
from  the  fact  that  the  City  of  New  Orleans  is  joint  owner  with 
the  City  of  Baltimore  of  all  the  property  belonging  to  this  suc- 
cession . 

In  the  commencement  of  our  work  it  was  found  necessary 3 
under  the  old  system  of  renting,  as  adopted  by  the  Executors, 
to  employ  a  Collector  ;  but,  since  the  granting  of  new  leases  bv 
this  Board,  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  rent  notes,  speci- 
fically, either  in  Bank  or  at  the  Office  of  the  Estate,  this  expense 
has  been  and  will  be  avoided. 

The  item  of  $2,442  24,  in  Document  No.  2,  of  ''Expellees 
on  the  McDonogh  place,"  represents  the  payments  made  by  th 
undersigned  for  the  support  of  the  forty-six  unemployed  negroes 
whom  we  found  at  McDonogh' s  late  residence  in  March  last 
Immediately  after  the  commencement  of  our  duties  the  under- 
signed endeavored  to  find  service  for  these  slaves,  so  as  to  save 
the  Estate  from  the  heavy  cost  of  their  maintenance  in  compa- 
rative idleness.  This,  we  are  glad  to  say,  has  been  at  length 
accomplished,  by  apportioning  them,  in  the  new  leases  made  in 
October  last,  among  the  parties  who  rented  the  Allard,  Saint 
Geme  and  Fleitas  places,  and  by  hiring  several  to  different  par- 
ties in  New  Orleans.  There  are  now  but  three  remaining  at  the 
cost  of  the  Estate — one  of  whom  is  utterly  helpless  from  infirm- 
ity and  age,  another  nearly  hlind,  and  the  third  constantly 
employed  as  the  porter  of  this  office.  Between  June  and  De- 
cember the  sum  of  $582  25  was  received  for  the  hire  of  those 
employed  in  this  city. 

Our  most  efficient  Secretary  was  engaged  and  compensated 
according  to  the  direct  instructions  of  the  Will  of  Mr.  McDon- 
ogh ;  and  the  foresight  of  the  deceased  lias  been  fully  proved 
by  the  important  services  this  officer  has  rendered  the  Estate. 

It  was  found  indispensable  to  employ  a  "  Superintendent  of 
Wood-Cutting. "  This  we  should  have  considered  necessary, 
even  if  no  revenue  had  been  obtained  from  that  source  :  for, 
without  the  watchfulness  of  such  an  officer,  the  most  shameful 
waste  might  be  committed  on  the  valuable  woodlands  of  this 
estate  in  the  neighborhood  of  New  Orleans.  His  duties  consist 
in  a  constant  inspection  of  the  rural  property  in  this  vicinity, 
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and  in  measuring  and  accounting  for  the  wood  that  is  cut  under 

J  contracts.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  time  and  ser- 
vices of  a  well  known  and  most  responsible  person  ;  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  revenue  from  this  item  will  be  consi- 
derably increased  and  faithfully  collected  under  his  manage- 
ment. 

In  order  to  understand  the  condition  of  the  City  property, 
and  to  possess  a  permanent  and  ready  record  in  our  office  for 
reference  in  leasing,  repairs,  &c,  &c,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
have  a  book  of  plans  and  sketches  made  by  a  competent  draughts- 
man. This  involved  the  careful  examination  of  the  title  papers, 
and  of  several  surveys,  and  resulted  in  142  plots.  We  have 
the  satisfaction  to  report  that  this  valuable  service  was  completed 

•  to  our  satisfaction  for  the  moderate  sum  of  $394  74. 

As  evidence  of  our  disbursements,  on  all  the  items  included 
in  the  statement  of  "Receipts  and  Expenditures,' ■  we,  in  all 
cases,  took  triplicate  receipts  upon  the  payment  of  accounts,  &c, 
by  order  of  the  Board.  The  original  receipt  and  bill  are  pre- 
served among  the  papers  and  records  of  this  office,  and  the 
duplicates  and  triplicates,  numbered  from  1  to  22,  are  herewith 
transmitted  to  the  Cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  respec- 
tively, to  be  filed  by  them  with  the  reports  and  accounts  of  the 

i  Commissioners  and  Agents. 

Document  No.  3  shows  the  Rent-roll  from  31st  October, 
1855,  to  the  1st  November,  1856.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  leases 
are  confined  to  the  1st,  2d  and  3d  districts  of  the  City  of  New 
Orleans,  the  Parish  of  Jefferson  and  the  Parish  of  Orleans. 

i  The  account  of  ' ''receipts  and  expenditures"  includes  the  col- 

1  lections  for  the  month  of  November,  1855  ;  so  that  of  the  rent 
from  November  1st,  1855,  to  31st  October,  1856,  there  are  only 
eleven  months  to  be  collected  and  accounted -for  when  they  shall 

|  be  paid. 

Document  No.  4  exhibits  the  rent-notes,  leases,  &c,  &c,  on 

;!  hand  ;  some  of  which  were  made  by  Mr.  McDonogh  and  his 
Executors,  and  some  by  this  Board.  The  longest  of  these  liabil- 
ities will  expire  in  the  year  1860  :  but  all  these  renting*,  it  must 

i  be  recollected,  are  entirely  independent  of  the  annual  leases  com- 

ij  prised  in  the  1st,  2d  and  3d  districts  of  New   Orleans,  and  the 

3  Parishes  of  Jefferson  and  Orleans. 

It  is  probable  that  if  the  business  of  New  Orleans,  for  the  last 

t  year,  had  been  of  a  character  to  encourage  the  commercial  classes 
of  this  city,  the  annual  rentings  in  October,  1855,  would  have 
presented  a  more  flattering  aspect ;  but  the  depression  of  last 
season  unquestionably  affected  the  real  estate  of  the  city,  and 
the  undersigned  believe  they  have  cause  to  congratulate  their 
constituents  on  presenting  them  a  certainly  undiminished  rent-

roll.  By  an  accurate  examination  of  our  accounts,  it  has  been 
found  that  the  rent-roll,  as  it  passed  from  the  Executors  to  the 
Commissioners  and  Agents,  actually  amounted  to  but  $59,542  ; 
yet,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  have  lost  some  considera- 
ble lessees  during  the  last  fall,  the  Board  is  glad  to  show  that  it 
has  not  only  received  sufficient  augmentations  to  overcome  their 
olss,  but  to  raise  the  rental  to  $61,010  33. 

It  will  be  easily  understood  by  any  one  who  takes  the  trouble 
to  scrutinize  the  character  of  the  vast  landed  property  belonging 
to  this  succession,  that  the  large  unproductive  estate  must  seri- 
ously affect  the  revenues  of  the  productive.  In  order  to  exem- 
plify this,  the  Board  will  state  that  what  may  be  considered  a> 
unproductive  property ,  should  be  estimated  at  fully  $890^359  59. 
The  expenditures  for  the  Parishes  of  Jefferson,  Orleans  and  East 
Baton  Kouge  alone,  amount  to  $3,739  52,  while  the  revenues 
from  Plaquemines.  Orleans  and  Jefferson  are  onlv  about  $1,601 
48. 

These  are  the  q\\\y  rpui'ishcx  in  which  the  Estate  owns  property 
yielding  an  income,  so  that  they  leave  a  burthen  on  the  produc- 
tive property  of  $2,138  04.  This,  it  should  be  observed  as  alto- 
gether independent  of  the  State  and  Parish  taxes,  in  all  the  other 
parishes  in  which  there  is  property,  bills  for  which  have  not  been 
rendered  the  undersigned  during  the  period  of  their  administra- 
tion. 

The  Board  cieems  it  a  duty  to  apprise  your  Honorable  bodies, 
that,  although  the  Supreme  Courts  of  Louisiana  and  of  the 
United  States  have  settled  the  question  as  to  the  rightful  owner- 
ship of  this  large  Estate,  it  is  not  yet  entirely  freed  from  liti- 
gation. The  most  important  of  the  actions  pending  at  present 
are  : 

1st.  The  heirs  of  Oliver  H.  Spencer  vs.  the  Succession  of  Mc- 
Donogh,  et  al:  in  which  the  plaintiffs  claim  five  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars,  ninety-four  cents,  with  com- 
pound interest,  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the 
17  th  April,  1815.  This  suit  is  pending  in  the  Fifth  District 
Court  of  New  Orleans,  and  as  you  will  see,  involves  an  immense 
amount  of  money. 

2d.  Sarah  Greenwood  et  al:  alleging  themselves  to  be  heirs 
of  Shepherd  BroAvn,  vs.  the  Succession  of  McDonogh  et  al.,  in 
which  the  plaintiffs  claim  eleven  ninety-second  parts  of  the  whole 
property  of  Shepherd  Brown,  amounting,  according  to  their 
calculation,  to  upwards  of  8100,000  ;  but  the  precise  amount 
is  not  stated  in  their  petition.  This  suit  is  pending  in  the 
Second  District  Court. 

3d.  The  important  action  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  vs  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  in  which  the  former  claims  that  this  Estate 
be  divided  between  the  cities. 
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4th.  The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Destitute  Orphan  Boys  V8. 
the  Cities  of  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  in  which  the  petitioner 
claims  the  specific  performance  of  the  Will  and  general  relief. 

The  most  important  of  all  these  actions  is,  probably,  the  one 
between  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore,  involving  the  question  of 
Division.  It  concerns  matters  of  considerable  nicety,  and  re- 
quires the  greatest  discretion  in  its  management. 

Independently  of  the  difference  of  opinion  between  the  two 
cities  as  to  the  legal  right,  or  the  propriety  of  dividing  this  Es- 
tate, it  may  well  be  questioned  whether  any  mere  voluntary 
partition  between  New  Orleans  and  Baltimore  would  serve  the 
purpose  of  either.  Under  all  the  circumstances,  it  is  perhaps 
best  that  the  question  should  be  settled  by  the  Courts,  so  that 
there  may  be  no  discrepancy  between  the  behests  of  the  Will 
|j  and  the  acts  of  the  cities. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  say  that  we  have  found  no  cause 
either  to  repeal  or  modify,  as  yet,  any  of  the  "  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations "  adopted  by  this  Board  in  April  last,  (a  copy  of  which 
was  heretofore  sent  to  your  honorable  bodies,)  and  that  they 
have  been  found  entirely  successful  in  the  management  of  the 
Estate  entrusted  to  us. 

The  "cash  in  bank,'*  on  the  31st  December,  1855,  of  $75. 
69 7  63,  is  composed  partly  of  cash  received  from  the  Executors  : 
partly  of  the  amount  of  rents  and  interest  accruing  and  collected 
during  the  period  of  the  account,  and  partly,  also,  of  sums  received 
in  payment  of  ' '  old  bills  receivable  and  book  debts  ' '  transferred 
to  us  by  the  Executors.  The  proportion  of  the  cash  in  bank, 
•  which,  after  deduction  of  disbursements  is  made,  might  be  con- 
sidered as  nett  revenue,  or  true  income,  would  be  comparatively 
small ;  and  the  Board  has  concluded  not  to  make,  at  present, 
any  attempt  to  distribute  it  as  contemplated  by  the  Will  of  Mr. 
McDonogh. 

The  principal  consideration  which  has  led  the  undersigned  to 
this  conclusion,  is,  that  the  amount  claimed  from  the  Estate,  in 
the  various  suits  we  have  enumerated,  is  much  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  swallow  up,  if  allowed,  the  whole  amount  in  our  hands. 
In  view  of  these  contingent  liabilities,  the  Board  has  not  thought 
it  discreet,  and  perhaps  not  lawful,  to  divest  themselves  of  the 
means  of  satisfying  these  claims  should  they  hereafter  assume 
the  shape  of  judgments.  To  do  so,  would  be  to  subject  what 
might  be  termed  the  Capital  of  this  succession — (its  real  estate) 
— to  diminution  for  the  purpose  of  paying  debts.  This,  it  is 
believed,  would  not  accord  with  the  intentions  of  the  testator, 
,  who  designed  that  all  liabilities  should  be  extinguished  before 
(any  appropriation  was  made  of  the  revenues  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  his  will. 
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The  Board  lias  also  been  influenced  by  the  consideration  that 
the  particular  legacies  of  certain  proportions  of  the  nett  annual 
income,  are  charges  upon  the  universal  legatees  ;  that  serious  doubts 
have  been  entertained  of  the  validity  of  these  legacies,  or,  at 
least  of  some  of  them  ;  and  that  while  the  question  is  still  un- 
settled, it  would  be  unadvisable  to  take  any  action  which  might 
tend  to  compromise  the  rights  of  any  of  the  parties  in  interest.

COUNSELLOR  OF  THE  CITY. 


To  the  Honorable  Samuel  Hinks, 

Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

Dear  Sir  : 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
have  power  under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  to  rent  or  lease  the 
I  Public  Wharves"  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  and  I  reply 
that  in  my  judgment  they  have  no  such  power.  On  these 
wharves  they  may  by  express  law  collect  wharfage,  but  the  ex- 
ercise of  this  authority  is  not  inconsistent  with  their  public 
character,  as  every  one  has  the  same  right  to  resort  to  and  use 
them,  upon  equal  terms — they  therefore  remain  open  for  the 
common  use  and  benefit  of  all  the  people  of  the  State.  By  leas- 
ing them  they  would  be  converted  into  private  property  and  un- 
der individual  controul,  and  the  public  would  be  excluded; 
whereas  the  law  giving  to  the  City  the  right  to  charge  and  col- 
lect wharfage  on  "  Public  Wharves,"  by  the  very  terms  used, 
imports  and  even  directs  that  they  shall  remain  public.  To 
lease  or  rent  them,  would  be  to  make  them  private,  contrary  to 
!the  express  words  of  the  Act  of  Assembly.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore : 
Gentlemen  : 
In  submitting  to  your  honorable  body,  in  obedience  to  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  relating  to  Public  Schools,  the 
twenty-seventh  annual  report  of  their  proceedings,  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  would  express  their  gratitude  to  a  merciful 
Providence  for  the  exemption  which  we  have  enjoyed  from  the 
epidemics  that  have  desolated  other  cities  and  broken  up  their 
educational  establishments  ;  and  that  nothing  has  occurred  to 
interrupt  the  prosperity  and  progress  of  the  Schools  which  consti- 
tute our  interesting  charge.  Their  flourishing  condition  at 
this  time,  affords  a  just  subject  of  congratulation,  for  the  pre- 
sent, and  of  hopeful  expectation,  for  the  future. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOARD. 

On  the  23d  day  of  January,  1855,  the  two  branches  of  the 
City  Council  met  in  convention,  and  elected  the  following  gen- 
tlemen, from  their  respective  wards,  Commissioners  of  Public 
Schools,  for  one  year  :

CHANGES  IN  THE  BOARD. 

Since  the  Board  was  organised,  four  changes  have  taken  place. 
These  changes  occurred  by  the  resignation  of  members,  and  the 
appointment  of  other  gentlemen  to  supply  their  places.  The 
first  three  vacancies  were  filled  by  the  City  Council  ;  the  fourth 
vacancy,  having  occurred  during  the  recess  of  the  Council,  was 
filled  by  the  Board. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March,  Daniel  K.  Younger, 
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Esq.,  Commissioner  from  the  first  ward,  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion, and  Edward  Horney,  Esq.,  was  elected  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, to  supply  his  place. 

John  H.  Kodgers,  Esq.,  Commissioner  from  the  sixteenth 
ward,  resigned  his  commission  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of 
March,  and  the  Kev.  E.  Y.  Reese  was  elected  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil, to  fill  the  vacancy. 

On  the  ninth  day  of  October,  Dr.  Alexander  C.  Robinson, 
having  removed  from  the  fourteenth  ward,  resigned  his  place  as 
commissioner  for  that  ward,  and  James  H.  Stone,  Esq.,  was 
returned  by  the  City  Council,  to  supply  the  vacancy. 

The  Hon.  John  H.  T.  Jerome,  resigned  his  commission  as 
representative  from  the  twelfth  ward,  on  the  sixth  day  of  No- 
vember, and  Charles  W.  Ridgely,  Esq.,  was  elected  by  the 
Board,  in  his  place. 

OUR  SCHOOL  SYSTEM. 

As  preliminary  to  the  details  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  as 
necessary  to  an  understanding  of  the  operations  of  the  schools, 
it  would  seem  proper  to  give  a  brief  outline  of  our  system 
of  Public  Instruction.  The  scheme  of  education  which  the 
\  system  contemplates,  is  comprehensive  and  liberal,  embracing 
'  a  regular  and  progressive  course  of  mental  training  from  the 
first  elements  of  knowledge,  to  the  highest  attainments  in 
science  and  literature.  In  furtherance  of  this  plan  of  instruction, 
i  three  grades  of  schools  have  been  established : — Primary  Schools, 
Grammar  Schools,  and  High  Schools.  This  arrangement  is  at 
once  simple,  convenient  and  economical.  It  is  well  adapted  to 
the  proper  classification  of  the  pupils,  ensures  the  employment 
of  Teachers  of  proper  qualifications,  and  at  proper  salaries  for 
the  services  rendered,  and  promotes  a  healthful  ambition  by 
the  action  of  the  schools  of  different  grades  upon  each  other. 
There  are  three  High  Schools  ;  twenty-six  Grammar  Schools, 
and  thirty-nine  Primary  Schools,  with  an  aggregate  of  two 
hundred  and  seventeen  teachers,  of  whom  one  hundred  and 
eighty-three  are  females,  and  ten  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  pupils.  This  is  an  increase  of  eight  teachers,  and 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-one  pupils,  during  the  year. 
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THE  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Primary  Schools  are  intended  for  mere  elementary  in- 
struction. The  classification  of  the  scholars  in  them  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

First  Class. — Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic  to  Long  Divi- 
sion, Geography  and  Music. 

Second  Class. — Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  and  Elements  of 
Numbers. 

At  the  close  of  the  quarterly  session,  promotion  takes  place 
to  the  Grammar  Schools,  of  such  pupils  as  are  duly  qualified  to 
enter  them.  The  prospect  of  advancement  to  a  school  of  higher 
grade,  is  thus  an  incentive  to  diligence  in  study  and  propriety 
of  deportment.  A  little  more  importance  and  formality  given 
to  the  occasion,  by  holding  at  the  same  time  and  place,  a  gen- 
eral quarterly  examination  of  such  pupils  as  are  presumed  to 
be  prepared  for  the  Grammar  Schools,  would  be  an  additional 
stimulus  to  greater  efforts  to  learn,  on  the  part  of  the  pupils, 
while  the  comparisons  thus  instituted  between  the  several  Pri- 
mary Schools,  would  give  rise  to  the  same  generous  rivalry 
among  the  Principals  of  these  schools,  which  prevails  among  the 
Principals  of  the  different  Grammar  Schools,  in  consequence  of 
the  annual  examinations  for  admission  to  the  High  Schools. 

The  primary  Schools  have  an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and 
three  tea'chers,  and  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
pupils. 

THE  GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

The  Grammar  Schools  occupy  an  intermediate  place  between 
the  Primary  and  High  Schools,  and  afford  the  means  of  ac- 
quiring a  sound  and  substantial,  plain  English  education.  The 
branches  of  study  pursued  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  are  divided 
into  three  classes  as  follows : 

First  Class. — Etymology,  Reading,  Writing,  Grammar,  Geo- 
graphy, Arithmetic,  History,  Natural  Philosophy,  Algebra, 
Geometry,  Mensuration,  Book-Keeping,  Composition  and  Music. 

Second  Class. — Etymology,  Reading,  Writing,  Grammar, 
Geography,  Arithmetic  and  History. 
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Third  Class. — Spelling,  Beading,  Writing,  Grammar,  Geogra- 
phy, Arithmetic.  The  course  of  study  is  the  same  in  the  Male  and 
Female  Grammar  Schools,  except  that  in  the  latter  Algehra, 
Geometry,  Mensuration  and  Book-Keeping  are  omitted. 

Examinations  are  held  annually,  in  the  month  of  July,  for  pro- 
motions from  the  Grammar  Schools  to  the  High  Schools.     These 
are  conducted  by  the  Committees  and  Instructors  of  the  respec- 
I  tive  High  Schools,  in  the  presence  of  any  members  of  the  Board 
who  may  desire  to  attend.     Candidates  of  good  moral  character 
•  who  have  passed  two  years  in  the  Male  Grammar  Schools,  im- 

i  mediately  preceding  the  time  of  their  application,  and  who  can 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  Spelling,  Reading,  Grammar, 

'<  Geography,  Arithmetic,  and  Algebra  as  far  as  the  Extraction 
of  the  Square  Root,  are  admitted  to  the  Central  High  School. 
In  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  pupils  of  good  moral  stand- 

]  ing  who  have  passed  one  year  in  their  respective  schools,  and 

1  can  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  in  Spelling,  Reading, 
Grammar,  Geography  and  Arithmetic,  are  admitted  to  the 
Female  High  Schools,  those  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  to 
the  Eastern  Female  High  School,  and  those  of  the  western  part, 
to  the  Western  Female  High  School.

At  the  institution  of  the  Central  High  School,  a  rule  was 
adopted  which  required  candidates  for  admission  to  be  twelve 
years  of  age.  It  was  introduced,  also,  into  the  Female  High 
Schools,  but  was  afterwards  inconsiderately  repealed.     As  the 
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range  of  studies  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  is  more  extensive  now 
than  formerly,  a  restoration  of  this  rule  would  be  judicious. 
It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  their  future  advancement,  that 
the  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools  should  be  well  grounded  in 
all  the  elementary  branches  of  learning,  before  they  are  ad- 
vanced to  the  High  Schools,  and  it  should  be  an  object  of  hu- 
mane consideration,  both  with  parents  and  Commissioners,  that 
before  entering  these  Schools,  they  be  of  an  age  to  ensure  pro- 
per mental  and  physical  strength,  to  enter  vigorously  upon  the 
higher  and  severe  course  of  study  which  there  awaits  them. 
Especially  is  it  desirable  that  mere  children  should  not  be  in- 
troduced into  the  High  Schools,  which  may  properly  be  expect- 
ed in  future  to  furnish  the  main  supply  of  teachers  for  our 
Public  Schools. 

The  Male  Grammar  Schools  have  an  aggregate  of  forty-three 
teachers,  and  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  pu- 
pils. The  Female  Grammar  Schools  an  aggregate  of  forty- 
eight  teachers,  and  two  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven  pupils. 

THE   HIGH   SCHOOLS. 

The  design  of  the  High  Schools  is  to  ensure  to  pupils,  by  re- 
vision and  varied  illustration,  a  fuller  acquaintance  with  some 
of  the  branches  pursued  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  to  afford  fa- 
cilities for  a  still  higher  range  of  studies.  As  both  acquirements 
and  morals  are  a  necessary  test  for  qualification  of  candidates  who 
desire  to  enter  them,  admission  to  the  High  Schools  is  both  the  re- 
ward, and  the  consequence,  of  good  conduct,  and  persevering  and 
successful  industry;  hence  the  strong  and  salutary  influence  which 
they  have  always  exerted  upon  our  Grammar  Schools.  From 
the  time  of  their  establishment,  we  may  date  the  steady  progress 
of  our  system  of  public  instruction.  Always  objects  of  peculi- 
ar interest,  they  have  become  of  late  years  of  the  highest  impor- 
tance, by  the  educatiorf  of  many  of  our  most  accomplished  and  suc- 
cessful teachers.  After  the  expenditure  of  public  money  upon  our 
Schools,  and  especially  the  liberal  appropriations  for  the  High 
Schools,  it  may  be  properly  expected  that  the  system  will  be 
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<self-sustaining,  as  it  regards  instructors;  and  we  indulge  the 
hope  that  our  High  Schools,  under  your  fostering  care,  will,  at 
no  remote  period,  become  nurseries  of  teachers  sufficient  for  all 
the  wants  of  our  system  of  public  instruction,  and  in  their  gra- 
duates supply  a  corps  of  teachers,  reared  among  us,  imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions,  educated  in  our  schools,  ac- 
customed from  childhood  to  our  mode  of  instruction,  and  fa- 
miliar with  the  operations  of  our  system  in  all  its  details. 

For  the  encouragement  of  such  pupils  as  may  think  of  devo- 
ting themselves  to  the  profession  of  a  teacher,  the  following 
rule  has  been  adopted  with  respect  to  graduates  of  the  different 
High  Schools: 

"Each  full  graduate  of  the  several  High  Schools  shall,  with- 
out further  examination,  be  eligible  to  the  situation  of  a  Second 
Assistant  in  a  Male  or  Female  Grammar  School,  or  of  Assist- 
ant in  a  Male  or  Female  Primary  School." 

THE  CENTRAL  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

In  the  Central  High  School,  by  a  revision  of  their  studies, 
and  by  higher  attainments  in  knowledge,  pupils  are  prepared 
.for  the  pursuits  of  commerce,  manufactures,  and  the  useful  arts, 
and  are  qualified  for  the  responsible  duties  of  teachers,  and  for 
the  higher  collegiate  and  professional  studies. 

The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  the  following  departments, 
viz: — 1.  Belles-Lettres  and  History.  2.  Mathematics.  3.  Na- 
tural Science.  4.  Moral,  Mental,  and  Political  Science.  5. 
Ancient  Languages.  6.  Modern  Languages.  7.  Graphics,  in- 
cluding Drawing  and  Writing.     8.  Music. 

These  departments  of  instruction  comprise  two  regular  courses 
of  study,  viz:  The  English  course,  which  comprehends  the  Eng- 
lish and  Mathematical  branches,  and  Modern  Languages  ;  and 
the  Classical  course,  which  embraces,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
the  Ancient  Languages.  The  selection  of  the  course  of  study  is 
optional  with  the  pupils,  when  admitted  to  the  School,  who 
have  also  the  privilege  of  changing  the  same  within  three 
months  after  their  entrance.  Those  who  adopt  the  Classical 
course,  in  commencing  the  study  of  the  Modern  Languages, 
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begin  with  French,  on  account  of  its  affinities  with  the  Latin 
tongue.  German  is  the  first  Modern  Language  studied  by  pu- 
pils that  select  the  English  course.  As  many  of  the  youths 
educated  in  the  High  School,  are  intended  for  mercantile  and 
mechanical  life,  increased  attention  is  paid  to  the  classes  in 
Modern  Languages,  and  in  Book-keeping,  and  Drawing. 

In  the  Departments  of  instruction  in  the  High  School,  the 
only  changes  made  during  the  year,  are  the  abolishment  of 
the  Professorship  of  Physiology,  and  the  resumption  of  Phy- 
sical Education,  by  means  of  the  Military  Drill,  which  had  been 
suspended.  The  study  of  Physiology  has  not,  however,  been 
discontinued  in  the  High  School,  nor  its  importance  underval- 
ued by  the  Commissioners  ;  but,  as  it  is  one  of  the  Natural  Sci- 
ences, it  has  accordingly  been  transferred  to  Dr.  R.  N.  Wright, 
Professor  of  that  department.  By  this  arrangement,  pupils 
have  all  the  advantages  of  instruction  which  they  enjoyed  be- 
fore, with  the  additional  facilities  to  be  derived  from  the  use  of 
text-books,  and  frequent  recitations,  while  a  saving  is  at  the 
same  time  effected  of  $500  per  annum. 

The  importance  of  a  due  development  of  physical  strength, 
and  of  improving  the  carriage,  as  also  the  conviction,  that  it 
would  be  found  auxiliary  to  good  discipline,  induced  the  Com- 
missioners to  direct  the  resumption  of  the  exercises  of  the  Drill, 
not  as  a  means  of  imparting  military  knowledge,  but  of  secu- 
ring robust  health.  Major  Robert  Hall,  an  efficient  officer, 
was  appointed  drill-master  ;  and  the  exercises  take  place  in  the 
yard  of  the  High  School,  two  evenings  in  each  week,  the  pu- 
pils wearing  no  uniform,  but  appearing  in  citizens'  dress. 

The  Annual  Examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
School  took  place  on  the  23d  and  24th  of  July,  before  the  Com- 
mittee and  Professors  of  the  school.  The  pupils  generally  gave 
evidence  of  the  diligent  care  with  which  their  former  teachers 
had  directed  their  studies  ;  and  of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  candidates  who  appeared  for  examination,  one  hundred  and 
eight  passed  successfully  the  literary  ordeal  to  which  they  were 
subjected.  Of  these  one  hundred  and  four  claimed  their  seats 
after  the  opening  of  the  school  in  September. 
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The  fifth  Annual  Commencement  of  the  school,  was  held  at 
the  New  Assembly  Rooms,  Hanover  street,  on  the  1st  of  No- 
vember, when  seventeen  graduates  received  the  testimonials  of 
the  completion  of  their  literary  course,  in  the  certificates  autho- 
rized by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.  Eight  of 
the  graduates  delivered  addresses  upon  the  occasion,  which 
were  listened  to  with  much  interest,  by  a  large  and  respectable 
auditory.  The  address  to  the  Graduates  was  by  the  Rev.  Hen- 
ry B.  Ridgaway,  a  former  pupil  of  the  institution,  and  was  an 
effort  of  uncommon  power  and  beauty.  As  the  connexion  of 
the  graduating  class  with  the  High  School  as  students,  ceases 
at  the  close  of  the  academic  year,  and  the  members  of  it  are  re- 
moved from  the  control  a*nd  training  of  the  teachers,  it  would 
seem  to  be  mor©  appropriate  and  convenient  to  hold  the  Com- 
mencement immediately  after  they  have  completed  their  studies 
in  July.  We  commend  the  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the 
future  Board. 

Besides  preparing  young  men  for  useful  avocations,  as  me- 
chanics, and  for  mercantile  and  professional  pursuits,  the  Cen- 
tral High  School  has  rendered  still  more  valuable  service  by 
raising  up  many  excellent  laborers  in  the  field  of  education.  A- 
mong  these  we  may  enumerate  three  Professors  for  the  Central 
High  School,  besides  a  number  of  Principals  and  Assistants  of 
Male  Grammar  Schools.  The  following  very  efficient  Princi- 
pals were  educated  in  the  Central  High  School. — Mr.  Henry 
Craggs,  Principal  of  Male  Grammar  School,  No.  4  ;  Mr.  Thos. 
S.  Bennett,  Principal  of  Male   Grammar  School,  No.    6  ;  Mr. 

\  George"  S.    Grape,   Principal  of  No.  9  ;  Mr.  Robert  J.  Kerr, 

1  Principal  of  No.  10;  Mr.  Robert  H.  Peregoy,  Principal  of  No. 

■  11;  Mr.  George  Loane,  Principal  of  No.  12.      This  is  a  result 
at  once  creditable  to  the  institution,  and  important  to  the  sys- 

1  tern,    in    which  nothing  is  of  higher  consideration   than   the 
training  of  well  educated  and  skillful  teachers. 

It  is  therefore  much  to  be  regretted,  that  of  late,  so  few  pupils 
in  the  High  School,  have  thought  of  devoting  themselves  to  the 
profession  of  a  teacher  ;  indeed,  there  are  but  two  teachers  in 
the  schools  who  have  been  educated  in  the  Central  High  School, 
since  the  year  1849,  the  Assistants  in  Male  Grammar  Schools, 
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Nos.  9  and  12.  This  is  not  because  the  profession,  in  itself,  is 
so  unpleasant  or  laborious,  but  on  account  of  the  insufficiency 
of  pay  to  the  second  and  third  assistants  in  the  Male  Grammar 
Schools,  and  the  limited  chances  of  promotion. 

By  the  grade  of  teachers  and  salaries  established  some  years 
ago,  it  was  arranged  that  First  Assistants  in  the  Male  Gram- 
mar Schools,  must  be  nineteen  years  of  age;  a  qualification 
which  few  graduates  have  at  the  completion  of  their  term  of 
study.  But  experience  in  teaching  is  also  regarded  as  a  pre- 
requisite for  the  situation  of  First  Assistant,  hence  graduates 
can  hardly  regard  an  appointment  of  that  grade  as  possible  on 
completing  their  studies.  Second  Assistants  in  the  Male  Gram- 
mar Schools  must  be  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  but  one  hundred  dollars,  the  first  year.  Jf  approved  by 
their  committees  they  receive  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  the 
second  year;  and  if  still  approved,  two  hundred  dollars,  for  the 
third  year.  Owing  to  the  early  age  in  which  pupils  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  High  School,  many  are  not  seventeen  when  they 
leave  school,  hence  they  are  compelled  to  seek  employment  in 
some  other  direction.  The  small  compensation  allowed  Second 
Assistants,  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  an  amount  hardly 
sufficient  for  board  or  clothing,  affords  no  inducements  to  a  well 
educated  young  man  to  become  a  teacher.  Hys  talents  will  im- 
mediately insure  him  more  profitable  employment  in  almost  any 
other  avocation,  with  greater  prospective  advantages.  A  mod- 
ification of  the  rule  with  respect  to  the  salaries  of  the  above 
mentioned  class  of  teachers,  would  seem  indispensable  to  the 
future  welfare  of  our  Male  Grammar  Schools,  and  would  furnish 
a  strong  inducement  for  pupils  to  enter  the  High  School,  and 
prosecute  their  studies  actively,  till  they  graduated.  The  sup- 
ply of  teachers  then,  of  our  own  rearing,  will  always  be  sufficient 
for  the  demand.  The  past  and  present  history  of  the  High 
School  lias  shown  its  vast  importance  to  our  Public  School  Sys- 
tem, and  we  commend  it,  therefore,  most  earnestly  to  your  fos- 
tering care. 

The  building  in  which  it  is  held,  is  not  at  all  suited  in  its  in- 
ternal arrangements  to  the  wants  of  the  school,  and  as  it  is  sit- 
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uated  upon  one  of  the  principal  thoroughfares  of  the  city,  there 
is  a  continued  interruption  to  the  classes  from  the  noise  of  car- 
riages and  omnibuses  passing  along  the  street.  We  would  re- 
commend, therefore,  that  the  present  building  be  sold,  and  that 
with  the  proceeds,  a  suitable  structure  be  erected  in  a  more  re- 
tired part  of  the  city,  exactly  conformed  to  the  present  and  pros- 
pective wants  of  the  School.  It  will  doubtless  command  a  much 
higher  price  than  was  paid  for  it  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Schools,  and  when  sold  might  remain  in  their  occupancy  until 
the  new  building  is  erected. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  report  the  School  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  under  an  able  faculty  of  instruction,  ten  in  num- 
ber, and  with  an  attendance  in  the  different  classes  of  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty  pupils.  For  further  details,  we  refer  you  to  the 
Report  of  the  Principal,  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

THE  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

The  Female  High  Schools  are  intended  to  affo* d  facilities  not 
only  for  the  revision  of  the  principal  branches  of  study  pursued 
in  the  Grammar  Schools,  but  for  a  course  of  instruction  of  a 
(more  liberal  character,  calculated  to  develop  the  intellectual, 
social  and  moral  faculties,  and  to  fit  the  pupil  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  responsible  duties  that  await  her  in  life. 

The  plan  of  instruction  in  the  Female  High  Schools,  embraces 
jihe  following  departments,  viz: — 1.  English  and  Belles-Lettres. 
II  Mathematics.  3.  Natural  Philosophy.  4.  Natural  History. 
I  Chemistry.  6.  Moral,  Mental,  and  Political  Science.  7. 
graphics.      8.  Music. 

The  department  of  English  and  Belles-Lettres,  embraces 
rhe  following  subjects,  viz: — Spelling,  Beading,  Writing,  Gram- 
mar, Geography,  Arithmetic,  Book-Keeping,  History,  Ancient 
md  Modern  Geography,  Rhetoric,  Logic,  Composition,  Histo- 
ry of  Literature,  Mythology,  and  Ornamental  Drawing. 

The  department  of  Mathematics  embraces  Algebra,  Geome- 
try, and  Mensuration. 

The  department  of  Natural  Philosophy  embraces  Natural 
Philosophy  and  Astronomy. 
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The  department  of  Natural  History  embraces  Botany,  Zo- 
ology, and  Physiology. 

The  department  of  Chemistry  embraces  the  elements  of  that 
study. 

The  department  of  Moral,  Mental,  and  Political  Science, 
embraces  Ethics,  Mental  Science,  Political  Economy,  and  the 
study  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  of  Maryland. 

The  department  of  Graphics  embraces  Writing. 

The  department  of  Music  embraces  the  elements  of  Music,  and 
vocal  Music. 

The  Annual  Examination  for  admission  to  the  Female  High 
Schools,  took  place  on  the  23d,  24th,  25th  and  26th  of  July,  and 
the  very  large  number  of  candidates  who  presented  themselves, 
was  an  evidence  of  the  high  estimate  which  the  community  places 
upon  these  institutions  of  learning,  as  well  as  of  the  ficlelity  with 
which  the  young  ladies  had  been  trained  in  their  respective 
Grammar  Schools.  Of  the  two  hundred  and  forty  candidates 
who  were  examined,  all  were  deemed  qualified  for  admission  to 
the  High  School^.  Of  this  number,  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
claimed  their  seats,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  were 
admitted  to  the  Eastern,  and  one  hundred  and  five  to  the  Western 
School. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  the  Third  Annual  Commencement 

of  the  Western  Female  High  School,  took  place  in  the  New  As- 
sembly Kooms,  Hanover  Street,  when  twenty-three  young  la- 
dies who  had  completed  their  course  of  studies  in  the  Institu- 
tion, received  the  Diplomas  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore.  The  theses  of  the  young  ladies,  which 
were  read  during  the  evening,  evinced  talents  of  a  high  order, 
cultivated  and  polished  by  persevering  diligence  in  study.  The 
Address  to  the  graduates  was  by  George  W.  Brown,  Esq.  It 
was  an  eloquent  production,  replete  with  counsel  and  instruc- 
tion. The  very  large  audience  in  attendance,  and  the  marked 
interest  which  was  manifested  in  the  entire  exercises  of  the  eve- 
ning, was  an  evidence  of  the  deep  hold  which  the  Institution 
has  upon  the  affections  of  the  community. 

The  Third  Annual  Commencement  of  the  Eastern  Female 
High  Shool,  was  held  at  the  same  place,  on  the  evening  of  Oc- 
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iber  26th,  when  twenty-three  young  ladies  who  had  completed 
their  education,  received  their  Diplomas  in  attestation  of  the 
fact.  The  compositions  of  the  graduates  gave  evidence  of  a  re- 
markable vigor  of  intellect,  chastened  by  intellectual  cultiva- 
tion, and  were  listened  to  with  profound  interest  by  a  large  and 
intelligent  audience.  E.  W.  Blanchard,  Esq.,  addressed  the 
graduates  in  a  chaste  and  appropriate  speech,  in  which  he  gave 
them  much  excellent  advice. 
f  The  important  relations  which  the  Female  High  Schools  sus- 
tain to  the  community,  in  fitting  woman  by  liberal  education, 
for  filling  with  dignity  and  ability  her  responsible  sphere  in 
social  life,  and  the  highly  beneficial  influence  which  they  exert 
upon  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools, — first,  by  affording 
the  opportunity  of  promotion  to  pupils  from  the  lower  Schools, 
and  secondly,  by  preparing  them  on  graduation  to  discharge 
the  functions  of  a  teacher,  render  them  objects  of  peculiar  in- 
terest to  the  community,  and  demand  for  them  the  generous 
support  of  the  City  authorities. 

As  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  Female  Grammar  Schools 
has  taken  a  higher  range  than  formerly,  the  restoration  of  the 
rule  requiring  all  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Female  High 
Schools,  to  be  at  least  twelve  years  of  age,  would  seem  to  be  im- 
peratively called  for  ;  if  the  qualification  was  extended  to  thir*- 
teen  years,  it  would  be  calculated  to  promote  the  interests  both 
of  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  of  the  High  Schools.  If  thirteen 
years  be  fixed  as  the  age  of  entrance,  the  pupil  could  be  tho- 
roughly prepared  in  the  Grammar  School,  to  enter  the  High 
School,  and  could  still  graduate  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  a  period 
sufficiently  early  for  a  young  lady  to  leave  school. 

We  deem  it  proper,  also,  to  suggest  to  the  future  Board,  the 
introduction  of  some  additional  studies  into  the  High  Schools. 
A  striking  characteristic  of  the  benevolence  and  refinement  of 
the  present  age,  is  the  effort  to  elevate  woman's  condition,  by 
affording  her  the  means  of  mental  improvement,  and  opening 
up  to  her  new  fields  of  profitable  industry.  This  is  a  subject  wor- 
thy of  the  consideration  of  the  political  economist  and  philan- 
thropist, as  it  will,  not  only  render  the  labor  of  woman's  hands 
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more  productive,  but  be  a  safeguard  of  virtue,  by  making  he 
independent #of  man  for  the  means  of  a  livelihood.  It  is  grati 
fying  therefore  to  witness  in  different  cities,  besides  female  Acad 
emies,  High  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  establishment  of  School 
of  Design,  for  the  instruction  of  females  in  the  Beautiful  Arts 
so  that  they  may  have  additional  and  more  profitable  employ 
ment,  instead  of  being  confined  to  the  labors  of  the  needle,  foi 
an  inadequate  and  precarious  support. 

The  natural  sensibilities  of  woman  fit  her,  in  an  eminent  de- 
gree, to  appreciate  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  in  art,  and  will, 
in  consequence,  ensure  proficiency  in  all  the  branches  of  artistic 
labor  which  require  taste  and  delicacy  in  execution  ;  and  wt 
may  therefore  expect  to  see,  in  a  few  years,  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  females  prosecuting,  with  advantage  to  themselves  and 
the  community,  the  arts  of  Drawing,  Painting,  Etching,  En- 
graving upon  Wood  and  Steel,  Lithography,  &c.  From  thes 
considerations,  the  Commissioners  would  suggest  to  the  future 
Board  the  propriety  of  extending  the  Department  of  Graphics 
in  the  Female  High  Schools,  by  the  introduction  of  Drawing 
and  Painting,  as  has  been  done  in  the  Central  High  School. 
The  effect  which  they  will  have,  in  improving  the  taste  and  re- 
fining the  heart,  will  more  than  justify  the  additional  expense, 
while  they  may  develop  genius  of  a  high  order,  that  might  oth- 
erwise have  never  been  called  into  exercise. 

The  study  of  the  Modern  Languages,  too,  though  not  of  the 
same  practical  utility  as  in  the  case  of  the  pupils  of  the  Central 
High  School,  destined  for  commercial  life,  would,  if  introduced 
into  the  Female  High  Schools,  insure  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  English  Grammar,  by  the  facilities  thus  afforded  by  philo- 
logical study,  for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  general  princi- 
ples of  Grammar.  With  great  advantage  to  the  pupils  of  these 
Schools,  the  study  of  the  Modern  Languages  might  form  a  part 
of  the  instruction  given  to  the  classes  of  the  second  and  third 
year. 

In  virtue  of  an  ordinance  passed  at  the  last  session,  the  School 
Commissioners  were  empowered  to  dispose  of  the  house  and  lot 
at  N.  E.  corner  of  Fayette  and  Green  Streets,  now  occupied  by 
Male  Grammar,  No.   1,  and  Male  Primary,  No.   3,  and  to  ap- 
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propriate  the  proceeds  to  the  erection  of  a  new  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Western  Female  High  School.  The  pro- 
perty was  duly  advertised  for  sale  by  the  Board,  but  as  yet  no 
suitable  offer  has  been  made  for  its  purchase.  The  present  ac- 
commodations of  the  School  are  insufficient,  and  the  noise  of  the 
vehicles  passing  along  Green  Street,  is  a  continual  interruption 
to  the  exercises  of  the  School.  The  Board  are  anxious  to  pro- 
vide suitable  accommodations  for  the  School  in  some  pleasant 
and  retired  neighborhood,  and  as  soon  as  the  property  referred 
to  can  be  sold,  will  lose  no  time  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Council  with  respect  to  the  new  building. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  report  the  continued  prosperity 
of  the  High  Schools  under  Faculties  of  Instruction,  both  able 
and  indefatigable  in  their  efforts  to  advance  the  pupils  under 
their  charge.  The  Eastern  Female  High  School  has  a  Faculty 
of  five  Instructors,  and  an  attendance  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-one  pupils,  being  an  increase  of  fifty  pupils  on  the  former 
year.  The  Western  Female  High  School  has  a  Faculty  of  five 
Instructors,  and  two  hundred  and  thirteen  pupils,  being  an  in- 
crease of  thirty-seven  pupils  above  the  number  of  the  former 
year.  For  more  detailed  accounts  of  these  interesting  institu- 
tions, we  refer  you  to  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Principals,  which 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 

NORMAL  CLASSES. 

The  crowning  excellence  of  any  system  of  public  school  edu- 
cation, is  the  instruction  and  direct  training  of  teachers,  for  the 
great  work  upon  which  they  are  to  be  employed.  Mere  scholastic 
attainments  will  not  suffice  for  them  ;  professional  knowledge 
must  be  superadded.  Those  who  intend  devoting  themselves  to 
the  business  of  instruction,  must  be  versed  not  only  in  the  theory, 
but  in  the  art  of  teaching,  before  they  can  become  skillful  edu- 
cators of  the  human  mind.  Then,  they  may  be  • -ready  to  com- 
municate,"  and  "apt  to  teach,' ?  hut  not  before.  The  Normal 
School,  which  is  specially  intended  to  prepare  teachers  for  their 
responsible  vocation,  is  an  indispensable  requisite  to  the  perfec- 
tion of  any  system  of  public  instruction,  and  we  trust  the  time 
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is  not  far  distant,  when  the  state  of  the  City  finances  will  justify 
the  Council  in  making  the  necessary  appropriation  to  establish 
an  institution  so  important,  in  its  results,  to  our  School  System. 

In  the  absence  of  such  a  school,  the  Board  authorised  some 
years  ago  the  formation  of  Normal  Classes,  for  the  instruction  of 
those  who  may  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  profession  of 
a  teacher.  These  classes  meet  on  the  Saturday  of  each  week,  in 
the  Eastern  and  Western  Female  High  Schools,  and  are  under 
the  care  of  two  of  our  most  accomplished  teachers.  Though 
limited  greatly  as  it  regards  both  time,  and  means  of  illustration, 
they  have  accomplished  much  for  the  good  of  the  schools,  by  the 
wholesome  instruction  which  they  have  given  to  the  members  of 
these  classes,  upon  subjects  connected  with  the  teacher's  calling. 
They  have  not  only  imparted  much  information  upon  the  subject 
matter,  but  also  upon  the  manner  of  teaching.  In  conducting 
the  exercises  of  these  classes,  they  often  give  place  to  the  pupils 
in  turn,  so  that  they  may  acquire  some  practical  experience  in 
the  art  of  teaching,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  their 
teachers. 

Considerable  advantage  results,  even  from  this  very  limited 
exercise, — enough  to  show  the  great  importance,  to  the  members 
of  the  Normal  Classes,  of  a  School  of  Practice,  in  which  they  could 
give  instruction  to  the  less  advanced  pupils.  This  feature  could 
be  incorporated  with  our  system  of  public  instruction,  at  present. 
without  any  additional  expense. 

The  Teacher  in  charge  of  the  Normal  Class  in  the  Eastern 
part  of  the  city,  is  also  the  Principal  of  a  Female  Grammar 
School,  and  the  Teacher  in  charge  of  the  Normal  Class  in  the 
Western  part  of  the  city,  is  in  like  manner  Principal  of  a  Female 
Grammar  School.  With  the  aid  of  a  first  assistant,  and  the 
services  of  members  of  the  Normal  Class,  they  could  conduct 
their  respective  schools  with  more  efficiency  and  advantage  to 
the  pupils  instructed,  and  at  less  expense  too,  than  at  present ; 
while  at  the  same  time,  they  would  be  fitting  the  Normal  Schol- 
ars to  enter  with  success  upon  their  full  educational  career. 
The  Normal  Classes  might  be  divided,  each,  into  four  sections, 
and  the  members  of  these    sections,   severally,  be  required  to 
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give  three  months'  service  in  the  schools,  in  instructing  the  less 
advanced  pupils,  not  only  in  classes,  but  individually  ;•  so  that 
each  year  there  would  be  trained  for  the  schools  a  corps  of  young 
teachers  sufficient  to  meet  the  usual  demand  for  them.  We 
would  commend  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  the  future  Board,  as 
one  worthy  of  its  thoughtful  consideration. 

NIGHT  SCHOOLS. 

The  relations  between  masters  and  apprentices,  being,  now, 
essentially  different  from  what  they  were  some  years  ago,  the  lat- 

•  ter  have  not  the  advatages  of  schooling  at  their  employers'  ex- 
pense, which  they  used  to  have,  and  hence,  in  many  cases, 
young  men  during  their  apprenticeship,  are  entirely  debarred 

-  from  the  privilege  of  attending  school,  during  the  hours  usu- 
ally devoted  to  labor.     The  children  of  many  of  the  poor,  too, 

|  are  engaged,  almost  from  infancy,  in  industrial  pursuits,  during 

the  day,  and  would  grow  up  without  any  education  whatever, 

if  some  provision  were  not  made  to  suit  their  peculiar  condition. 

To  meet  the  wants  of  this  interesting  class  of  our  communi- 

;'  ty,  the  Board  deemed  it  expedient  to  open  Night  Schools,  for 
the  reception  of  young  mechanics,  tradesmen,  and  others,  who 

,;  might  wish  to  devote  their  evenings  to  the  acquirement  of  such 

!  elementary  branches  of  learning  as  are  necessary  in  the  trans- 
action of  ordinary  business.  Arrangements  have  accordingly 
been  made  for  the  opening  of  Night  Schools,  in  Male  Grammar 
Schools,  Nos.  1,  3  and  4,  locations  convenient  to  the  different 
portions  of  the  city.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  action  in  a  mea- 
sure which  promises  so  much  advantage  to  a  very  deserving 
class  of  our  citizens,  will  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Council. 

THE   FLOATING  SCHOOL. 

The  subject  of  the  Floating  School,  for  the  education  of  boys 
destined  for  nautical  life,  which  was  duly  authorised  by  the 
Council,   at  its  last  session,  still  claims  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools. 
2  B 
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The  Committee  on  Commerce,  under  the  direction  of  the  for- 
mer, are  actively  engaged  in  collecting  money,  for  the  purchase 
of  a  ship  with  the  necessary  appurtenances,  and  we  indulge  the 
hope,  that  a  measure  so  important  to  the  community,  and  to 
our  commercial  marine,  will  be  speedily  carried  into  effect.  The 
history  of  the  different  Floating  Schools  in  Europe  authorises 
the  expectation  of  the  most  beneficial  results  from  the  systema- 
tic, literary,  and  professional  education  of  those  who  intend  to 
follow  the  occupation  of  a  sailor. 

NEW  SCHOOL  HOUSES  AND  NEW  SCHOOLS. 

On  the  1st  day  of  March,  Male  and  Female  Grammar  School 
No.  14,  were  organized  in  the  new  building  on  the  corner  of 
Gough  and  Stiles  streets.  Mr.  Wm,  A.  Rippey  was  elected 
Principal  of  the  Male,  and  Miss  Margaret  E.  Borland  Princi- 
pal of  the  Female  department.  The  Male  Grammar  School 
now  numbers  one  hundred  and  eight  scholars.  The  Female 
Grammar  School  numbers  one  hundred  and  two. 

In  the  month  of  June,  the  Primary  School  No.  19,  located 
at  the  Seamens'  Bethel,  Alice  Anna  street,  was  removed  to  Pri- 
mary school  house,  No.  6,  and  now  occupies  the  second  story  of 
that  building,  and  is  known  by  the  title  of  Male  Primary,  No.  6. 

On  the  1st  of  September,  the  male  and  female  scholars  con- 
stituting Female  Primary,  No.  11,  occupying  the  house  in 
Franklin  Street,  were  divided  so  as  to  form  two  Schools,  a  Male 
and  Female.  Miss  Catharine  C.  Kurtz  was  elected  Principal 
of  the  Male  School,  and  Miss  Adelaide  Hall  was  continued  as 
Principal  of  the  Female  School.  Both  Schools  now  occupy  the 
new  building  corner  of  Schroeder  and  Paca  Streets.  The  build- 
ing on  Franklin  Street,  agreeably  to  ordinance  No.  6,  of  the 
last  session  of  the  City  Council,  was  sold  for  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

In  the  month  of  September,  Male  Primary  School  No.  15, 
was  organized  in  the  building  located  on  the  corner  of  Light 
and  Poultney  Streets,  under  Miss  Sarah  A.  Sewall,  as  Princi- 
pal. It  numbers  at  present  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  pu- 
pils. 
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|  A  new  Primary  School  has  been  formed  of  the  Primary  Scholars 
that  belonged  to  Male  and  Female  Grammar,  No.  7,  and  will  be 
known  as  Female  Primary,  No.  19.  By  this  division,  the 
Grammar  School  will  contain  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
scholars  ;  the  Primary,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one.  Miss  Ke- 
becca  E.  Horton  has  been  elected  Principal  "of  the  Primary 
School,  which  will  open  on  the  second  day  of  January. 

In  the  month  of  July,  the  Board  made  a  contract  with  Mr. 
Wm.  H.  Harman,  for  the  erection  of  a  building  upon  the  lot  on 
Hollins  Street,  east  of  Shroeder.  The  building  is  now  finished, 
and  will  be  occupied  on  the  second  day  of  January,  by  Prima- 
ry Schools  Nos.  10  and  18,  under  the  title  of  Male  and  Female 
Primary  School,  No.  10.  The  cost  of  the  building  was  three 
thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars;  of  the  furniture, 
3ight  hundred  dollars.  The  ground  rent  on  the  lot  is  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum. 

In  the  month  of  August  the  Board  contracted  with  Mr.  Isaac 
Bull  for  the  building  of  a  Primary  School  on  the  lot  on  Caro- 
line Street,  for  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
The  furniture  for  the  School  will  cost  eight  hundred  dollars. 
This  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  the  latter  part  of 
January,  and  is  designed  for  Primary  School^No.  24. 

On  account  of  its  decayed  state,  we  found  it  necessary  to  put 
i  new  floor  in  Male  Grammar  School,  No.  3.  We  deemed  it 
ilso  advisable  to  make  a  different  arrangement  of  the  room,  by 
which  the  building  now  accommodates  not  only  Male  Grammar 
School,  No.  3,  but  also  Male  Primary  No.  7,  thus  saving  the 
rent  of  the  latter  one  school,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

By  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  Board  purchased  the 
Jefferson  Street  Chapel,  for  the  accommodation  of  Male  and 
Female  Primary,  No.  27.  The  price  paid  for  the  property 
was  one  thousand  dollars.  They  purchased  also  a  lot  of  ten 
:'eet,  six  inches,  for  an  addition  to  the  yard,  at  a  cost  of  about 
,hree  hundred  and  sixty  dollars. 

j  During  the  year,  a  building  was  rented  at  the  corner  of  Bond 
;,nd  Chew  Streets,  for  the  accommodation  of  Primary  School, 
>To.  17.     It  is  well  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  School. 
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ADDITIONAL   SCHOOLS,   ALTERATIONS,   &c. 

For  the  better  accommodation  of  Schools  now  established,  and 
for  the  convenience  of  citizens  in  different  sections  of  the  city, 
the  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  present 
wants  of  the  Schools  in  the  following  Wards  : 

Sixth  Ward. — Male  Primary  School,  No.  5,  and  Female  Pri- 
mary, No.  3,  both  in  this  Ward,  are  without  suitable  accommo- 
dations. They  are  in  rented  houses,  which  have  no  yards,  and 
are  without  other  proper  conveniences.  The  Board  would  re- 
spectfully ask  for  permission  to  lease  a  lot,  and  for  an  appropri- 
ation of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  building  and  necessary 
furniture  for  these  Schools. 

Seventh  Ward. — The  uncomfortable  condition  of  Female  Pri- 
mary School,  No.  16,  requires  that  other  accommodations  should 
be  provided  for  it.  As  there  is  sufficient  room  for  a  good  build- 
ing on  the  rear  of  the  lot,  belonging  to  the  Eastern  Female 
High  School,  the  Board  would  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  four 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  which  to  erect  a  building 
on  the  above  lot,  and  procure  the  necessary  furniture.  No.  16, 
and  an  additional  Primary  School  could  be  accommodated  in  it. 

The  Board  would  also  ask  an  appropriation  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars,  to  put  an  additional  story  upon  the  house  pur- 
chased in  Jefferson  Street,  and  provide  suitable  furniture.  The 
building  then  will  accommodate  both  a  Male  and  Female  Pri- 
mary School. 

Eighth  Ward. — Authorised  by  the  Council,  Kesolution  No. 
217,  Session  1853,  to  build  a  house  upon  the  lot  leased  on  Hil- 
len  Street,  the  Board  has  included  the  amount,  five  thousand 
dollars,  in  the  estimate  for  the  coming  year. 

They  would  also  recommend  the  sale  of  the  house  and  lot  of 
Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools,  No.  5.  The  location  is 
inconvenient,  noisy  and  dangerous,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
property  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  provide  good  accom- 
modations for  the  Schools,  in  a  retired  and  pleasant  neighbor- 
hood.    We  extract  the  following  remarks  from  a  former  report: 

"Since  the  house  was  built,  which  was  in  the  year  1840,  the 
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lines  connecting  the  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  with  the  Bal- 
timore and  Susquehanna  Bail-road,  has  been  laid  in  Monument 
street,  and  a  forwarding  house  established  with  a  switch  from 
the  road,  which  not  only  interfere  with  the  convenience  of  the 
location,  but  also  render  it  dangerous  for  the  passage  of  the 
children  to  and  from  school.  In  addition  to  this,  perhaps  a 
still  greater  annoyance  is  produced  by  the  noise  and  bustle  of 
the  foundry  and  stone-cutting  establishments  that  have  been 
erected  in  the  immediate  vicinity — in  fact,  upon  the  same  square, 
and  within  about  one  hundred  feet  of  the  school.  The  noise 
produced  by  the  passing  off  of  steam,  the  blasts  of  furnaces, 
the  hammering  of  hollow  iron-work  in  the  manufacture  of 
steam  boilers,  and  the  stone  sawing  and  cutting,  constitute  an 
.  insurmountable  impediment  to  the  successful  pursuit  of  study." 
Ninth  Ward. — Primary  School  No.  23,  in  this  Ward,  is  still 
in  the  uncomfortable  rooms  on  Centre  Market  Space.  The 
,  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  Mr.  Whyte's  property  on 
1  Frederick  Street,  for  its  use,  but  the  Board  thought  the  expense 
too  great  for  a  School  of  its  size.  They  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Council,  to  determine  what  is  best  in  the  premises. 

Eleventh  Ward. — This  Ward  is  without  any  Public  School. 
The  Board  would  ask  permission  to  lease  a  lot  for  a  Male  and  Fe- 
male Grammar  School,  near  the  intersection  of  Charles  and 
Chase  Streets.  Or,  as  the  city  owns  a  good  deal  of  ground  in 
that  neighborhood,  the  Council  might  appropriate  a  suitable 
jlot  for  the  above  purpose. 

Fifteenth  Ward. — The  condition  of  Female  Primary  School 
No.  13,  requires  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Council.  The 
jBoard  would  respectfully  ask  for  permission  to  lease  a  lot, 
liand  for  an  appropriation  of  about  forty-five  hundred  dollars, 
| for  the  building  and  furniture.  A  part  of  the  City  lot  on  the 
[■corner  of  Charles  and  Camden  Streets,  might  be  appropriated 
for  its  use. 

Twentieth  Ward. — The  Council  by  Kesolution  No.  180,  of  the 
session  of  1853,  authorised  the  location  of  a  building  on  the  lot 
pleased  on  Eutaw  Street,  near  Preston,  and  we  have  accordingly 
ncluded  it  in  the  estimate  for  the  year  1856. 
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CHANGES  OF  THE  TEACHERS. 

The  number  of  changes  that  have  taken  place  among  the 
teachers,  during  the  past  year,  are  in  all  seventy-four,  of  which 
number,  fourteen  were  by  resignation;  nine,  by  transfer  to  sim- 
ilar positions  in  other  Schools  ;  and  fifty-one  by  new  elections. 

Of  the  changes  by  election,  thirty-nine  were  to  fill  vacancies, 
and  twelve  were  additional  teachers.

RECEIPTS   AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  exhibits  an  account  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  during  the  year.  The  expenditures  for 
all  purposes  amount  to  $124,012,09.  This  includes  part  pay- 
ment on  two  school  houses  that  were  built  in  1854,  and  two 
that  were  erected  the  present  year,  beside  the  alterations  and 
repairs  of  the  buildings  occupied  by  Male  Gammar  School  No. 
3,  and  the  building  on  Anne  street,  occupied  by  Male  and  Female 
Primary  School,  No.  6.  The  receipts  from  the  City  Register 
amount  to  §100,058,95,  which  is  considerably  less  than  was  es- 
timated to  be  provided  by  the  City  Council ;  after  deducting  from 
the  estimate,  a  number  of  School  Houses,  the  building  of  which 
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it  was  deemed  proper  to  postpone.  Keceipts  from  tuition,  &c, 
make  the  aggregate  $122,961.30. 

Notwithstanding  the  embarrassments  in  money  affairs,  which 
prevailed  through  almost  the  entire  year,  the  receipts  for  tuition 
were  over  a  thousand  dollars  above  those  of  the  past  or  any  pre- 
vious year.  This  result  has  produced  a  very  agreeable  disap- 
pointment to  the  Board,  inasmuch  as  it  was  confidently  antici- 
pated, from  the  great  number  of  free  certificates  that  Avere  given 
out  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  that  the  tuition  receipts 
would  fall  off  considerably. 

The  Board  has  experienced  more  than  usual  difficulty,  during 
the  last  few  months  of  the  year,  in  not  having  funds  to  meet  its 
engagements  as  promptly  as  was  desired.  The  indebtedness  is 
principally  to  mechanics  and  others,  who  are  not  able  to  wait 
for  the  amounts  they  have  earned,  and  are  embarrassed  by  the 
delayed  payment  of  their  accounts;  and  these  accounts  generally 
being  small,  and  numerous,  their  protracted  postponement,  is 
both  troublesome  and  unpleasant. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  the  commission  with  which 
they  have  been  charged,  the  Board  have  acted  under  a  sense  of 
the  high  responsibility  of  their  trust,  and  in  the  administration 
of  their  fiscal  affairs,  have  sought  to  practice  a  prudent  economy. 
On  a  review  of  the  labors  of  the  year  and  their  results,  it  is  gra- 
tifying to  know  that  the  Schools,  under  their  management,  have 
increased  both  in  numbers  and  in  revenue,  and  to  believe,  also, 
that  owing  to  some  salutary  changes  which  have  been  effected, 
they  have  made  substantial  progress  towards  a  state  of  perfec- 
tion. 

It  remains  with  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  by  your  foster- 
ing care,  to  cherish  and  sustain  them,  and  to  provide  means  to 
continue  and  extend  the  blessings  of  public  instruction  to  all 
classes  of  our  citizens.  We  commend  to  your  liberal  support 
our  public  Schools,  with  the  conviction  that  their  importance 
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cannot  be  overrated.  Other  subjects  of  legislation  of  high  in- 
terest, affecting  the  revenue,  trade,  and  general  prosperity  of 
our  populous  and  growing  city,  will  claim  your  attention  during 
the  session,  but  none  are  paramount  to  this.  The  true  wealth 
of  a  nation,  does  not  consist  in  the  productions  of  a  crowded  mart 
or  in  treasures  of  gold ;  its  true  glory  does  not  consist  in 
works  of  art,  or  monuments  to  human  greatness  ;  its  strongest 
security  is  not  in  fleets,  and  armies,  and  fortifications  ;  its  true 
wealth,  its  highest  glory,  its  most  enduring  defence,  is  in  the 
intelligence  and  virtue,  the  industry,  frugality  and  unity  of  its 
citizens.  Foster,  then,  our  public  seminaries  of  learning,  as  the 
best  means  of  private  happiness  and  public  welfare,  and  the 
strongest  safeguards  of  republican  institutions  ;  extend  their  pri- 
vileges to  all  orders  of  society,  "  that  our  sons  maybe  as  plants 
grown  up  in  their  youth  ;  that  our  daughters  may  be  as  corner- 
stones, polished  after  the  similitude  of  a  palace."

Messrs.  Col.  James  C.  Ninde,  Joshua  H.  Hynes,  James  H.  Stone, 
Charles  W.  Ridgely,  and  Nathan  C.  Brooks,  Esqrs.: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  on  the  High  School  : 

In  presenting  to  you  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
High  School,  being  the  second  since  my  connection  with  the 
Institution,  it  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  inform  you  of  the 
nourishing  condition  of  the  High  School,  and  to  hear  testimony 
to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  this  Institution,  since 
under  your  administration. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  several  essential  changes  in 
our  corps  of  Instructors,  as  well  as  in  the  arrangement  of  the 
exercises,  more  particularly  with  a  view  to  such  a  classification 
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of  the  pupils  as  would  meet  the  degree  of  attainment  of  each. — 
This  classification  has  been  made  upon  the  principle  of  equality 
of  attainment. 

During  the  current  year,  Dr.  Freitag,  Professor  of  German, 
tendered  his  resignation.  The  vacancy  occasioned  by  such  resig- 
nation was  immediately  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Peter 
Unger,  formerly  Director  of  the  Progymnasium  of  Furth,  Ger- 
many. In  the  selection  of  this  gentleman  to  that  Department 
the  Board  have  evinced  a  great  degree  of  discretion  ;  he  is  found 
to  be  a  faithful  and  proficient  teacher.  The  German  Depart- 
ment under  Prof.  Unger,  assisted  by  Mr.  Wentz,  has  assumed  a 
new  character  in  our  High  School. 

The  two  Departments  of  Physiology  and  Natural  Science 
have  been  condensed  into  one,  with  great  advantage  to  the  pu- 
pils, and  at  the  same  time  a  saving  of  a  small  amount  of  the 
Public  Funds.  Each  class  in  the  High  School  now  enjoys  the 
privilege  of  one  recitation  in  Physiology.  Text  Books  are  used, 
subjects  are  illustrated  by  Diagrams,  and  the  Anatomical  Struc- 
ture of  the  human  body  is  carefully  explained  from  a  full  sized 
Model  from  Paris.  There  have,  also,  been  imported  from  France, 
for  the  use  of  the  classes,  a  Model  of  the  Larynx,  and  Trachea, 
and  a  Model  of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

The  High  School  embraces  in  its  course,  those  Branches  of 

Study  which  can  be  more  profitably  pursued  here,  than  in  schools 

|  of  a  lower  grade,  inasmuch  as  our  pupils  are  gathered  from  the 

!  different  Grammar  Schools,  and  are  equally  advanced  in  their 

studies. 

This  Institution  must  make  a  substantial,  finished  education, 
common  in  the  highest  sense  of  the  word.  It  must  be  common, 
because  it  is  good  enough  for  the  best,  and  cheap  enough  for 
the  poorest  citizen.  Should  this  school  fail  to  meet  the  wants 
of  all  citizens,  it  would  seem  like  a  farce  to  call  it  a  Public 
High  School. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  is  committed  the  charge  of  so  elevating, 
by  your  co-operation  and  wise  administration,  this  school,  as  to 
meet  and  anticipate  the  wants  of  all  classes  of  persons. 

NECESSITY  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  time  which  would  be  devoted  by  the  Grammar  School 
teaohers  to  the  more  advanced  scholars  may  be  spent  in  impart- 
ing healthy  instruction  to  children  in  the  elementary  branches 
of  education.  A  pupil  who  is  advanced,  demands  more  atten- 
tion'from  his  teacher,  so  far  as  actual  instruction  is  concerned, 
than  the  pupil  who  is  merely  beginning  to  learn.  The  moral 
effect  upon  the  children,  who  are  never  slow  to  detect  a  want  of 
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attention  in  their  preceptor,  will  be  felt  beyond  calculation. — 
The  teachers  of  your  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools,  when  re- 
lieved of  their  more  advanced  pupils,  are  able  more  effectu- 
ally to  stimulate  the  children  placed  under  their  charge.  Your 
High  School  completes  the  system  of  instruction  by  making 
suitable  provision  for  the  elder  and  more  advanced  pupils,  and 
by  admitting  of  modes  of  instruction  which  cannot  be  intro- 
duced into  the  lower  order  of  schools.  More  advanced  pupils, 
especially  in  the  Mathematics,  require  patient  application, 
which  cannot  be  secured  but  with  great  difficulty,  where  are 
mingled  pupils  of  different  degrees  of  attainments,  amid  a  mul- 
tiplicity of  distracting  circumstances,  exercises  and  movements. 
You  thus  equalize  the  opportunities  of  a  good  education ;  the 
avenues  to  a  complete  course  of  instruction  are  thus  opened  to 
all.  The  rich  and  the  poor  here  sit  side  by  side,  and  drink  at 
the  same  inexhaustible  fountain  of  knowledge — the  child  of  one 
section  of  your  City  here,  has  the  same  opportunity  for  advancing 
himself  as  of  another.  How  many  a  home  in  some  retired 
street  is  made  radiant  with  the  flashes  of  a  pupil  who  is  just 
catching  some  new  phase  of  thought!  How  many  of  your 
abodes  of  ignorance  have  been  converted  into  arenas  where  will 
be  acted  scenes,  and  evolved  thoughts,  which  will  tell  with  em- 
phasis upon  generations  yet  unborn  ! 

The  isolation  and  estrangement  wdiich  prevail  in  dividing 
and  subdividing  the  community  into  classes,  which,  if  not  hos- 
tile to  each  other,  are  strangers,  will  give  place  to  the  individual 
friendship  begun  and  augmented  in  the  school  room.  Your 
School  has  thus  become  a  Bond  of  Union,  a  channel  of  sympa- 
thy, a  spring  of  healthy  influence,  and  a  stimulus  to  the  whole 
community.  Here  will  sit  together  the  children  of  those  fami- 
lies who  differ  from  each  other  because  of  some  arbitrary  dis- 
tinction, which  divides  and  distracts  society,  perhaps  of  educa- 
tion, of  means,  or  of  extraction.  Here  is  no  distinction — we 
are  all  recognized  as  of  the  same  family,  each  as  the  offspring 
of  the  same  ancestry,  each  bearing  about  us  the  mark  of  G-od's 
displeasure,  with  a  mind  and  soul  influenced  by  the  circum- 
stances under  which  we  exist,  yet  susceptible  of  improvement  to 
the  same  and  almost  infinite  extent. 

Here  together  will  spring  from  the  same  common  source 
your  intellectual  taste,  your  inventive  genius,  your  productive 
skill,  your  heaven-born  benevolence,  each  in  their  position  pro- 
mising an  abundant  harvest,  each  contributing  in  their  measure 
to  the  elevation  and  blessing  of  every  moral  and  religious  enter- 
prize  which  has  for  its  end  the  ameliorating  of  the  condition  of 
our  race.     Your  Central  High  School  is  therefore  inseparable 
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'  from  the  existence  of  Public  Instruction.     It  grew  out  of  the 
.  necessities  of  the  case,  viz :  First.  The  affording  a  more  extended 
course  of  education  to  children  taught  in  the  Public  Schools. — 
Secondly.  The  gathering  into  one  Institution  the  children  of 
equal  attainments  from  the  different  schools,  where  proper  at- 
tention  can  be  given  to  their  wants  without  allowing  the  other 
.  pupils  to  suffer.     Thirdly.  The  blending  of  interests,  the  break- 
ing down  those  barriers  which  the  distracting  elements  of  socie- 
ty are  calculated  to  raise  against  the  symmetrical  development 
c  of  the  social  compact.     Fourthly.  The  meeting  the  wants  of 
.  the  entire  community,  rich  and  poor,  high  or  low.     This  Insti- 
tution,  Gentlemen  of  the   Committee,  as  your  common   glory 
and  common  interest,  must  enjoy  ample  accommodations,  able 
Instructors,  and  liberal  sujmort. 

EXERCISES. 

In  order  to  a  proper  cultivation  of  youth,  we  must  have  en- 
larged views  of  what  man  is.  The  creature  of  a  day,  possessing 
:  a  three-fold  nature — Physical,  Mental  and  Moral — to  be  educated 
'for  his  mission  here  as  well  as  for  eternity. 

Our  body  is  an  integral  part  of  ourselves — it  is  this  which  links 
us  to  the  world  which  surrounds  us. 

The  elements  are  made  subservient  to  our  wants.  Earth,  air, 
fire,  water — all  nature  is  pressed  into  our  service.  From  all  we 
see,  hear,  touch,  taste,  smell,  we  learn.  Unlike  the  tree  plant- 
ed in  the  soil,  which  developes  by  the  action  of  light,  heat,  air, 
&c,  while  we  are  affected  by  external  causes,  we  possess  also  a 
human  agency,  a  human  will,  and  human  responsibility. — 
Our  bodies  are  fearfully  and  wonderfully  made,  finding  an  abun- 
dance in  Nature  to  meet  all  our  various  wants  and  necessities; 
yet  in  order  to  the  making  of  Nature  subservient  to  these  wants 
attention  is  required.  Why  so  many  cripples — so  many  hypo- 
'jchondriacs,  and  diseased  bodies?  The  answer  is  found  in  the 
'neglect  of  parents  or  teachers,  whose  professed  vocation  is  to 
educate  not  merely  the  mind,  but  also  the  body.,  Through 
thoughtlessness,  dissipation,  profligacy,  over-anxiety,  intense 
study  at  the  expense  of  healthy  exercise,  neglect  of  diet,  how 
often  is  our  strength  impaired  ;  our  powers  burdened  beyond 
their  capacity !  How  often  does  the  pallid  cheek,  the  tottering 
step,  the  treniDling  hand,  give  indications  of  an  abused  and 
neglected  nature ! 

Due  regard  is  given  to  the  development  of  our  bodies,  by  the 
Professors  of  the  High  School. 

Man,  intellectually  considered,  is   that  with  which   we  as 

3  C 
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teachers  have  more  particularly  to  do.  How  extraordinary  and 
surprising  is  this  mental  structure  which  resides  within  a  frame 
so  beautifully  and  curiously  wrought !  Here  are  fountains  of 
thought,  of  ratiocination,  of  reason,  of  imagination,  of  piety, 
of  genius,  of  all  that  cheers  and  delights  mankind. 

With  the  teacher  is  it  left  to  arouse,  to  enervate,  to  moderate 
and'stimulate  the  youthful  mind.  The  ultimate  tendency  of  all 
educational  developement  is  the  perfection,  so  far  as  practicable, 
of  our  race.  The  mind  is  susceptible  of  almost  an  unlimited 
degree  of  expansion.  Its  resources  are  inexhaustible,  all  things 
without  and  within  are  made  subservient  to  this  highest  part  of 
man's  nature  ;  not  merely  the  present,  but  the  accumulated 
experience  of  the  past,  affords  it  criteria  and  materials  upon 
which  to  act. 

This  is  the  material,  if  I  may  speak  paradoxically,  upon 
which  the  teacher  acts;  its  first  attribute  is  immortality. 

The  man  that  is  adequate  to  the  task  of  cultivating,  of  ex- 
panding, of  energizing  this  must  feel  well,  how  elevating,  how 
ennobling  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged !  The  morals  also 
of  the  pupils  are  jealously  guarded. 

Our  inquiry  and  work  as  teachers  is  to  make  for  the  State  the 
best  citizens.  Political  creeds,  social  theories  and  private  pre- 
judices are  not  inculcated.  Our  aim  is  to  secure  for  the  Com- 
monwealth, men  pure  of  heart,  healthy  in  body,  strong  in 
mind,  wise  as  rulers  and  obedient  as  citizens. 

DEPARTMENTS. 

During  the  present  year  a  radical  change  has  been  made  in 
several  of  the  Departments  of  Instruction  in  the  High  School. 

From  the  Mathematical  Department  have  been  taken  all  of 
the  Kudimental  Mathematics,  consisting  of  Arithmetic,  Algebra 
and  Geometry.  These  have  been  organized  into  a  distinct  De- 
partment, of  which  Mr.  Elliott  is  the  Instructor.  Formerly 
the  Higher  and  Kudimental  Mathematics  were  distributed  indis- 
criminately between  Dr.  Mclntire  and  Mr.  Elliott. 

The  higher  branches  of  Mathematics  are  now  taught  exclu- 
sively by  Prof.  Mclntire,  whilst  the  Kudimental  are  confined  to 
Mr.  Elliott.  Under  this  arrangement  each  Professor  is  respon- 
sible for  the  degree  of  efficiency  of  the  pupils  imder  his  instruc- 
tion. In  his  preparations  at  home  for  his  classes  his  thoughts 
are  not  to  be  engrossed  by  a  multiplicity  of  subjects,  but  merely 
with  such  studies  as  are  correlative  to  his  respective  department. 

Thus  interest,  energy,  vivacity  can  be  thrown  by  the  Profes- 
sor into  his  exercises  before  his  classes.     That  man  who  sees 
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merely  the  dry  details  of  rules,  tables  and  problems,  without 
ascending  to  the  contemplation  of  those  wonders  of  the  Universe 
which  Mathematics  applied  can  reveal,  is  a  poor  instructor. — 
The  stereotyped  process  of  hammering  and  thrusting  into  a  boy 
whatever  he  learns,  is  discountenanced  ;  while  he  is  compelled, 
he  is  at  the  same  time  allured  to  exert  his  efforts. 

Into  all  of  the  Departments,  vigor,  energy,  vitality  is  thrown. 
It  is  our  policy  as  a  corps  of  Instructors,  to  sympathize  and  co- 
operate with,  and  to  stimulate  each  other;  it  is  our  aim  as  a 
body  of  teachers,  aware  of  the  responsible  trust,  to  educate  the 
pupils  committed  to  our  charge  to  the  greatest  extent  which  our 
time  and  facilities  will  allow.  The  various  phases  under  which 
the  peculiar  traits  of  a  boy's  character  are  developed,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  course  materially  modify  the  course  we  adopt.  The  tastes, 
aims,  habits,  peculiarities,  mental,  moral  or  physical,  of  all  pu- 
pils are  consulted  and  met. 

Allow  me,  Gentlemen,  in  conclusion,  to  bear  unequivocal  tes- 
timony to  the  faithfulness  of  my  colleagues,  the  Professors  and 
Teachers  of  the  High  School. 

With  zeal  and  energy  have  they  discharged  the  duties  de- 
volved upon  them,  actuated  by  the  same  laudable  motives. — 
Unity  of  purpose  and  harmony  of  action  have  characterized  all 
of  their  efforts ;  they  have  co-operated  as  co-laborers  with  me  in 
carrying  out  the  ends  for  which  this  Institution  was  founded. 

The  past  warrants  us  in  saying  that  they  have  pledged  them- 
selves by  all  they  as  men,  as  teachers,  and  as  responsible  gen- 
tlemen hold  dear,  to  further  the  ends  of  Education  and  to  co- 
operate with  you  in  whatever  measures  you  shall  adopt  for  the 
unprecedented  advancement  of  this  Institution. 


NECESSITY  FOR  A  NEW  HIGH   SCHOOL  BUILDING. 


A  matter,  Gentlemen,  which  demands  your  most  urgent  at- 
tention, is  that  of  a  new  High  School  Building.  Among  the 
'reasons  why  we  should  have  a  new  building,  we  may  enumerate 
the  following : 

First.  The  want  of  accommodations  for  the  pupils.  The 
number  of  pupils  now  in  the  High  School  is  two  hundred  and 
thirty.  There  is  but  one  room  in  the  entire  building  which  is 
sufficiently  capacious  to  accommodate  desks  for  a  class  of  thirty 
pupils.  The  consequence  is,  that  pupils  instead  of  being  seated 
at  desks,  as  they  should,  are  huddled  together  in  a  small  crowd- 
ed room. 

No  one  can  see  this  unless  he  would  pronounce  it  at  once  as 
deleterious  to  the  health,  as  well  as  inconvenient  for  the  pupils 
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to  work,  and  uncomfortable  for  him  thus  to  be  seated.  We  hav 
not,  nor  can  we  have  any  room  in  the  building  for  the  Professo; 
of  t> rawing.  Instead  of  having  desks  suitable  to  his  purpose1 
he  is  compelled  to  put  up  with  just  such  accommodations  as  cat 
be  afforded  him. 

Second.  The  locality.  This  building  was  purchased  whe. 
the  Schools  were  comparatively  in  their  infancy;  it  was  not  ther 
deemed  desirable,  but  the  best  that  could  be  secured  at  tin 
time.  Its  location  is  just  upon  the  thoroughfare  of  the  Northerr 
Central  Railroad  and  the  wharf,  in  the  centre  of  the  business 
part  of  this  great  City.  The  din  and  confusion  of  business,  tin 
noise  of  carts  and  drays,  the  shaking  and  jostling  of  loadec 
wagons  and  vehicles,  the  rattling  of  omnjbusses  and  a  counties; 
number  of  distracting  circumstances  seem  to  render  it  utterll 
unfitted  for  the  place  where  young  men  are  to  be  educated. - 
Their  minds  are  incessantly  diverted  by  these  outside  influence, 
and  disturbances.  The  noise  is  frequently  so  intolerable  thai 
Professors  are  compelled  to  suspend  the  exercises  for  several  mo 
ments  until  the  noise  subsides. 

It  was  at  one  time  thought  to  be  imperative  upon  us  to  appl; 
to  the  City  Commissioner  to  have  ropes  extended  across  tin 
street  during  the  six  hours  of  our  school  session,  when  it  waj; 
remembered  that  Fayette  Street  was  opened  at  an  expense  oi 
some  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  to  the  city  for  the  accommo; 
dation  of  mercantile  interests.  A  second  remedy  was  suggest! 
ed — that  of  tanning  the  streets.  An  inquiry  as  to  the  expedii 
ency  of  this  was  made,  when  in  addition  to  the  expense  of  keep* 
ing  them  covered  with  tan  being  great,  it  was  found  to  be  deti 
rimental  to  the  health  of  the  adjacent  portion  of  the  City. 

Gentlemen  need  only  be  in  the  High  School  building  for  tin 
space  of  one  hour  of  a  day,  when  the  streets  are  active  with  til 
business  of  the  City,  to  be  convinced  of  the  annoyance  whicl 
amounts  to  a  confusion  and  almost  incessant  interruption  of  thj 
exercises  in  the  High  School.  The  building  for  the  High  School; 
should  be  located  so  as  to  be  exempt  from  all  such  distracting 
circumstances.  A  pupil  is  here  taught  to  instruct  himself,  bui 
how  can  he  while  his  mind  is  diverted  by  things  around  him?  J; 

Let  us  have  a  building  worthy  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  tin 
third  city  for  population  and  the  fourth  in  point  of  taxable  basii 
of  this  great  country — such  as  will  be  not  merely  imposing  nil 
its  appearance,  but  located  where  its  surrounding  circumstance*; 
will  contribute  to  its  tranquillity,  capacious  enough  to  accommoJ 
date  its  pupils  and  Professors  in  a  manner  worthy  of  a  subject 
of  such  import. 

The  stranger  will  be  invited  thus  to  visit  not  merely  the  Asy-f 
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uni  of  the  Blind  ;  the  House  of  Refuge,  where  is  shut  up  the 
'outhful  culprit,  promising  his  reformation;  the  Prison,  where 
,re  confined  those  who  have  given  loose  reins  to  their  wicked 
>assions,  whose  early  training  had  "been  neglected  or  abused; 
mt  will  be  invited  to  your  High  School,  where  is  imparted  a 
vholesorne  education  to  all  of  those  who  may  desire  such — the 
nalienable  inheritance  of  all  those  whose  aspirations  are  for  this 
irecious  legacy,  no  matter  how  untoward  may  be  their  circum- 
tances — the  pride  and  common  institution  of  all  classes  and 
onditions  of  persons. 

One  great  difficulty,  no  doubt,  which  would  rest  upon  the 
ninds  of  the  Committee,  would  be  in  reference  to  the  expense 
o  be  incurred.  This  when  urged,  Gentlemen,  under  peculiar 
ircumstances,  ought  to  have  its  weight.  It  is  said  by  some,  let 
is  wait  until  the  City  is  relieved  of  the  burden  under  which  it 
iow  rests.  The  City  is  now  groaning  under  a  load  of  taxation. 
ATith  a  view  to  bring  the  "Western  trade  into  our  midst,  the  City 
s  involved  largely  in  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad.  There  is 
he  City  Hall  to  be  built,  a  new  Jail  to  be  .erected ;  there  will  be 
he  introducing  of  water  from  the  Gunpowder  Falls,  and  how 
nany  things  may  we  not  anticipate?  This  policy  of  waiting, 
•f  procrastinating,  for  fear  of  incurring  the  small  expense  ad- 
litional  to  the  City  as  will  be  required  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
ligh  School  Building,  is  far  from  the  true  one,  when  so  much 
'arger  interests  are  at  stake.  In  the  minds  of  the  children  is  the 
vealth  of  your  City;  it  is  not  in  hoarded  wealth ;  it  is  not  in  mer- 
cantile commodities  and  industry;  or  railroads  or  any  thing  of 
uch  character ;  it  is  in  the  hidden  recesses  of  our  undeveloped 
ntellectual  resources. 

When  you  have  pledged  yourselves  to  guard  well  with  jealous 
land  the  interests  which  have  been  committed  to  your  charge, 
Vill  you  allow  this  legacy  which  has  been  handed  down  to  you, 
b  be  transmitted  to  a  future  generation,  contaminated,  neglected? 
I  In  your  hands  is  placed  the  wealth,  the  prospects  of  your  City 
h-will  you  allow  it  to  suffer?  An  educated  people  is  an  expo- 
tent  of  the  Model  Republic — guard  well  their  interests.  If  this 
>e  neglected,  then  will  it  be  necessary  to  augment  your  Police 
orce,  expend  your  public  funds  on  erecting  prisons,  &c.  If 
his  be  neglected,  how  loud  will  be  the  demand  for  increased 
unitary  and  police  arrangement^.  Make  large  preparation  for 
ducating  every  child  in  the  city;  make  it  a  criminal  offence  for 
hildren  not  to  attend  school  of  some  character ;  compel  all  to 
ome  into  the  school  house  and  develope  that  germ,  where  lies 
oncealed  the  hope  of  your  country. 
Let  us  then  not  wait  until  the  City  is  relieved  of  the  expense 
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to  be  incurred  in  building  the  Jail  and  City  Hall,  or  until  she 
reaps  some  benefit  from  her  interest  in  railroads,  &c.  The  en- 
hancement of  the  value  of  your  property  by  being  the  terminus 
of  great  public  works,  warrants  any  tax  which  a  judicious  mu- 
nicipal authority  shall  impose  upon  the  city. 

What  do  we  find  in  sister  cities,  saying  nothing  of  New  York, 
where  are  invested  $137,101  00  in  the  Free  School  buildings 
and  appurtenances,  whose  annual  expenses  are  $41,000;  Phila- 
delphia, whose  High  School  buildings  have  been  erected  at  an 
expense  of  $17,000  for  the  lot,  and  $68,000  for  building  and 
fixtures? 

Let  us  compare  ourselves  with  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis,  each 
having  a  taxable  property  much  below  us.  At  Cincinnati  we 
have  a  High  School  whose  cost  approximates  $75,000.  At 
St.  Louis,  where  the  system  of  public  instruction  is  just  in  its 
infancy,  is  a  lot  for  $25,000  and  a  building  for  $45,000.— 
Nashville  and  Memphis,  with  inhabitants  not  above  twenty 
thousand  in  number,  have  each  a  High  School  worthy  the  enter- 
prise and  the  cause  for  which  they  were  erected. 

We  ask  no  large  outlay  of  funds.  We  have  a  property  here 
which  cost  the  city  at  the  time  of  its  purchase  $23,000.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  Committee  would  urge  the  City 
Council  to  select  immediately  a  lot  in  what  will  probably  be  the 
centre  of  the  City  prospectively,  giving  a  ground  rent  upon  the 
property,  mortgage  our  property  for  a  loan  of  $30,000,  reserving 
the  use  of  the  present  building  until  the  new  one  shall  be  com- 
pleted. The  net  outlay  to  the  City  need  not  exceed  an  appro- 
priation of  some  $15,000  or  $20,000.

Will  your  City  Authorities  allow  us  to  suffer  the  inconve- 
niences which  we  now  suffer,  will  they  allow  the  interests  of 
Public  Instruction  to  linger  out,  and  refuse  us  the  petty  sum  of 
$15,000? 
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I  crave  your  indulgence  for  having  said  some  things  in  ref- 
erence to  public  works,  which,  by  a  rigid  constructionist,  might 
be  strained  into  a  hostility  against  such  works. 

The  nature  of  the  case  has  exacted  this  of  me.  I  should  be 
guilty  of  a  censurable  dereliction  as  a  Baltimorean,  if  by  any 
hint,  I  should  reflect  upon  those  stupendous  enterprises,  which 
are  pouring  the  resources  of  the  West  into  our  city,  and  increas- 
ing its  wealth.  My  desire  to  discharge  my  duty,  as  your  hum- 
ble servant,  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the  High  School,  as 
worthy  of  consideration  paramount  to  other  claims,  has  actua- 
ted me  thus  to  draw  the  comparison.  This  report,  which  has 
been  prepared  with  the  view  of  urging  upon  your  Honorable 
Body,  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  the  necessity  of  a  new 
building;  and  with  a  view  of  promoting  the  glory  and  lasting 
interests  of  this  institution,  I  now  present  to  the  Honorable 
Committee  on  said  School,  whose  interest  in  public  instruction 
(guarantees  a  cordial  co-operation. 

My  duty  being  discharged,  I  await  with  tranquillity  whatever 
verdict  may  be  passed,  either  by  the  Honorable  Body  which 
you  represent,  or  by  the  City  Council,  confessing,  at  the  same 
time,  an  intense  degree  of  anxiety  that  such  measures  will  be 
adopted,  as  will  secure  for  this  institution  such  accommodation, 
in  the  way  of  a  new  building  and  appurtenances,  as  are  wor- 
thy of  the  great  interests  of  education.

PRINCIPAL  of  the  EASTERN  FEMALE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


Eastern  Female  High  School. 

Baltimore,  December  29th,  1855. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 
Gentlemen  : 

Of  the  former  classes  of  this  School,  95  returned  in  Septem- 
ber, and  133  were  admitted  from  the  Grammar  Schools.  Seven 
having,  since,  withdrawn,  the  present  number  is  221.  During 
the  same  period,  last  year,  23  left  from  an  aggregate  of  180. — 
From  such  a  marked  difference  may  be  inferred  a  greater  attach- 
ment of  pupils,  and  a  more  encouraging  appreciation  of  parents 
and  guardians. 

If  this  afford  gratification  to  you,  to  whom  belongs  the  hon- 
or of  first  grafting  on  Public  Education  a  system  of  liberal 
instruction  for  woman,  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  increase 
your  pleasure,  by  an  assurance  of  such  a  scholastic  condition  of 
a  fair  proportion  as  closely  approximates  the  standard  of  that 
system.  Of  this  especial  number  more  than  one  gifted  mind  is 
hard  at  work,  and  more  than  one  heart  is  in  unison,  pulsating 
to  be  the  recipient  of  every  blessing  which  a  favourable  termi- 
nation of  the  course  is  calculated  to  confer.  That  success  may 
crown  their  honorable  efforts  you,  gentlemen,  with  me,  un- 
doubtedly desire,  for  your  good  wishes  and  fostering  care  con- 
stitute a  chief  element  of  our  encouraging  condition.  Another 
is  the  constant  exertion,  for  our  good,  of  the  Committee,  and 
last,  though  not  least,  is  an  unremitted  effort,  of  those  associa- 
ted with  me  in  instruction,  to  faithfully  fulfill  the  duties  with 
which  they  are  charged.  To  a  portion  of  that  confidence  they 
justly  enjoy,  permit  me,  to  especially  commend  the  Professor  of 
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Vocal  Music,  for  the  constancy,  devotedness  and  efficiency  of 
his  attendance,  his  exertions  and  his  instructions. 

Among  existing  obstacles  to  the  full  progress,  which  our 
course  contemplates,  one  of  the  most  prominent  is  a  continu- 
ance of  that  inadequacy  of  age,  to  which  your  attention  has 
been  invited  in  former  Keports. 

Did  an  appeal  for  a  restoration  of  the  Kule  that  formerly  ad- 
mitted none  under  12  (it  should  have  been  14)  rest  upon  a  Phy- 
siological protest  alone  against  the  entrance  of  a  child  of  11 
years,  however  well  prepared,  to  the  High  Schools,  there  might 
be  some  ground  for  hesitation.  But  when  every  day's  expedi- 
ence supports  such  a  protest,  from  its  being  a  continuance  of  the 
page  of  history  which  records  in  every  instance,  almost,  of  pre- 
cocity, a  diseased  developement  of  mind  and  body  that  is  ab- 
horrent to  humanity,  there  is  I  humbly  think  ground,  on  this 
account,  lor  your  favourable  consideration.  Permit  me  to 
strengthen  that  position,  in  an  intellectual  view,  by  the  fact 
that  very  few  are  of  the  mental  type  assumed  in  the  previous 
remarks,  very  few  most  fortunately  who  can  be  the  subjects  of 
that  painful  truth,  '-'soon  ripe,  soon  rotten.'*  The  majority 
are  different,  very  different,  from  an  inability  of  their  immature 
capacity  to  comprehend  more  than  simple  elementary  truths. — 
This  want  of  mental  power  is  an  opaque  Avail  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  complex  principles,  and  the  consequence  is,  in  the  most 
of  such  cases,  no  acquisition  of  knowledge.  This  is  forcibly 
shown  in  the  results  of  our  entrance  examinations,  where  it 
often  happens  that  the  youngest  answer  more  questions  than 
the  oldest,  yet  as  often  have  the  latter  exhibited  the  advantage 
of  a  greater  developement  of  the  mental  faculties,  in  a  subse- 
quently more  rapid  acquisition  of  knowledge,  after  a  correction 
of  that  ignorance  of  the  meaning  and  force  of  common  words, 
which  is  the  essence  of  the  preparatory  unfitness  of  our  initiates. 
This  remark  presents  to  a  like  favorable  consideration,  I  trust, 
another  prominent  obstacle  to  our  advancement,  but  not  a  new 
one ;  for  with  one  exception,  it  has  yearly  been  a  self-evident 
and  increasing  evil,  and  as  such  is  mentioned  in  previous  Ke- 
ports. Of  a  sedulously  cultivated  ability  to  commit  tomemory 
alone  the  text,  whatever  it  may  be,  there  is  no  want.  To  roach 
the  source  of  error,  Gentlemen  must  go  farther  back  than  our 
Intermediate  Schools,  even  to  the  Primary,  in  which  it  should 
be  as  easy  and  as  pleasant  a  duty  to  give  simple  facts  to  the  ten- 
derest  mind,  and  simpler  words,  perchance,  wherewith  to  intel- 
ligibly clothe  them,  as  to  administer  to  their  as  tender  appetites 
appropriately  delicate  and  digestible  food.  This  being  done 
successfully,  we  should  see  in  the  seats  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
faces  more  radiant  with   intelligence,  than  are  accustomed  to 
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meet  the  eye,  and  consequently  the  evidences  of  a  discipline  of 
mind  better  fitted  to  understanding^  grasp,  under  the  continu- 
ance of  a  similar  system  there,  such  a  preparation,  as,  at  a  peri- 
od of  mental  maturity  adequate  to  such  requisitions,  would 
really  fit  them  for  the  constant  calls  of  the  High  School  for  the 
application  of  thought.  Classes  thus  primarily  and  intermedi- 
ately trained  not  in  more  studies,  hut  for  longer  periods,  and  en- 
tering under  a  standard  of  really  test  questions,  would  consti- 
tute a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our  High  Schools,  for,  not  only 
would  those  great  purposes  of  their  organization  he  seen  at 
once,  which  now,  under  the  force  of  elementary  demands  are  so 
retarded,  but  the  character  of  scholarship  would  be  so  elevated, 
as  to  rear  a  more  notable  monument  than  they  now  exhibit,  as 
creditable  as  it  is,  to  a  system  of  Public  Instruction,  much  later 
than  many  in  establishment,  yet  equal  to  any  in  the  country. — 
As  this  Keport  would  be  unfinished  without  reference  to  a  point 
of  more  moment  than  the  scholastic  progress  of  the  pupils  of 
this  School,  and  that  is  the  moral  phase,  I  beg  leave  to  say, 
that  I  cannot  record,  from  self-observation,  communication,  or 
rumor  an  instance  of  obliquity.  Taking  advantage  of  every 
opportunity  to  enforce  the  moral  virtues,  and  presuming  upon 
the  partial  efficacy,  at  least,  of  such  efforts,  I  derive  as  much 
pleasure  from  so  favorable  a  communication,  as  you,  undoubt- 
edly, will  from  its  reception.  Not  less  faultless  is  a  propriety 
of  personal  dej>ortrnent,  that  is  as  general  as  it  is  worthy  of 
commendation. 

I  beg  leave  to  tender  to  the  Board  our  grateful  appreciation 
of  their  liberal  readiness  to  supply  every  facility,  which  an  in- 
telligent communication  of  principles  constantly  demands,  and 
for  their  general  favor. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  assure  the  Gentlemen  charged  with  our 
especial  care,  of  that  gratitude,  both  of  teachers  and  pupils, 
which  they  know  they  possess.  '

Western  Female  High  School, 

Baltimore,  December  15th,  1855. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 
Gentlemen: 


The  following  Annual  Report  of  the  Western  Female  High 
School,  for  the  year  ending  December,  1855,  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. 

At  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year,  which  terminated  July 
jUt,  there  were  on  the  roll  144  scholars,  including  the  Gradu- 
ating Class,  numbering  23.  On  the  1st  of  September  106  of 
these  returned  to  school. 

As  the  result  of  the  examination  of  candidates  for  admission 
from  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  107  were  qualified  for  ad- 
mission ;  105  of  these  claimed  their  seats,  making  the  aggre- 
gate at  our  opening  in  September  211. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils,  as  compared  with 
last  year,  rendered  it  necessary  to  form  an  additional  class. — 
There  are  now  Five  Classes,  indicated  by  the  letters  A,  B,  C, 
D  and  E.  All  of  these  were  formed  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
sult of  the  Examinations  for  promotion  and  admission,  held 
immediately  before  the  close  of  the  last  session,  the  semi-annual 
j  Examinations  held  for  promotions,  being  still  adhered  to. 

The  want  of  room  properly  to  accommodate  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  pupils  was  observed  by  the  Committee,  and  remedied  as 
far  as  it  was  practicable  with  the  size  of  the  House  and  the  plan 
of  its  construction.  It  afforded  me  no  ordinary  degree  of  pleas- 
are,  when  I  learned  that  you  had  taken  favorable  action  in  ref- 
erence to  providing  for  us  a  more  commodious  building,  and  in 
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a  more  suitable  location,  where  we  may  not  be  annoyed,  as  w<l 
now  are,  by  the  noise  of  omnibusses  and  other  vehicles,  conj 
stantly  passing  and  repassing.  I  sincerely  hope  that  you  maj 
soon  be  enabled  to  carry  out  the  plan  contemplated. 

My  experience  during  the  past  year  still  more  fully  convinced 
me  of  the  propriety  of  providing  the  High  Schools  with  prop 
erly  selected  Reference  Books,  embracing  not  only  the  bes 
standard  works  on  the  different  Sciences,  but  also  such  as  con 
tain  Biographical  and  Incidental  information,  to  which  the  pu 
pils  may  have  access  for  facts  necessary  to  a  more  full  under- 
standing of  the  subjects  which  they  may  be  investigating — ai} 
advantage  which  it  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  all  can  possess.— i 
Feeling  this  to  be  the  case,  I  am  constrained  again,  respectfullji 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  matter. 

The  attendance  during  the  past  year,  I  have  no  doubt,  wit 
compare  favorably  with  that  of  the  best  schools.  It  was  notj 
however,  as  regular  as  I  could  have  wished ;  there  being  s<> 
many  circumstances  constantly  intervening  to  cause  the  deten- 
tion of  pupils  from  school,  as  to  render  it  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult things  imaginable  to  secure  as  punctual  attendance  as  iij 
desirable. 

It  is  to  me  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  & 
spirit  of  honorable  emulation  generally  diffused  among  the  puj 
pils.     I  conceive  it  to  be  one  of  the  best  evidences  of  desirabl 
progress. 

A  more  pleasant  intercourse  between  teachers  and  pupilsi 
than  that  which  existed  in  this  Institution  during  the  past  year; 
I  have  never  seen.  I  remember  no  case  in  which  the  kind  faJ 
miliar ity  of  the  teachers  with  the  pupils,  was  taken  advantage 
of  by  the  latter.  This  is  a  circumstance  I  think  evincing  a  ven 
correct  state  of  moral  feeling. 

At  our  Third  Annual  Commencement,  held  October  25th,  tli^ 
Honors  of  the  Institution  were  conferred  on  the  following  youn

Eastern  Normal  Class, 

Baltimore,  December  31st,  1855. 

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools. 
Gentlemen  : 

In  presenting  to  you  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Eastern 
Normal  Class,  we  have  no  congratulatory  remarks  to  offer  ; 
though  the  efficiency  and  prosperity  of  the  Class,  are  about  the 
same  this,  as  in  former  years,  yet  the  benefit  hitherto  derived 
from  this  provision,  is  by  no  means  commensurate  with  the  ex- 
isting demand  ;  one  which  a  more  liberal  institution  of  a  simi- 
lar character  alone  can  supply. 

In  the  absence  of  special  direction  from  the  Committee,  all 
that  individual  energy  could  accomplish  for  the  support  of  the 
Class  ha3  been  attempted  ;  and  that  greater  results  have  not 
appeared,  arises  from  no  lack  of  effort  or  interest  on  the  part 
pf  those  in  charge,  but  in  consequence  qf  the  absence  of  facili- 
ties, peculiarly  appropriate  and  indispensable  to  the  Institution. 
These  circumstances  are  sufficient  evidence  that  a  necessity,  ex- 
isting in  our  system  of  education,  claims  your  attention.  And 
of  which  palpable  necessity,  the  organization  of  Saturday  classes 
was  primarily  a  tangible  recognition. 

The  fact  is  everywhere  admitted,  that  the  establishment  and 
support  of  training  schools  for  teachers,  such  as  develope  talent, 
and  cultivate  those  qualities  which  particularly  characterize 
success  in  the  profession,  is  the  only  method  by  which  public 
3ystems  of  general  education  can  be  properly  sustained,  and 
we  confidently  hope  that  the  time  is  at  hand,  when  this  feature 
mall  be  the  crowning  one  in  our  own,  as  it  is  elsewhere,  in 
)ther  enterprises  of  an  educational  character. 
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The  studies  of  this  Class  are  the  same  as  those  pursued  in  the 
Female  High  Schools,  with  the  addition  of  Intellectual  Philoso- 
phy ,  and  Page's  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching.  In  the  in- 
vestigation of  each  of  the  branches  taught,  that  method  is  adopt- 
ed which  we  consider  best  calculated  to  elucidate  the  subject, 
and  afford  the  most  practical  assistance  to  those  who  desire  spe- 
cific aid.  The  subject  matter  of  Physiology  and  History  we 
present  somewhat  in  the  form  of  lecture. 

This  manner  is  most  agreeable  to  the  class.  The  study  of 
Physiology  would  be  rendered  much  more  interesting  and  profit- 
able, by  the  assistance  of  models  and  preparations  ;  and  the  in- 
troduction of  Carpenter's  Physiology,  and  a  Physiological  Dic- 
tionary, one  copy  each,  accessible  to  the  class  for  reference, 
would  be  exceedingly  profitable  and  convenient.  Also  a  work 
on  composition,  would  be  highly  acceptable,  and  aid  in  the 
study  of  that  important  and  beautiful  branch  of  education. 
Whilst  employed  in  directing  these  useful  studies,  we  do  not 
forget  to  keep  constantly  in  view  the  importance,  in  a  school, 
of  a  judicious  organization,  efficient  supervision  and  accuracy 
in  teaching — the  facility  of  arousing  and  engaging  the  atten- 
tion of  the  scholars,  and  especially,  ease  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher,  to  communicate  information,  in  order  to  accomplish 
the  full  measure  of  success. 

It  may  be  presumed  that  those,  who  compose  this  class,  have 
already  enjoyed  in  the  High  Schools  these  advantages  which  we 
solicit ;  but  such  is  not  invariably  the  case  ;  as  those  are  found 
here,  who  present  themselves  for  the  matter  of  information,  as 
well  as  for  the  manner  of  imparting  it  to  others. 

We  are  confident  that  in  clue  time  your  honorable  body  will 
give  to  this  subject  the  consideration  which  its  importance  de- 
mands, and  in  the  mean  time,  we  endeavor  to  accomplish  as 
much,  in  furtherance  of  the  object  in  view,  as  the  limited  sphere 
in  which  we  operate,  renders  possible.

To  tJie  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 
Gentlemen  : 

The  present  conditon  of  the  Western  Normal  Class  differs  but 
little  from  that  presented  in  the  last  report.  The  mode  of  in- 
struction has  been  slightly  varied,  more  attention  being  given 
to  the  higher  branches  than  formerly,  and  with  much  advan- 
tage, as  several  of  the  pupils  have  been  attending  the  class  more 
than  a  year. 

The  present  course  embraces  Elocution,  Grammar,  History, 
Natural  and  Intellectual  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Arithmetic, 
Algebra,  Geometry,  and  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching. 
Some  of  these  branches  are  reviewed  every  Saturday,  and  others 
every  alternate  one. 

The  interest  manifested  by  the  members  of  the  class  is  very 
satisfactory,  each,  evidently  esteeming  it  a  pleasure  to  conduct 
the  exercises  ;  which  she  does  with  considerable  ability. 

I  know  no  motive  which  can  induce  the  pupils  to  attend  the 
class,  other  than  a  desire  for  improvement :  and  I  think  this 
affords  a  conclusive  evidence  of  its  intrinsic  value,  for  it  receives 
no  stimulus  from  extraneous  sources  as  institutions  of  learning 
generally  do. 

The  whole  number  attached  to  the  class  during  the  year,  was 
thirty-three,  of  whom  twenty  still  remain  in  attendance.  Seven 
of  the  present  number  are  from  the  last  graduating  class  of  the 
Westerm  Female  High  School,  sixteen  of  the  whole  number 
are  teachers. 

It  is  hoped,  that,  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation in  our  own  city  and  State,  the  Saturday  Class,  ere 
long,  will  expand  into  a  Normal  School,  which^  under  your  su- 
pervision, will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  institutions  of 
the  kind  in  the  country.

NOTES 

EXPLANATORY  OF  THE  STATISTICAL  TABLES. 


The  following  notes  are  explanatory  of  several  of  the  accom- 
panying tables.  They  contain  a  brief  review  of  the  establish- 
ment, removals,  etc.,  of  the  several  Public  Schools,  from  the 
introduction  of  the  Public  School  system-  into  the  city  of  Balti- 
more until  the  present  time,  tracing  the  system  from  the  organi- 
sation of  three  Grammar  Schools  in  1829,  through  subsequent 
improvements,  until  the  close  of  1855,  when  there  are  sixty-seven 
schools,  including  in  three  grades,  Primary,  Grammar  and 
m,High  Schools.     Five  new  schools  will  be  opened  early  in  1855. 

The  Male  Central  High  School  was  established  in  1839.  Its 
first  location  was  a  rented  building  in  Courtland  street.  It  was 
removed  in  1840  to  the  rooms  over  the  Firemen's  Insurance 
Company's  office,  N.  E.  corner  of  South  and  Second  streets.  It 
was  again  removed  in  1841,  to  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner 
Hanover  and  Lombard  streets.  In  1842,  it  was  removed  to  the 
building  at  first  occupied,  in  Courtland  street.  In  1843,  the 
building  known  as  the  "  Assembly  Buildings,"  on  the  N.  E. 
corner  of  Holliday  and  Fayette  streets,  was  purchased,  in  which 
'it  has  been  conducted  since  that  time. 

The  Eastern  Female  High  School  was  commenced  in  1844,  in 
the  building  erected  for  its  accommodation,  on  the  N.  E.  corner 
of  Front  and  Fayette  streets.  It  was  removed  in  1852,  to  the 
more  spacious  building,  in  Asquith  street,  which  was  built  in 
1851. 

The  Western  Female  High  School  was  started  in  1844,  in 
the  building  on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  one  door  north  of 
Fayette  street.  It  was  removed  in  1846,  to  the  building  erect- 
ed for  its  use,  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green  and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1829,  in  the 
basement  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  Eutaw  street,  near 
Mulberry.  Female  No.  1,  in  1830,  in  a  house  in  Saratoga  street. 
These  schools  were  removed  in  1832,  to  the  N.  E.  corner  of 
Green  and  Fayette  streets. 

From  1832,  when  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Green 
and  Fayette  streets  was  erected,  it  was  occupied  by  Male  and 
Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  1,  until  1846,  when  the  house  on 
S.  W.  corner  of  the  same  streets  was  built.     Since  that  tirn£, 
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Male  Grammar  School  No.   1,  and  Male  Primary  No.  3,  have  i  fl 
occupied  the  building  on  the  N.  E.  corner,  and  the  Western  |f 
Female  High  School  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  1,  the 
new  one  designed  for  their  use,  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Green 
and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  2,  were  opened  in 
1829,  in  a  frame  house  on  the  east  side  of  Bond  street,  between 
Canton  Avenue  and  Alice  Anna  streets,  (Fell's  Point.)  They 
were  removed  in  1830,  the  male  school  to  a  room  over  the  en- 
gine house  on  Broadway,  (then  Market  street,) — the  female 
school  to  a  room  over  the  watch  house,  N.  E.  corner  Broadway 
and  Canton  avenue.  In  1854,  they  were  removed  to  the  S.  W. 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Bank  streets. 

The  building  in  Aisquith  street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar 
School  No.  3,  was  erected  in  the  year  1830,  and  on  the  8th  of, 
December  of  that  year,  the  school  was  opened.     It  has  been 
continued  ever  since  in  the  same  building. 

On  the  site  now  occupied  by  Female  Grammar  School  No.  3, 
there  was  an  old  one-story  building,  which  was  purchased  by

the  Board  in  1831.     That  building  was  removed  in  1844,  and  a 
larger  one  erected,   two  stories  high,  for  the  Eastern  Female 
High  School  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  3.     It  is  now  j 
occupied  by  Female  No.  3,  and  Female  Primary  No.  9. 

Male  "Grammar  School  No.  9,  from  its  commencement  in  1843,  : 
until  September,  1851,  occupied  a  part  of  the  building  purchased  i 
for  the  use  of  the  Male  Central  High  School.     In  September, 
1851,  it  was  removed  to  the  building  erected  at  the  N.  W.  cor- 
ner Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  9  was  established  in  1845,  in 
the  basement  of  the  Universalis!  church,  N.  E.  corner  Calvert 
and  Pleasant  streets.  It  was  removed  in  1846,  to  the  basement 
of  the  church,  N.  E.  corner  Courtland  street  and  Dark  lane, 
in  1849  it  was  removed  to  the  old  dwelling  house  in  Fayette 
street,  near  little  Sharp  street.  In  September,  1851,  it  was 
removed  to  the  building  erected  for  its  use  in  connexion  with 
Male  No.  9,  N.  W.  corner  Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets. 

Female  Grammar  School  No.  10,  was  organized  in  1845,  in 
the  Methodist  chapel,  S.  W.  corner  Light  and  Cross  streets.  In 
184G,  when  the  male  school  was  opened  in  the  same  building, 
it  was  removed  to  the  basement  of  the  new  Methodist  chapel, 
on  Light  street,  south  of  Cross  street.  In  1850,  both  schools 
were  removed  to  the  building  erected  for  their  use,  on  the  S.  B. 
corner  of  William  and  Warren  streets. 

All  the  other  Grammar  Schools  were  commenced  in  houses 
built  for  their  accommodation,  with  the  exception  of  No.  7,  at 
Canton,  and  Female  Grammar  School  No.  13.    Grammar  School 
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No.  7  was  opened  in  1843,  in  an  old  frame  building,  the  use  of 
which  was  granted  to  the  Board  by  the  Canton  Company.  This 
house  was  occupied  for  several  years  by  the  school,  until  the  new 
building  was  commenced  in  1852,  upon  the  lot  on  the  S.  E.  cor- 
ner of  Chesapeake  and  Hudson  streets,  given  by  the  Canton  Com- 
pany to  the  city  for  that  purpose.  Shortly  after  the  new  build- 
ing was  commenced,  the  old  frame  was  set  on  fire  and  burned 

'idown  with  nearly  all  its  contents  of  furniture,  books  and  sta- 
tionery, &c.  The  school  was  conducted  in  two  private  dwell- 
ings, furnished  by  the  Canton  Company,  until  the  building  was 

(completed  in  1853,  when  it  was  removed  into  it.  This  school 
is  ranked  among"  the  Female  Grammar  Schools,  in  consequence 
of  its  receiving  both  male  and  female  pupils,  and  being  under 
the  direction  of  a  female  principal. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  1,  was  organized  in  1848,  in  the 

'  rooms  of  the  Second  Baptist  church,  in  the  rear  of  the  church, 
on  Canton  avenue.  It  was  conducted  in  those  rooms  until  the 
year  1851,  when  the  building  was  completed  on  the  corner  of 
Gough  and  Wolf  streets.  The  school  was  then  removed  to  the 
new  building,  and  Male  Primary  No.  1,  commenced. 

Female  Primary  School  No.  2,  was  started  in  the  year  1849, 
in  an  old  three  story  building  in  Albemarle  street,  one  door 
south  of  Pratt  street.  In  1851  it  was  removed  to  the  new  build- 
ing in  Stiles  street,  near  High,  and  the  Male  Primary  of  the 
same  number,  opened. 

Female  Primary  No.  3,  was  commenced  in  the  year  1849,  in 
the  school  house  on  Edward  street,  in  the  rear  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian church  on  Aisquith  street.     In  1854,  it  was  removed  to  the 

) basement  of  the  German  church,  corner  of  McElderry  and  Short 
streets,  where  it  is  at  present  conducted.  Male  Primary  School 
No.  5,  was  organized  immediately  upon  'the  removal  of  Female 
No.  3,  in  the  house  on  Edward  street. 

In  the  year  1850,  Female  Primary  School  No.  4  was  organ- 
ized in  the  basement  of  the  Methodist  church,  on  the  corner  of 
Biddle  and  Garden  streets.     It  continues  in  the  same  place. 

Male  Primary  No.  3,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the  room  it 
occupies  at  present,  under  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1. 

Male  Primary  No.  4,  was  opened  in  1852,  in  the  basement  of 
the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Lee  street.  It  was  removed  in  1854,  to  the 
new  building  on  Hill  street.     The  building  is  occupied  by  Male 

J  Primary  No.  4  and  Female  Primary  No.  14. 

Female  Primary  No.  5  commenced  operations  in  the  year 
1849,  in  the  school  house  ou  Fayette  near  Caroline  street.     It 

1  is  still  continued   in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  6,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  school 
house  at  Wetstone  Point,  the  use  of  which  was  granted  to  the 
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Board  free  of  rent  by  the  Cuba  Mining  and  Smelting  Company. 
It  was  removed  in  1851,  to  the  room  formerly  occupied  by  Fe- 
male Primary  No.  1,  in  the  rear  of  the  Second  Baptist  church, 
on  Canton  avenue.  In  1855  it  was  removed  to  the  building  on 
Anne  street  purchased  for  its  use.  Male  Primary  No.  6  was 
opened  at  the  same  time. 

Female  Primary  No.  7,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  school 
house  purchased  by  the  Board,  on  Harford  avenue.  Male  Pri- 
mary No.  7,  was  started  in  1854,  in  Fayette  street  near  Ais- 
quith.  It  was  removed  in  1855  to  the  building  on  Aisquith 
street  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  3. 

Female  Primary  No.  8,  was  opened  in  1850,  in  the  basement 
of  the  Methodist  church,  Pennsylvania  avenue.  It  is  still  con- 
ducted in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primaries  Nos.  9  and  10,  were  organized  in  1850. 
No.  9,  in  the  basement  of  the  Jewish  synagogue,  High  street, 
near  the  bend,  and  No.  10  in  the  house  it  now  occupies,  on  the 
rear  of  a  lot  that  fronts  on  West  Baltimore  street,  West  of  Fre- 
mont street.  No.  9  was  removed  in  1853,  to  its  present  loca- 
tion, on  the  corner  of  Front  and  Fayette  streets. 

Male  Primary  No.  9,  was  opened  in  1853,  in  the  building 
with  Grammar  School  No.  7,  corner  Calvert  and  Saratoga 
streets. 

Female  Primary  No.  11,  was  established  in  1851,  in  the  school 
house  on  Franklin  street,  west  of  Fremont  street.  It  was  re- 
moved in  1855,  to  the  new  building  erected  on  the  N.  E.  corner 
of  Schroeder  and  Pearce  streets.  Male  Primary 'No.  11,  was 
then  formed. 

Female  Primary  No.  12,  was  organized  in  1851,  in  the  room 
it  now  occupies,  in  the  basement  of  the  Methodist  church,  S.  E. 
corner  Lombard  and  Green  streets-. 

Male  Primary  No.  12,  was  started  in  1854,  in  the  building 
with  Male  and  Female  Grammar  Schools  No.  12,  Barre  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  13,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the 
house  in  which  it  continues  to  be  conducted,  on  South  Charles 
street,  nearly  op2>osite  Balderston  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  14,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the 
school  room  in  the  rear  of  St.  Stephen's  church,  Lee  street.  It 
was  removed  in  1854  to  the  new  building  on  Hill  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  15,  was  started  in  the  basement  of  Wells 
Chapel,  Light  street,  south  of  Cross  street.  It  was  removed  in 
1855,  to  the  new  building  erected  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Light 
and  Poultney  streets.    Male  Primary  No.  15,  was  then  organized. 

Female  Primary  No.  16,  was  organized  in  1852,  in  the  Sun- 
day school  room  on  Central  avenue,  near  Orleans  street.  It  is 
still  continued  in  the  same  building.

The  above  table  contains  the  cost,  and  present  value  of  the  property  of  the  Public  Schools,  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  First  Branch  of  the  City  Council,  which  was  referred  to  the 
undersigned  by  the  Board.

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Female  Primary  No.  17,  was  organized  in  1852,  in  the  Sun- 
day school  room  on  Madison  street,  near  Broadway.  It  was  re- 
moved in  1855  to  the  basement  of  Chew  street  Chapel,  corner 
Chew  and  Bond  streets. 

Female  Primary  No.  18,  was  commenced  in  the  large  dwell- 
ing house  on  the  corner  of  West  Baltimore  and  Oregon  streets. 
It  was  removed  in  1855  to  the  Republican  street  Chapel,  Repub- 
lican street,  near  West  Baltimore  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  19.  was  started  in  1852,  in  the  basement 
of  the  Seamen's  Bethel,  Alice  Anna  street  near  Bond  street.  It 
was  discontinued  in  1855,  when  the  pupils  were  united  with 
those  of  No.  6,  under  the  name  of  Male  and  Female  Primary 
No.  6,  and  removed  to  the  building  on  Anne  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  20,  was  commenced  in  1852,  in  the 
school  house  on  the  corner  of  Constitution  and  Falls  streets.  It 
is  still  continued  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  21,  was  organized  in  1852.,  in  the  small 
building  erected  for  a  Chapel,  near  Locust  Point.  A  few  months 
after  its  establishment,  it  was  discontinued,  on  account  of  the 
removal  of  the  Chemical  works  from  the  neighborhood,  with 
which  the  greater  portion  of  the  inhabitants  also  removed.  In 
1853,  it  was  re-opened  at  the  request  of  the  people  residing  in 
the  neighborhood  ;  but  not  being  sufficiently  patronized  to  jus- 
tify the  expense  of  continuing  it,  in  1854  it  was  again  discon- 
tinued. 

Female  Primary  No.  22,  was  organized  in  the  year  1853,  in 
the  Sunday  school  room  at  the  intersection  of  Poppleton  and 
Columbia  streets.     It  is  continued  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  23,  was  started  in  1853,  in  the  dwelling 
house  it  now  occupies  on  Centre  market  space,  near  Lombard 
street. 

Female  Primary  No.  24,  was  commenced  in  1853,  in  the 
building  on  the  S.  W.  corner  of  Bond  and  Lombard  streets.  It 
is  still  taught  in  the  same  building. 

Female  Primary  No.  25,  was  started  in  1853,  in  the  Sunday 
school  room  in  which  it  is  still  conducted,  on  Eastern  avenue, 
near  High  street. 

Female  Primary  No  2G,  was  organized  in  1854,  in  the  large 
building  on  the  west  side  of  Paca  street,  near  Fayette  street. 
It  still  occupies  the  same  building.  # 

Female  Primary  No.  27  was  started  in  1854.  in  the  room  it 
still  occupies  on  Jefferson  street,  near  Caroline  street. 

Female  Primary  No.  28,  was  organized  in  1854,  in  the  new 
building  on  Barre  street,  erected  for  Male  and  Female  Grammar 
Schools  No.  12.

IT  The  establishment  of  the  Male  Central  High  School  and  the  appointment  of  assistant  teach- 
ers, which  took  place  in  the  year  1839,  effected  an  entire  change  by  the  discontinuance  of  the 
monitorial  system  and  the  introduction  of  one  of  more  expensive  character,  yet  the  cost  per  pupil 
does  not  appear  to  be  increased. 

§  There  is  probably  an  error  in  the  small  number  not  paying  for  tuition  this  year,  as  there  are 
doubtless  errors  in  the  greater  amounts  of  other  years  ;  but  those  errors  could  not  be  ascertained.

§The  final  result  shows,  that  in  twenty-six  years  the  sum  of  $148,832  43  has 
been  charged  to  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  which  was  never  received 
by  the  commissioners,  and  of  course  ought  not  to  be  included  in  their  expendi- 
tures.
